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For the five laft day$, my brethren' and myfcIF 
tafled no flelh, nor hardly any kind of meat or 
drink that would^ftay upon- our ftomachs. 

Friday 24. This- morning I was hungry, and 
breakfallec^ on water gruel*. I now begin to re- 
cover my flbrcngth, and employ myfelf in reading, 
the Life of Francis Xavier. O- for a foul liki 
his ! But, glory be to God^ there is nothing, 
impoffible with himi I fcem to want the wingsi 
of an Eagle, and the voice of a trumpet, that t 
may proclaim- th^ gpfpel- through the Eaft and. 
the Weft and the Korth and the South. 
V The windhas-veered fromNorth- Weft to South- 
Weft, and our (hip fail^from three to five miles 
an hour towards America. 

I enjoy one peculiar bleffing: — —a place of re- 
tirement, :i little fecret corner in the (hip ; which. 
I^all hereafter. Call my. ftudy. It is fofmall that 
I htivc hardly rocfm to roll about, and there is 
a window in it which opens to the fea, andi 
makes it the moft delightful place under deck.. 
Here, God. willing, 1 (hall fpend the greateft part 
of my time. 

Saturday 25V We h»vc now failed one hun- 
dred and^ fifty leagues towards America* My, 
brethren and myifelf are tolerably recovered. May 
we improve this time of reft to the profit, of our 
Ibuls and the preparation of them for the work of 
God. A. failor dangerouflj^ ill, affords us an op- 
portyhity of vifiting the crew in the fteerage, and 
preaching ip them through him the Lord.Jefus 
Chriflr, 

The Captain, of our (hip, I believe, never 
fwears : tior docs he fiiffer any of his n(ien, as far 
as he can prevent it, togame or get draqk. And. 
though the men arc, I find, like the reft* of their 
brethren, prophane to > the laft degree,, yet when 
we are' on deck, there is^ feldom. an oath to be 
)ie4rd« 

Sundajr 
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Sunday 26. This day we performed divine fci^ 
vice both morning and afternoon, and the failorsr 
except thofe on immediate duty, attended. A 
French (hip pafled us with her colours hoidcd, 
and of couri'e expelling the fame compliment from 
ours, whilil I was enforcing the hlflory and exam* 
pie of the trembling jailor converted by Paul and 
Silas; which much interrupted us*. The little 
congregation appeared, indeed, to give clofe ati- 
tention to Brother WhaUoat in the aftcrnoo«, while 
lie explained to them, the wages of iln, and the 
gift of God« But alas ! I am ready to defpair of 
our doing them any, eflential good. 
. Tuefday 28. For the two lad days the winds 
ivere contrary, and we hardly gained a league ; but 
they are again favourable, and we are come twor 
iiundred and fifty leagues from BriJloU The failors 
now attead us daily atrniorning-prayer. For thefe 
few days pad I haye been reading the life of David 
J^raincrd. O that I may follow him as he followed 
Chrill. His. humility, his felf-denial, his perfe*^ 
vecance, and his flaming zeal for God, were ex- 
emplary indeed. 

This morning a whale played round the Ihip for. 
an hour and alialf : it was a noble, fight ! And 
♦fter him an inniunerable comnany of Porpoifcs. 
How manifold -are tlw works, O G^d ! 

Friday, 0£i.*i. - I devoted the morning to fad- 
ing and prayer,, and found fome degree of refrcfh- 
ment, and a facrcd longing after more fervency 
and aiiivity in the fervice of my God. 

Saturday 2. Hitherto the wind had not blowrr 
from any one of the fixteen eadern points of the 
compafs ; but now a bri(k gale from the £ad car« 
lies us direCUy to our point. We are about 
Ihree* hundred and fifty leagues from Bnftol, but 
probably have not failed in. all fewer than ^vea 
hundred. 

I am entering on the works of Virgil. In* 
deed I can fay in a much better reafe than the:

I have juft finilhed the Con fefli< 
nal : and believe the author does not fpcak witt 
oat reafon in his obfervations concerning Nations 
Churches, that the hinidtniLof Chrijtisnot of th 
world : that in proportion to the degrees of unio 
■which fubfiil between the Church and State, rel 
^ion is liable to be fecularii^d and. made the tO( 
of ft ni Iter and ambitious. men*. 

Wednefday 6\ h devoted^ thia^ morning t 
hiding s^nd grayer* It was a good time* O th: 
I never may lofe any; thing, I gain- in the divin

Thurfday 7* I ti> the morning we had a pcrfe^ 
^alm, and the Captain fpread all his fails ; th 
confequence of which was,, that a fudden fqua 
attacking us- at dinner time, our main-mad w; 
very neac being fnApt in two. The mate has bee 
juft informmg me, that during the fquall, and th 
amazing buftle in which they were not a fmgl

Brother Wkatcoat arrd^fWey ^rjc^ch* 
s ed to the fail ors, and I expounded ii| the evening ; 
but, alas'! 4. do not perceive that We t^each their 
hearts', though'they now attend morning and even* 
ing on the weiik days. 
n Friday %£. I fct apart this morning for falling 
^ and prayer, as I did alfo lad Wednefday, and 
ig! founa it a refr^fhing fcafon to my foul. For many 
ai days we had contrary -winds till yefterday ; but 
'<i "Within thefo two days we have made a confiderable

o*[ Sunday 17 * Two dolphins vifrtcd our ihip, 
> and immediately the failors brought <out their 
aU Jfpear »and lines. I 'knew not whether I fhould 
" oppofe them or not on account erf the day : but 
>^' as the difficulty I (hould have to convince them 
^h of the fin would be very great, and as they now 
ol confent to have public worftiip three times on the 
Lord's day, I forbore for this time, hoping to bring 
t« them in gradual^. They killed one of them 
a*| with the ^ear, and we are to dine upon it to- 
^^1 morrow. It is more like a falmon, than any other 
! fid I know. We have failed about feven hundred 
ft! leagues.

five hundred and fixty-fix pages, ottavo. He is 

a powerful rcafoner, but is I believe wrong in 

e his premifes.

: count of the Prefbyters of Akxandria^ who, as 

Jirom informs us, defied their own Bifhops for 

two hundred years, from the time of St. Mark^ 

to the time oi .Dionyfius, In another place he 

Kukes this grand conccflion, viz. '* i think not

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^m rmintcTrupted line of fucccflion of regularly 
-ordained Bifhops necelTary/' page 489. In Teveral 
'Other places he grants that there may be cafes of " 
neceflity, which may juftify a Prefbyterian ordi- ' 
nation. But he really feems to prove one things 
That it was the univerfal pra£lice of the Church 
from the latter end of the lives of the Apoftles to 
the time of the Reformation, to inveft the power 
of Ordination in a fuperior Church-OiBcer to the ' 
Prefbyters, whom the Church loon after the 
death of the Apofllcs called Bifliop by way of 
^eminence. 

Thurfday 21. I iiniflied the Paflorals of Virg^'l, 
which notwithflanding their many exceptionable 
pafFages^ -by a kind of magic power, conveyed me / 
tO'fields and groves and purUng brooks, ani pain- 
tod before my eyes all the feigned beautie^ of 
Arcadia ,\ and would liave almoil peifuadcd me 
, tijat it is poffible to be happy withoutGod, How« 
cvcrj they ferved now and then to unbend th^ 
powers of the «nind. 

Friday 2a« This day being fet apart for failing ^" 
and prayer, as alio Wcdnefday lafl, I finiOied St. 
Auftin*s Meditations, Certainly he was a good 
and great mati, liowever falfe zeal might feme- ' 
. times have led him aftray. We were now vifited 
by a fparrow, which informed us, we were not a 
great way from land. It probably came from 
Ncwjoundland* 

My brethren and I fpend two hours or there* 
abouts in reading together in the evenings. The ** 
Captain and his foh, and the mate, fometimes liflea 
with great attention. 

The Lord has 1 truft now given us one foul - 
among the failors ; that of Richard Hare, His 
mother lived in Stepney ^ near London^ and was a 
member of our Society. I believe he is in a 
meafure awakened, Weffed be God, by our * 
miniftry.

Sunday 24. I never in my lifefaw fo beautiful 
a iky as this morning a little before fun -rife— fo 
delightful a mixture of colours, and to fine a fret- " 
v/oi-k. I do not wonder tliat* the poor IJcdthcris * 
\wor(hiip the fun. During our'afternoori-fcrvict,^ 
and whilft I preached my farewel fetmen, the 
people liftencd with great atterition ; and now, I 
think, I am free from their blood. This after- 
noon we fpokc a brig bound for London, 

Sunday $t. Contrary to our,expc6lation we 
are ftill at fea, and Brother' JVh'at coat AndVa/cy 
preached. 1 have enteried'agafn pn my Greek 
Teftament. What a precious thiiig is the word* 

of God! ' * • - 

Wednefday, Nov. 3. we'are*rafely arrived, 
at New-York^ praifedbe God, after a very agree- 
able voyage. We enquired for the Mcthodift* 
preaching- houfe, and a gen;leman, who, as I af- 
terwards found, had no fort 6f connexion Wllh 
us, led us to our friend Sands^ with whom w^ 
make our abode ip a lyioft cofnfortable manner., 
I have opened NJr. ITcJliys' ^Isin to Brother AiV- 
kens, the travelling Preacher ftatibncdat this plate, 
and he highly approves of* it, fays that all the 
Preachers moll earrieftly long for fuch a regulation, ' 
and that Mr. "AJbury^ he is furc will agree to it. 
He prcflcs me earneflly* to make it public, be- 
caufe as he moll juIUy argues, Mr. JVcJl y Iras 
determined the point, and therefore it is not tu 
be invefligatcd, but compliefl with. 'By ihvs 
reports of fome who lately cam<5 from Europr,

Thurfday 4. In the morning I preached on, As

Jimtjtfttr iket^ 0. God: and bad very near as many, 
l^hink, as on the evening before. 

Friday j. 1 enforced on the people in the 
tBOmi«K, the example of the Rcchabites : lad 
-night, the neceffity of being fealed with the Holy 
Spirit of Promi2e« In the afternoon I fet off for 
PkUadelphuu 

Saturday^6, I arrived at Philadelphia^ and was 
*Teceived moft kindly by Brother Baker^ merchant, 
in Markei'Street. , 

Sunday 7. I preached in the morning and af- 
ternoon in St«i Patd*s Church at the defire of Y^r. 
-Mftgaxtf^ and in the evening to a large congrega^ 
tion in our own Chapel on the neceflity of the 
witnefs of the Spirit* 

Monday 8. Dr. Ma^aw and Dr. White^ two of 
the Clergymen of this city made me a vidt : Dr« 
•White offered me his Church on the Sunday fol- 
lowing The honourable Mr. Rtid undertook to 
introduce me to the governor of this State : we 
waited on him according to appointment, but 
bufineOs of State in Council detained him : how* 
ever I had the honour of fpending three hours 
with his Lady and Mr. Reid (who is her firfl 
coulin.) She is a Quaker, a woman who, I doubt 
not, loves God. T foon felt liberty to talk with 
her in the freeH manner concerning the deep 
'things. of God. On Wedncfday the 9th we 
waited on his Excellency again at the appointed 
-time, and drank coffee, and fpent a couple of 
hours with him. He is a man of excellent fenfe, 
.Al)d. the utmofl politenefs, and is looked upon by 
m»ny as the firft literary chara^r in America. He 

told 



told me, that lie had the plcafure of fpcnding: 
feme time with Mr. WtJUy m ^hc year 1755* at 
Mr. BlackweU'Sy at Letoijham^ near London^ and 
fpoke of him with the highell refpefU He has 
read feme of Mr. EUichtr's Polemical Writings,, 
and admires them moftthighly. I brought a vo- 
lume of Mr. Wtfiey's Magazines to his Lady, witl^ 
which (be was much pleaied, for Mr. Riid had 
praifed them to her, and fhe had cxpreded a de-^ 
£re of reading them. 

Friday t a. I preached at the CroJs'RMiis in the 
State ot Delaware^ to a plea(tng, attentive congre* 
sation. Brother Whatcoat had almoft as many to 
hear him in the morning as I had in the evening* 
On our journey to this place, we were mQft fump* 
tuoufly entertained at an inn gratis* The lancU 
lady has certainly fome love for the people of God i 
but alas 1 (he negle^ her own vineyard j 

Saturday 13. I was mod kindly received hf 
Mr. Ba^y one of, the Executive-Council for the 
State otDilawari* The place where he lives, -is 
called Dover. He is not in focicty^ but is. build* 
iT^g us a large Chapel. Here I met with an ex* 
cellcnt y.oung man, Frttbom Garret fon. Hefeems 
tp be all meeknefs and love, and yet- all aftivity* 
He makes me quite afliamed, for he invariably 
rifes at foor in the morning, and not only he., bu^- 
feveral others ^f the Preachers: and now blufiiing 
1 brought "back my alarm to four o'clock. 

Sunday 14. Brother Whaicoat had a very good 
congregation in the Court-Houfe at fix in the 
morning. About ten o'clock we arrived at Bar^ 
ret'S'Ckapclj fo called from the name of our friend 
that built it, and who went to heaven a few days 
ago* In this Chapel, in the midfl: of a foreft, 
I had a noble congregation, to which. I endea- 
voured to fet forth our blelTed Redeemer, as pur 
Wifdom, Righteoufnefs, San^fication, and Re- 
demption* After the fermon, a plain, robufl man 
came up to me in the pulpit, and kiifed me : I 
thought it could be no other ih^^ M.t» A^ut^^

'and I was not deceived, I admin iflercd the fa- 
crament after preaching to, I think, five or fix 
hundred communicants, and afterwards we held 

• a lovc-feaft. It was the bell feafon I ever knew, 
''except one in Ckark'mount \n Ireland, After 
■ dining in company with eleven of our Preachers 

at our Sider Barret's, about a mile from the 

• Chapel, Mr. AJbury and I had a private conver- 
' fation conoefning the future management of our- 

affairs in America, He informed nic that he had 
^ycceiveia foUie intimations of my arrival on the 
-'<ilon<iifient ; and cCs he thQught it probable I might 
'•>nieet him thaft dky, and might have fomething 
of importance to communicate to him from Mr. 
'Wefity^ -he had therefore collefted a confiderable 
-number of the Preachers to form a council ; and, 
t if they ^ere b( opinion that it would be expedi- 
ent immediately to call a Coifiference, it (hould 
/'"be done. They were accordingly fentfor, and 
-lifter debate, were unanimouHy of that opinion. 
"We' therefore fent off Freeborn Garretfon, like 
an arrow, from North to South, direaing him 
to fend meffengers to the right and left, and to 
gather all the Preachers together at Baltimore on 
Chriilmas-£ve. Mr. AJbury has alfo drawn up 
for me a^route of about eight hundred or a thou* 

- fand miles in the mean time. He has given me 
his black (lU^rry by name) and borrowed -an ex* 
ccllcnt horfc for me. I exceedingly reverence 
Mr. AJbury j he has fo much wifdom and confi- 
deration, fo much meeknefs and love ; and under 
all this, though hardly to be perceived, fo much 
command and authority. He and I have agreed 

-to u^t our joint endeavours to eftablifh a School 
or College on the plan of Kingswood^School, 1 
baptized here about thirty or forty infants and fe- 
ven adults. We had indeed a precious time at the 

- baptifm of the adults. 

- White's Chapclj Kent's County, State of Dc- 
laware, Tuefday i6« I am now at the houfe of 

our 
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our Brother White, who is a Juflice of the Court 
of Common Pleas, and General Steward of the 
Circuits I preached to a moderate congregation, 
and baptized many children. 

Brown's Chapel, Suflex-County, Thurfday iB. 
I enforced the neceffity of the power of godli* 
nefs, to a tolerable congregation, in the midd of 
a foreft. 

Quantico-Chapel, Somerfet-County, State of 
Maryland, Saturday and Sunday 2o> and 21 • 
Near this chapel I was kindly entertained by one 
Mrs. fTa^ffi, a widow-lady'ofconfiderable fortune, 
. but not in Society. The chapel is molt beau- 
tifully fituated in a foreft, and the congregations 
^ere very large both Saturday and Sunday, On 
the Lord's Day, the chapel could not contain the 
people. 

Annameflex-Chapel, Somerfet, Monday 22. I 

r reached to a tolerable congregation in a foreft. 
t is quite romantic to fee fuch numbers of horfes 
faftened to the trees. Being engaged in the moll 
iolemn exercifes of religion for three or four hours 
every day, and that in the middle of the day, I 
hardly know the day of the week : every oneap« 
pearing to me like the Lord's-Day« 

Tuefday 23. I preached at a chapel called 
Lower Chapel, to the firft inattentive congregation 
I have met with in America. There is indeed a 
little Society here, which feemed to be all atten- 
tion, wbilft I pointed out the necedity of being 
redeemed from all iniquity. In the afternoon I 
preached at the houfe of Dr. RMnfon^ a phyfician, 
and one of oar local Preachers : here they were 
very attentive. 

Accomack -County, State of Virginia, Wedi^ 
nefday 24. I. preached at Captain Downing*^ ^t 
noon, and Captain £Mr4Qn*s in the aftcmoo» : 
both of. them Jufttces of the Peace. In this part 
of the country we have no preaching-boufes,. the 
viQik being of very ihort (landing, from one year 

^3> to 
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to four ; but they talk of building, and I encou- 
rage them. 

Thurfdiiy 2^. We rode to Col. Paramore's : 

his brother is a Member of the Affembly. Here I 

• had a fmall congregation. The Clergy in general 

in thcfe parts, never flir oiut to Church, even oh 

a Sunday, if it rains. 

Northampton-County, Friday 26, I rode to 
Col. Burton's, and preached in his houfe : and on 
Saturday returned back to Colonel Paramare^s^ 
preaching at Mr. Gatrettfdn*s in my way, and ^t 
the Colonel's in the afternoon. 
^Sunday 28. I read prayers and preached at 
Accomack in the Court-Houfe, and in the after- 
noon returned to, and preached at Captain Bur^ 
ion's, with a great deal of power, bleffed be God! 
Monday 29. I preached at one John Purnell*s» 
I have now had the pleafure of hearing Harry 
preach feveral times. I fometimes give notice im- 
Mediately^ after preaching, that in a little time 
'Hafrry wilhpreach to the blacks ; but the whites 
■always ftay to hear him. Sometimes I publish 
. him to preach at candle-light, as. the Negroes can 
l>etter attend at that time. I really believe he is 
one of the bcft Preachers in the world, there is 
:*luch to amazing power attends, his preaching, 
. though '.jie:. cannot Jicad ; . and he is one of the 
. humblefl. creatures J ever &w» ' 

TucCday ^o..* At noon I preached in the Court- 

Houfe, at. a place called l^now-Hill, to a fmall 

congregation, mod of whom, I fuppofe, were 

almofl as dead as ftones ; and. in the evening to a 

••little lively congregation^ at the houfe of one Law. 

Wednesday, Dec. 1. I preached at a chapel 

'cf our'sina fb reft,, called. X^au^CAfl/j^/. Here I 

:hc}dalarge, lively. (congregation, baptiaed a great 

many: chilciren, and>adaiinillered ihc facrament 

. to a great many communicants. For a >vieek parH: 

. 1 have been in a barren country for the gofpol, 

but am now, bleifed be God^ got -again into the 

heart of Mcthodilnw > • 

Thurfday 
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Thurfday 2. I rode through hejrvy rains and 
through the forcfts about thirty miles to Mr, 
Airey'Sf in Dorfet county in the State of Maryland ; 
a moft excellent man, and our mod valuable 
•friend. Thercjs not one in this county, perhaps, 
more refpefted by all ranks of people than he ; 
and he has the higheft etteem for our dear father 
Mr, Wcjley* Indeed he has entered into the 
deep things of God. In this place I had a very 
lively congregation. 'As I had alfo at Colonel 
Vickers'Sf oti Saturday 4, where I adminiftered the 
facrament. 

Cambridge, Sundity 5. In this town, which has 
been remarkable above any other on the Conti- 
nent for perfecution, there arofe a great difpute 
•whether I fhould preach in the church or not. 
The Ladies in general were for it, but the Gen- 
tlemen againfl it, and the Gentlemen prevailed. 
Accordingly the church door was locked, though 
they have had no fervice in it, I think, for feve- 
ral years ; and it has frequently been left open, I 
am informed, for cows, and dogs, and pigs. How- 
ever, I read prayers and preached at the door of 
a cottage, to one of the largefl congregations I have 
had in America. We have no regular preaching 
here, but I truft fhall foon have a good Society 
not with (landing all the oppotition. 

Dr. Allen's, Monday 6. I preached at noon at 
a place called Bolingbroke* Our chapel is fituated 
in a for^ft. Perhaps I have in this little tour 
baptized more children and adults than I fhould 
in my whole life, if flat ion ed in an Englifti 
parifh. 1 had this morning a great efcape in 
.eroding a broad ferry. After fetting^ off, Har%y 
'perfuaded- me to ret«rn back, and leave our 
borfes behind us, to be fent after me the next 
day,- on account of the violence of the wind. 
I ha\re hardly a doubt but we fhould have been 
drowned if we had hot taken that flep. Wc 
•wfc re in' great danger ^s it was ; and if my heart 
did not dbeceivo me^ I calmly and fmcerely i^raYed 



afternoon : fo after reading prayers in the Chapet^ 
I preached at the door. 

Near the Chcafapeaky Monday 13. At noon I 
preached, baptized and adminiftercd the facra- 
ment in Kent-Chapel ; and at three preached in 
Worton- Chapel, to a large congregation. 

Tuefday 14, We croffed the Bay, and at the 
other fide were met by Mr. Dallam in his chariot, 
to whofe houfe I v^ent. He is brother-in-law to» 
the Governor of the State, and a member of our 
Society. Wc have a preaching-houfc near, where 
I preached in the evening to a few, there having, 
been little notice given. Mr. AJhury met me GOf 
'this fide of the Bay : between us we have got about- 
one thoufand pounds ilerling fubfcribed for ther 
College. 

Gunpowder-Chapel, Wedncfday 15. I preached" 
to a fmall congregation ; but mod of them I be* 
'lieve were genuine chriflians. We had indeed a^ 
refrefhing ihower at the facrament« I fpent the 
jnemainder of the day at our kind Brother WaUtr'Jfy 
well known to Brother Rankin. 

Thurfday-16. We returned to Brother jDj^ 
iain*Sy where" I preached, and adminiftered tho- 
Lord's Supper to an attentive people. 

Friday 17. We fet off for our valuable friend** ■ 
Mr. C His new ma nfion- houfe, which he haft 
lately built, is the mofl elegant in this State. But^^ 
alas, it has robbed him I am afraid of a confide* 
rable part of his religion. His Lady is a precious- 
womanr of fine fenfe. His daughter, about twelve ' 
years old, is of excellent parts, but not awakenecl*. 
He intends to go to England next fpring, to buy 
furniture for his houfe, which, 1 fear, will only 
' itill lower him in grace. Ott thefe accounts he 
will only give thirty guineas towards the College,, 
and five guineas for tra^s for the poor. Here I 
have a noble room to myfclf, where Mr. AJburv 
and I may, in the courfe of a week^ mature every 
thing for the Con£erence». 

Baltimore^ 
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Baltimore^ Sunday, Jan. 2, 1785, On Chrift* 
mas^Eve we opened our Conference, which has* 
continued ten days. I admire the American 
Preachers. We had near (ixty of them prefent. 
The whole number js eighty-one. They arc in-^ 
deed ,a body of devoted, difinterefled men, but 
inoft of them young. The fpirit in which they 
condu^d themfelves in choofing the £lders, was 
moil pleaftng. I beh'eve they a6led without being 
at all influenced either by fricndChip, refentmeni, 
or prejudice, both in choofing and reje6ling. The 
Lord was peculiarly prefene, whilfl I was preach* 
ing my two Paftoral Sermons. God was indeed 
pleafed to honour me before the people. At 
fix every morning, one of the Preachers gave the 
people a fermon : the weather was exceedingly 
cola, and therefore we thought it beil to in* 
diilge them by preaching one hour later than ufu* 
ai I and our morning congregations held out to 
the laft. 

One of the week-days at noon, I made a col- 
le&ion towards afTifling our ^Brethren who are 
going to Neva-Scotia : and our friends generoufly 
contributed fifty pounds currency, (thirty pounds 
fterling.) 

Monday 3. I left Baltimore^ and came to our 
^ood friend Mr. Cough's^ But had the coldeft ride 
1 ever rode. 

Tiiefday 4. I went with feveral of my friends 
to the fide of the Cheafapcak-Bay^ but found it 
fo frozen that we could not pafs. Here a hofpi* 
table Planter took in and kindly entertained four 
of us. 

Wednesday 5. I returned to Abingd$n. Bro* 
'ther Dallam had buried his father-in-law that very 
day, and his houfe was full of carnal relations ; 
hfo I fct up at good Brother Toy's, the Silverfmith: 
however, I preached a funeral fermon in Mr. Dal^ 
lavCs houfe, and was heard with great attention, 

I now 
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1 HOW gave, orders that the materials (hould be 
procured for the erefting of the College, 

Thurfday 6»" I croi^Gdihc Sufquehannah-Kivev^ 
with my horfe, on the ice ; and lay at one of our 
friends/ whole name is Thompfon^ a truly good 
man. 

Friday 7. We came to one Burton's a local 
Preacher, iprmerly a Quaker ; he is a'precious old 
man, and mofl fervently loves God. ' 

Philadebphia^ Saturday 8— ri9. In this city I find 
inyfelf Derfe6lly at home. One thing worthy of 

notice happened here One of our fillers who 

belonged to the Dutch Church-, was particularly 
prejudiced againfl our Liturgy, but whilfl I was 
reading it, fhe^reccived one of the greatell maiTi- 
fcftations of God's love fhe had ever enjoyed in 
her life, and went away as muijh prejudiced in 
favour of it, as fhe w^s l;>efore agai.nil' it. 

^euf'York, January 22- . Feb. 6. Here I pub- 
liihed at the dcfire of the Conference,' my Sertnort 
on the Godhead of Chrifl. Our friends in Pliila* ' 
dilphia 2iXid New-York gave me fixty pounds cu^- . 
rency for the Miflioparie^, fo that upon the whole 
I have not beein obliged to advance above three or 
four pounds on their account, 

Monday 7.., \left Ncw-Yoffi : and on Tuefddy 
8i, reached Trcnt'Tgwn (Sate of Jfcrfey.) Here I 
had but a fmall congregation, and about twenty 
hearers in the morniijg,';, 

Wednefday 9, I went to^B^urUngtpn^* ,The 
Veflry opened to me the Church,, and fome, of * 
the firfl men in the State came to hear me ; Mr. 
«S — /?— formerly one of our Travelling Preachers, 
and a very zealous mao,. but now a P.rophefier of 
fmooth things, has beer:^ appointed a. Reader and 
Preacher in this Church by th? Convention of 
the Clergy of the Church oi ,'En^and, He ex- 
pe6ls to be ordained as foon as they have a 
Biihop, 

Mounjt' Holly ^ 
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Mount' Holly f Thurfday lo. Here is another 
Preacher appointed by the Convention, who was 
alfo formerly one of our Travelling-Preachers, 
(Mr. Sprague,) a genuine chriftian. 

N^W'Mills, Friday 1 1, My congregation in this 
Chapel, WW not large, but vciy lerious. Surely 
this place will have much to anfwerfor. 

Philadtlphia^ February la— 14. They are now 
going in reality to repair our Chapel here ; the 
icaffoldirig is already put up. I have united 
above a hundred, 1 think, in band, and they leciu 
to be in good earned about it, determined to meet. 
There is certainly a confiderable revival in this 
city. 

Wilmington^ State of Delaware^ Tuefday 15. At 
noon 1 preached in Chefier'Tozun^ in the Court- 
Houfe, and dined with Mrs. Withey^ ^thc kind 
landlady mentioned above, as having entertained 
me giatis.) She has fubicribed five pounds for the 
College. In the evening 1 had a large congrega- 
tion at Wilmington^ and alio at hve in the morning : 
the work revives in this place. From hence I 
went to Duck'Cruk 2 to Dover {}Av. Bajfet*s j) 
to Brother White* s, the Jullice ; to TuckaliOf 
(Brother Dorvns's ;) to Colonel Hopptr^s; to 6.2 i- 
Ur's'Crofs'Toads ; to Nczo-Town 2 then over the 
Chcafapcak'Bay to Abingdon^ (poor Mr. Dallam's 
wife lies dangeroully ill, and his fondneis for her 
is fuch, that he by no means feems prepared for 
the (hock of her death ;j from thence to Mr. 
Gough's : and then to BaUimore* 

Baltimore^ February 26, to March 6. The work 
o£ God does indeed profper in this tpwn. The 
Preaching-houfe will not contain even my week j 
day's congregations ; and at five in the morning 
the Chapel is about half full. I think I have pre- 
vailed on our friends in this place to build a new 
Cburch. They have already iubfcribcd about Hve 
hundred pounds fterling. 1 have nowformed the 
bolicvers into Bands, 

C Elcnck^ 
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Elcreik^ Monday, March 7^ I preached in the 
Church to a tolerable congrfegalion, and in the 
evening at the houfe of Mr. />*-, a chief man in 
this neighbourhood, good-natured, but of no reli- 
gion. His Coufin (Colonel D — ) fears God, The 
CiiuTch of England people in America, have a vile 
cuftom of walkin^outandin during divine fervice. 
1 have now no engagements upon my hands for be- 
tween two and three hundred miles, f o I muft poft 
on as faft as I can. 

, Blaidenjburg^ Tuefday, March 8. This day I 
loft my way in the Woods, and after r-iding ten 
miles out of tny road, found out a hofpitable 
Tavern-Xeeper, whoenteriainedme and my horfe 
gratis. 

•Wednefday, March- 9, In my ride this morning 
t-o Alexandria^ (Virginia J through the Woods, I, 
JiAve had one of the molt romantic fcenes thac 
ever I beheld. Yelterday there was a very heavy 
fall of fnow, and hail, and fleet. The fall of fleet 
was fo great) that the trees feemed to be trees of 
ice. So beautiful a fight of the kind 1 never favv 
before. , ~ 

And now I am going, to open a folemn fccne 
indeed! May God deeply imprefs it on my heart. 
We had this day a very fudden thaw. I had two 
runs of water, (as they are called) to crofs be- 
tween Alexandria and Colckejler, which fwell ex- 
ceedingly on any thaw or fall of rain ; but being 
earnellly defirous to get into the work, I deter- 
mined to proceed on my journey. My fervant 
whom I had permitted to make a viflt to his wife 
on the other fide of the Chea/apeak-Eay had de^- 
ceived me, by ft'aying with her beyond his time : 
and the Southern Preachers knew not where I 
was, imagining me to be in the Weft-Indies. A 
friend who lives in Alexandria, came with me 
over the firll Run, and every body informed me 
I cduld eafily croi^s the fecond, if I crofl'ed the 
£rft. When 1 came to the fecond (which was 
perhaps two hours after I had crofl'ed the firfl:) 

I found 



I found that I had two ftreams to plfd. The firfl 
I went over without much danger ; but in crof- 
fing the fecond, which was very ftrong and very 
deep, I did not obfervc that a tree brought dowti 
by the flood, lay acrofs the landing-place. I en- 
deavoured but in vain, to drive my horle again!) 
the flream, and go round th&trce, I was afraia 
to turn my horfe's head to the flream, and afraid 
to go back. In this dilemma I thought >t mod 
prudent for me to lay hold on the tree, and go 
over it, the water being (hallowon the otlicr fide 
of the tree^ But I did not advert to tiio danger 
of loofcning the tree from its hold. For no 
fooner did I execute my purpoie fo far as to lay 
hold of the tree, (and that inilant the horfe was 
carried from under me,) but the motion that I 
gave ity loofened it, and down the ilream it in* 
fiantly carried me. Some di (lance off, there 
grew a tree in the middle of the ilream, the 
root of which had formed a little banfk or ifland, 
. and divided the dream ; and here the tree which 
• I held, was (lopped. Indantly there came down 
v^ith the flood a large branch of a tree upon my 
back, which was fo heavy, that I was afraid it 
would break my back. I was now jammed up 
for a confiderabie time (a few minutes appeared 
long at fuch a (eafon) expe6ling that my drength 
vrould foon be exhauded, and I ihould drop be- 
tween the tree and the branch. Here I pleaded 
aloud with God in good earned ; one promife 
which I particularly urged, 1 remember well, La^ 
I will be zv.ith you always even to the end of the worldm 
I felt no fear at all of the pain of dying, or of 
death itfclf, or of hell, and yet I found an un- 
willingnefs to die. All my cadles which I had 
built in the air for the benefit of my fellow- 
creatures, paired in regular array before my mind, 
and I could not confent to give them up. It 
was an ^wful time ! However, through the blcf- 
fing of pny Almighty prefervcr, (to whom be all 
the glory^) I at lad got my knee, which I long 

C 2 endeavoured 
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'endeavoured at in vain, on the tree which I 
grafped, and then foon difengaged myfelf, and 
climbed up the little Bank. Here I panted for 
breath for fome time : and when I recovered, 
perceiving the water between the little ifland and 
the {hore not to be very deep, or very ftrong, 
I ventured through it, and got to land. I was 
now obliged lo walk about a mile, Ihivering, 
before I came to a houfe. The mafter and millrefs 
were from home, and were not expcfted to return 
that night. But the principal Negro lent me an 

• old ragged fhirt, coat, waiflcoat, breeches, &c» 
and the Negroes made a large fire, and hung rn'y 
clothes up to dry all night. Before bed- time, a 
man, who came to the Run on a fmall horfe, 
and perceived mine near the Brook, concluded 
the rider was drowned, and wanting to crofs the 
ftream on urgent bufinefs, mounted my horfe, 
and being well acquainted with the Run, came 
over fafe : he then perceived the footfleps of a 
perfon on the fide of the water, and concluded 
they were made by the perfon to whom the horfe 
belonged; and following the track, brought horfe 
and bags iafe to me. As he feemed to be a poor 
man, I gave him half a guinea. At night 1 lay 
on a bed on the ground, and my flrength having 
been fo exhaufted, flept foundly all the night. 
Thus was I wonderfully preferved, and I truft 
Ihall never forget fo awful, but very inftruftivea- 
fcene. 

On Thurfday I got to Fredrickjbttrg, a very 
wicked, ungodly town. I began now to find that 
I could fay with the apoftle, " I know how to 
tuanty and how to abound :" for I had advanced 
fo much money to pay for the Minutes of the 
Conference, the fermon on the Godhead of 
'Chrift, and towards the binding of the Prayer- 
books, that my finances were grown- very low^ 
and travelling is very dear in America, This 
evening as 1 was on the road, I afked a man the 
wayi aod whether there was any Inn near ; he 

told 
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told me there was one on the other fide of the 
Wood, and he was the Landlord. I found him 
a decent man, and gave him fome little Books, 
and he gave me entertainment for myfelf and my 
horfe gratis, 

Saturday 12, By enquiring at the planta- 
tions, I found out an old Gentlewoman, 'who 
formerly received the Preacher*. But they have 
left that County (King William's J on account of 
the little good they did there. Here I ftaid all 
night, although I had made but two thirds of a 
day*s journey, I believe it may oe well to try 
the county once more. This morning I called at 
a Plantation to procure intelligence about the 
toad. The miftrcfs of the houfe perceived fomc- 
thing in me, I fuppofe, of her own fpirit, and 
defired me to alight. I found (he was a real feeker' 
after falvation. 

Sunday 13. I was obliged to travel the whole 
LordVday in order to reach my appointed engage- 
ments.' At dinner-time I found out another old 
Gentlewoman, who defired me to alight, and 
gave me and my horfa very good entertainment t 
(he is a ^mourner in Zion« In the evening I 
reached Williamjburg^ after hunting in vain for 
one of our friends who lives within five miles of 
.it. On enquiring of my Landlady whether there 
^vere any Methodifts in the town, (he informed 
xhe that one of the principal men in the town was 
a Mcthddifl. I called upon him but found that hu» 
was a good old Prcfbyterian. However when I 
apologized for my miftake, and was retiring, he 
infifled on my (laying at his houfe, and fcnt for 
«iy horfe. He loves God. 

Monday 14. \ x^2ic\\td Smithjzetd* The innume- 
rable large Ferries in this country make travelling 
very, expenfive, and they charge three (hillirtgs 
fterling for a night's fodder and corn for a horfe. 
But it is not fo dear in the North. 

Portfmouthf Virginia, Tuefday 15.. I got into my. 
work| bleded be God, (having only part of a doU 
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Ut left,) and preached here to an attentive but 
chiefly unawakened congregation, and baptized. 

Wedneiday 16. I arrived at Brother jfolUy^s^ at 
whofc houfe I preached to a little congregation, 
and took up my lodging that night at the houfe 
of a neighbouring Gentleman, of much candour^ 
but Tio religion. 

Thurfday 17. I preached at (what they call) 
the Brick-Churchy belonging to the Church of 
England^ or rather at prefent to us, as we perform 
regular duty there every other Sunday. The peo- 
ple in general in this neighbourhood feern very 
dead ; but our friends, 1 believe, found it a tole- 
rable good time at the facrament. After duty I 
went to fitter Kd/ick*s, a widow, and a mod excel- 
lent woman. She has confiderable property. The 
whole family indeed which is numerous Teems alt 
awakened, 

. Friday 18. I preached dXMojock^ to a fmall con« 
gregation, I have now found out a fccret. My 
plan was to crofs over from the Weft-Indies to Portf- 
mouth, and to take the Circuit in which I am now 
engaged : and this plan was given latt Conference 
. to the refpeftivc Afliftants whom it concerned. 
But Brother Morris (the only Preacher in this 
Circuit) n«gle£led to publilh me, fo that the peo* 

fie h iive hardly had any notice ; for which reafon^ 
fuppofe, my congregations will be comparatively 
fmall throughout the Circuit. Indeed he has com« 
mitted a much worfe negle8: than this; for he has 
not preached in nioft parts of the Circuit thei'c two 
months, and in fomc places not thefe ten weeks, 
although the people have regularly attended at 
the accuttomed times, and gone away like fools. 
His wife it feems has expe£led her time thefe tea 
weeks, and he cannot leave her till Ihe lies in» 
After preaching I went to Colonel Williams\^ 
who is an excellent chrittian, and a true fricndf 
to the caufe. If it had not been for his aftivity, 
I fuppoie ndsody would have known of my 
coming, 

Cocnjock^ 
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Coenfockf Saturday 19. I preached in a pretty 
Chapel, which, I believe, belongs to the Church 
of England ; but we do regular duty in it. The 
.congregation was not large. 

Sandy- Hook-Churchy Sunday, March 20. Here 
ive had a tolerable number, owing to our friends 
riding out of the way to inform the people from 
place to place, but there was no preparatioa for 
the Sacrament in any of thefe places, the notice 
being fo (hort, and in general, io upcertiiin. I 
rode after preaching to one Colonel Rurgtfs*s» 
His lady is a truly pious woman. 

Pafquatank^ Monday 21 • I had not been pub- 
liChed here. However I collefted about thirty, 
and gave them a fermon in the Court-houfc* 
The fwcarjng, drinking Landlord would charge 
me nothing for my entertainment. His wife has 
good defir^s. From hence I rode to Nixoa-Town^ 
"where as before I had not been publifhed. They 
gathered together a tolerable congregation for 
me, to whom I gave a fermon in the evening. 
But the people in this country are fo fcattercd, 
that the notice muft be very public, otherwife 
tbcy cannot attend. So much for Mr. Morris's 
Circuit. 1 lay this night at one Mrs. Adams's, a 
"widow-lady of fortune, who has not yet joined 
the Society. 

Tucfday 22. I rode to the Rev. Mr. Pettignuf's^. 
He is gone to the Wejl-Indits for his health ;. but 
Mrs. Pettigrew^r^Qzivtd me very kindly. 

Wcdncfday 23. I went to Edington^ a mod: 
^v^icked place. Here Mr. Petligrexu preaches; but 
the Church is like a pig-ftie. The people in ge- 
neral feemed to prefer the Court-houfe, which is 
an elegant place; fo I went there and preached to 
a very large congregation. The Preachers ought 
really to take this place into their plan, and there 
is aperfon wlio will receive them* There feemed 
nothing but difTipation and wickednefs in the Ta- 
vern at which 1 fet up, and yet the Landlord 
vould take nothing for my emcrtaioment. In 
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tTre afternoon I went witli Brother Damnon^ one 
of our Preachers who came to meet me, to Mrs* 
Boyd's^ a widow lady, who rode to Edington to 
hear me. She lives about feven miles on my way, 
and has good de fires. 

Thurfday 24. I arrived at Colonel CampM's, 
in North-Carolina, the Gentleman and the Chrif- 
tian united. He fat in the Senate of this State as 
long as he chofe, and I have been perfuading. him 
to.refume his feat. He is the firfl of our friends 
in the Upper-houfe, that 1 have m?t with. I am 
vaftly pleafed with him. On the 25th I prjsached 
in the Parifli*Church, in which we do regular 
duty ; but alas ! Religion is at a very low ebb in 
this neighbourhood. 

Saturday 26, I preached in the houfe of one 
'Mr. L 9 a rich man, but of no religion. We 
ufually preach in the Church, But he has the 
Gout, and therefore reqtiefted me to preach in 
his houfe^ which is large. It was really a profka^ 
bie time, 

' St. John's Chape!, Sunday 27. This belongs to 
the Church of England, and we do regular duty 
in it. I preached here to an attentive people, ancL 
adminifteted the Lord's-Supper. 

Bridge's Oreek Church, Monday 28, This alfo- 
belongs tp the Church of England^ and we di> 
duty in it whenever we pleafe, I had a larg» 
congregation, but oup friends thoughtlefsly neg— 
Jcfted to provide the elements for the Lord's-* 
Supper, I have been travelling in a very Iovnt 
wet country for thefe three weeks, and it \^ 
aftonifhing what a number of frogs there ar^ 
here, 

Tuefday 29. I preached at the houfe of Aflm 
ihony Moore,, an Ifraelite indeed, in whom there is. 
no guile. The Lord has not been, > think, more 
prefent with me fince I came to America, than he. 
was this day. 

Roanoak Chdpel^. Wednefday 30, I found in this,. 
Chapel aferiouSi attentive people. Here 'I met 
' I ^ with 
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vrith Mr, Jarret. After duty Re went with me to 
one Brother Seaward's (in the State of Virginia) 
about eight miles ofF. We now talked largely 
on the Minutes concerning Slavery ; bui he 
would not be perfuaded. The fee ret is, he has 
twenty-four Slaves of his own : but I am afraid, 
he will do iofinitc hurt by his oppofition to our 
Rules. 

Thurfday 31. I came to one Ifiam Malont^s^ 
and preached in his dwelling-houfe, where we 
had ah excellent time, efpecially at the Sacrament, 
In the afternoon I rode to Brother Jordan's^ who 
lent me a frefh horfc, and will meet me at a place 
about forty miles off on my return from the South 
in about three weeks time, which will favc my 
borfe about four hundred miles. 

Friday, April 1. I preached in a Chapel be- 
longing to Ifaac Jfohnfon, I now begin to venture 
•to exhort our Societies to emancipate their 
Slaves* 

Saturday 2. At noon I preached in the dwel- 
ling-houfe of Brother Downing, a man of pro- 
perty, and we had confiderablc refrelhments at 
the Sacrament. Siller Downing is a bleded 
^Oman. 

Sunday 3, We croflcd a dangerous Ford, 
yfhtre a man was lately drowned. The river 
Was rather foil, but I followed the forcmoft, 
•nd my company and felf got fafe over. I 
preached at noon at the houfe of Brother 
Almond. 

Tuefday 5. I rode to Slfler Bedford's, Here I 
dared for the firft time to bear a public teflimony 
*gainft flavery, and I do not find that more than 
one was offended. On Wcdnefday 6, I preached 
the late Colonel Bedford's funeral fermon. But 
laid nothing good of him, for he was a violent 
friend of flavery, and his interell being great 
among the Mcthodifts in thefe parts, he would 
Have been a dreadful thorn in our fides, if the 
Lord had not in mercy taken him away. 

Thurfday 
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Thurfday 7. I went fome miles to a dying 
friend, and fpent about half the day with him in 
drawing up his Will, in which he emancipates at 
the times there fpccitied his eight Slaves. This is 
a good beginning. In the evening I crpfled over 
a dangerous run of water, and lay at the houfe of 
Brother Ward, 

Friday 8. Acccording to my plan I was lo 
preach in a Church called Royjier's Church at 
noon. After riding about twenty-five miles, I 
got, as I found afterwards, within a furlong of 
the Chbrch ; but the Church being out of fight 
in an immenfe Foreft, and tlicpath which led ta 
it hardly trodden, and having no guide, (the per* 
fon who was lo accompany mc, having difappointed 
me) I rode about eighteen miles more, baclcwardi' 
and forwards, generally on the full ftretch, and 
found it at laft by thedireftion of a Planter, whofe 
Plantation was the only one I faw for fome hours* 
When I came there, which was two hours, after 
the time, tl^ere was nobody to be feen., - I re- 
'turned \o the Planter's, who gave me and my 
hoife fome refre(hment, and recommended tnc t#- 
go to one Captain Phitps, a Methodifi about five 
miles off. After travelling till nine at night, afxl 
expefling frequently I (hould be obliged ta take' 
up my lodging in the Woods, with the ailiflanee 
of two Negroes and two fhillings I found out the 
houfe. I now was informed that 1 had not been 
pnblifhed in Royficr*s Church, or any part of that 
Circuit, the two Preachers not having been at 
the lafl Conference, and the neighbouring Preach- 
ers not having fent them a copy of my PIao« 
However our Brother Philps and his family and 
fcveral other friends intended to fet off' the next 
morning for a Quarterly-meeting about fixteea 
miles diftant. Their Quarterly-meetings on this 
Continent are much attended to. The Brethren 
for twenty miles round,, and fometimes for thirty 
or forty, meet together. The meeting always lafts. 
two days. All the Travelling Preachers in the

Circuit arc pTefent,-and they with perhaps a local 
Preacher or two, give the people a f^rinon pne 
after another, bcfidcs the Love-fcaft, and (now) 
the Sacrament. On Saturday 9, I fet off with 
the friends to Brother Martin's, in whofe barn I 
preached that day. The next day I adminiilercd 
the Sacrament to a large company, and preached, 
and after me the two travelling Preachers. We 
had now been fix hours and a half engaged in 
duty, and I had publiQied my lei f to preach in the 
);f neighbourhood for the three following days, fo 
]. they deferred the fccond Love-Fcaii till VVcdnef- 
day. There were ihiny (hangers, 1 think, in 
Biothcr Martin*s houlc only ; which obliged us 
«■ to lie three- in a bed. 1 had now for the firlt time 
a' avcry little perfecution. The tcflimony 1 boie 
n: in this place againll (lave-holding, provokcdmany 
n of the unawakened to retire out of the barn, and 
ri. to combine together to flog me (fo they expreffed 
4 it) as foon as 1 came out. A high-headed Lady 
alfo went out, and told the rioters (as I was 
jir afterwards informed) that fhe would give fifty 
pounds, if they would give that little Do6lor one 
hundred Jafhcs. When I came but, they fur- 
rounded me, but had only power to talk. Brother 
Martin is a Jufiice of the Peace, and feized one 
of them: and Colonel Taylor, a fine, flrong man, 
who has lately joined us, but is only half«awak- 
cned, was fetting himfclf in a pollure of fighting, 
fiut God reftrained the rage of the multitudv:. 
Our. Brother Martin has done glorioufly, for he 
:t'. has fully and immediately emancipated fifteen 
flaivcs. And that fermon which made fo much 
'Joife, has fo affe6ted,onc of our brethren (Brother 
Norton) that he came to Brother Martin, and de- 
fired him to draw up a proper inftrurtient for the 
^mancipation of his eight flavcs. A brother 
(whofe name is Ragland) has alfo emancipated 
t)ne. 

Monday ;ti. I preached at B i^olhcr Baker* s^ 
Here a mob came to meet me with fiavcs and 
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clubs. Their plaji, I believe, was to fall upon 
mc as foon as I touched on the fuhjc6l of flavery. 
I knew nothing of it till 1 had done preaching ; 
but not feeing it my duty to touch on the fubje^b 
here, their fcheme was defeated, and they fuffered ^ 
me to pafsthrough them without moleftat^ion. 

• Tuefday i2. I rode to Brother Kennon*s^ 
preaching a funeral fcrmon in the way at a Plan- 
ter's houfe for a little child, and reading our bu- 
rial fervice in the wood over the grave. They 
have a funeral fermon preached in ihefe parts for 
every human creature that dies, except the 
Blacks. Brother Ktnnon has emancipated twentyr 
two Slaves. Thefe arc great facrifices : for the 
Slaves are worth, I fuppofe, upon an average, 
thirty or forty pounds llerling each, and perhaps, 
xrvorc, 

. Wednefday 13. I had a good time at the Love- 
feaft after preaching at Brother Kennon*s. Brother 
Martin's wife is an excellent faint, 

Thurfday 14. We rode about forty miles to a 
Brother of Mr, Kennon, There are nine of the - 
family in Society. I have now done with my 
Teftimony againil Slavery for a time, being got 
into North-Carolina Bgdiin y the Laws of this State 
forbidding any to emancipate their Negroes. 
Friday 15. -I preached here to a fmall congrc- • 
gation. 

Saturday i6. I rode to a Diflenting Mcetirig- 
houfe, in which the pious Minifter (Mr. PatiUo) 
gave our friends leave to hold their Quarterly- 
Meeting. Mr. PatiUo and 1 preached that day . 
and Sunday, and one of our Preachers alfo on 
the Sunday. 

Monday 18. I rode -to Colonel Taylor's, a fin- 
cere Friend and Brother, who is overjoyed at our 
late regulations. They got a little company to- 
gether in the evening. 

Tuefday 19. We came to Brother Greenhill's^ \ ' 
where we held our Conference* There were 
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about twenty Preachers, or more, in one houfe^ 
and by laying beds on the floors, there was room 
for all. We fpcnt three days from Wednesday 
to Friday inclufive, in Conference, and a com- 
fortable time we had together. In this Dlvifion 
'we have had an increafeofnine hundred and ninety 
one this year : and have (Iretched our Borders 
into Georgia, Beverly Allen has all Georgia to range 
in. We alfo fent an Elder and a Treacher to 
€outk'Carolina, Mr. AJhury has met with great 
encouragement in his Vifit to Char Us 'Town ; a 
Merchant, (Mr. Wells) opened his houfe to him, 
and was convinced and juflified before he went f- 
away. We have now one hundred and ten M'lm- 
bers in that State by the ailiduity of a Local 
Preacher, who lately fettled there. We have alfo 
drawn up a petition to the General Aflembly of 
North-Carolina (igned by the Conference, intreat- 
ing them to pais an A61 to authorize thofe who 
are fo difpofed, to emancipate their Slaves. Mr. 
AJbury has vifited the Governor, and has gained 
him over. 

Mecklenburg County^ Virginia^ Saturday 23. We 
rode about forty-five miles to Brother Tignel 
Jones's^ to a Quarterly. Meeting which we held 
on the Sunday and Monday. Here I bore a pub- 
lic teflimony againit Slavery, and have found 
out a method of delivering it without much of- 
fence, or at leafl without cau(ing a tumult : and 
that is, by firil addrefling the Negroes in a very 
pathetic manner on the Duly of Servants to Maf- 
ters ; and then the Whites will receive quietly 
what I have to fay to them. Sifter jfones is a 
very precious woman. I had a 6ne congregation 
at five on Monday morning. The people in ge- 
neral in this part of the country, and alfo in the 
back pans of Aorth-Carotina, eat only two meals 
a day 5 the fir ft about nine in the morning, and 
the lecond about four or five in the afternoon. 
They eat fleih at both meals. Our people in gc- 
reral drink coffee with the firft meal, and wa«.cr 
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with tliefecond. The people of the world drink, 
cither Coffee or Cyder with the firft meal, and 
Grog or Cyder with the fecond. Their animal 
food is aknofl entirely Pig-meat, with fometimes 
Shad-fifli« I have hardly eat any thing thefe tea 
weeks of the 'fleCh kind| except Swine's*£e(h and 
5had-fi(h* fileffed be God, I have been enabled 
to fet apart Friday atadayoffaftingorabdinence 
jever (ince Chriflmas, exceot one day when I for- 

fot, and one day when I travelled fifty-two miles* 
n the morning I eat a little bread, and drink 
ibme milk, and in the afternoon eat fome greens^ 
(the only garden- (luff they have, got in this part 
of the country) and fome fruitrpie. They have a 
great vaiicty of Fruit-pics, Peach, Apple, Pear, 
and Cranbury^ and Puddings very often, I ef- 
^ ^eem it one great ble(fing, that I prefer the In- 
dian corn to the wheat. Befides, they do not ia 
general manage their wheat properly in the 
South, fo that xhe wheat-bread is but very indif- 
ferent. The people in general, and more efpeci* 
ally our own friends, go to bed very early (about 
nine o'clock) aiid riie early, about fivej or day* 
-break. 

Tuefday 26. I again vifited kind Brother 
Downingy and preached that day^ and the nc3^ 
morning at five. On Wednefday I fet*off for 
the Quarterly-Meeting at Brother Rogers's in 
;Bru;j/iMcA-County, and had a very refrelhing 
time : in the way I preached an awakening dii^ 
courfe, which, I have lomc reafon to think, did 
good. 

Saturday 30. I fet off with a company of 
Preachers, who by this time had met me, for the 
Virginia Conference. In the morning I pj:eaehed 
and adminiilered the Sacrament at Brother 
Merries. 

Sunday, May 1^-^49 About twenty Preachers 
met Mr. AJbury and me at Brother Mafon's. One 
flight we all (lept at the fame houfe : but it was 
io inconvenient to fome of the Preachers, that 
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they afterwards divSdfed themfelves through. the 
neighbouring plantations, by which we lofl about 
an hou;* in the mornings* A great many pri^nci* 
pal friends met us here to inlifl: on a Repeal of 
the Slave-Rules ; but when they found that wc 
had thoughts of withdrawing ourfelves entirely 
from the Circuit on account of the violent fpirit 
of fome leading men^ they drew in their horns, 
and fent us a very humble letter, intreating that 
Preachers might be appointed for their Circuit, 
\Ve have incrcafed about two hundred in this 
l!>ivirion in the courfe of the lall year. After ma- 
ture conftdcration we formed a petition, a copy 
of which was given to every Preacher^ intreat- 
ing the General Aflembly of Virginia, to pafs a 
Law for the immediate or gradual emancipation 
of all thtf Slaves. It \t to be figned by »>Uh« 
Freeholders we can procure, and thofe I bclieV^ 
will not be few. There have been many de- 
bates already on the fubjcft in the Aflembly. 
Many of our friends and fome of the great men 
of the States, have been inciting us to apply for 
ASs of Incorporation, but I have difcouraged it, 
and have prevailed* Wc have a better llaff to 
lean upon, than any this world can afford. We 
can truly fay, " The harveft is great, but the la^ 
bourers are few." 

Thurfday 6. 1 took an afFe£lionate farewel of v 
my Brethren : and on the 7th paflcd by the 
boufe of Mr. ^flrra/, that violent afl'ertor of the 

fropricty and juftice of Negro-Slavery. At noon 
preached at fVhitt Oak Chapel, and lodged that 
night at the houfe of Brother Rees, one of our 
Local Preachers, a friend of God and man. He 
lives juft by Mr. Jarrat^ and is the great bar in 
the hands of God to that fallen man's ruining our 
whole work in that neighbourhood. For his in- 
fluence among thofe who are both within and with- 
out, is I believe three times as great as that of

On the 8th I preached at ten in the morning at 
Brother Spain's^ and at fix in the evening at 
BrotheriWtfiin'j, On Sunday the 9th I preached at 
Brother Grange's and Brother Finney's. Brother 
/Vnw^ is on€ of our Committee, whom we have 
appointed to condu6l our bufinefs relative to ouf 
petition to the General Aflembly, He is a good 
Local Preacher, and a man of fortune and family, 
an honour to our 'Connexion, On Monday the 
9th I preached at Brother Brifcoe's and Johnfoti'st 
and on Tuefday the loth at Brother Ogee's an<il 
Bransford's. 

On Wednefday 11, I rode through the heavy 
rains to a Church in a foreft^ where I was engaged 
to preach. Every body told me that no one woul<t 
come— that no one would imagine I would attend 
on fuch a day. And I found it true: fo after be« 
ing wetted to the il^in, and the very linen in my 
faddle-bags drenched with rain, we rode (Brother 
BotveUi the Preacher who travel led with methroirgh 
this Circuit, and myfelF) to the houfe of a kind 
Phyfician, who gave us a very hofpitable recep- 
tion. On Thurfday the 12th I preached in a 
Church about fifteen .miles from the place where 
I had lodged, to 'a confiderable and attentive 
congregation. 

Friday 13. I preached at Bent-ChsLp£}^ belong- 
ing to the Church oi England, At night I lodged 
at the houfe of Captain Dillard, 2l moft hofpitable 
man, and as kind to his Negroes as if they were 
White fervants. It was quite pleafing to fee them 
fo decently and comfortably clothed. And yet I 
could not beat into the head of that poor man the 
evil of keeping them in Slavery, although he has 
read Mr. Wefley*s Thoughts on Slavery, (1 think he 
faid) three times over : but his good wife is ftrongly^ 
on our fide. 

Saturday and Sunday 14, and 15. I preached 
in a handfome Church> On the Sunday I had a 
very large congregation. During the fermon-, 
after I had fpoken very pointedly concerning the 
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impropriety of going in and out during divide 
fervice, two drelTy girls walked out with fuch 
an impudent air, that I rebuked them keenly • 
After the public fervice, whilfl I was adminif- 
tering the lacrament, baptizing, and meeting the 
Society, their father who i% a Colonel, raged at 
•theoutiide of the Church, declaring that as foon 
as I came out, he would horfe-whip me for the 
indignity Ihewn to his family. But his two 
brothers (all unawakened) took my part, and 
iniiiled that I had done my duty, and the young 
ladies deferved it. However, finding that our 
preaching in that Church, which we do regularly, 
chiefly depends upon him, I wrote a letter of 
apology to him as far as the truth would permit, 
when I came to my lodging. We had a good 
time during the fermon and the Sacrament* 
But when 1 enlarged to the Society on JVei^ro- 
Slavery^ the principal leader raged like a lion, 
and defired to withdraw from the Society. I 
took him at his word, and appointed that ex- 
cellent man (Brother Skdton) Leader in his ilcad* 
When the Society came out of the Church, they 
furrounded Brother Skdton, «' And will >om," 
faid they, " Set your Slaves at liberty ?" (He 
has many Slaves) " Yes," lays he, " I believe 
I (hall." I lodged that night with dear Brother 
SAelton. 

Monday 16. I preached to a mofl polite con* 
gregation at New-Gla/gow, and lodged at Colonel 
M'^'s, They gave me great attention. Colonel 
A£— is a very fcnfible, and polite man. He ac- 
knowledged the foi:ce of my arguments concern- 
ing the Negroes, but (I evidently law) did not 
chufe to take any a£iive part for fear of lofing his 
popularity. His fon is a Member of the houle of 
iDelcgates, and he wants himfclf to get into the 
Senate. His lady wilhes to be religious. On 
Tuefday the 17th I preached in a Court-houfe at 
noon, but in a very wicked neighbourhood. How- 
ever the congregation g.ave me their ear, while I 
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endeavoured to (hew them the neceflity of thcr 
New-Birth, At four in the afternoon I prcaclied 
at one Mr. Z— 'j, a drunkard. The Preachers 
find this a convenient half-way-houfe ; fothey' 
take it in their way. out of a kind of neceffity. 
How ilrange it is that fo many will do any thing 
for the caufe of religion, but part with their be- * 
fetting fin, I now was met by our dear valuable 
friend Dr. Hopkins, He brought me that evening 
to his houfe, though it was dark before we reached' 
it. Here I found myfelf locked up in the midd 
of mountains. So romantic a fccn6, I think I 
never beheld. The Wolves, I find, freqently 
come to our friend's fences at night, howling in' 
an awful manner; and fomctimes they feize upon 
a firaying (heep. At a diilance was the Blut- Ridge, 
an amazing chain of mountains. 1 have been tor 
a confiderable time climbing up and defcending 
the mountains. I prefer this country to any other 
part of America : it is fo like WaUs, my native 
country. And it is far more populous than I ex- 
pelled. On Wcdnefday the i8th 1 preached at 
the Doftor's to a little, loving congregation, and 
adminiftered the Sacrament : and the Lord was 
with us. 

Thurfday 19. I preached to a quiet, unawak- 
cned congregation, at Brother Tandy Key's who 
is lately come into that neighbourhood. He told 
me, as we rode together, that he was determined 
to emancipate his Slaves (about twenty) although 
his miferable father, I fuppofe, will never give ' 
hi,m any further afliftance, if he does. I pufhed . 
on in the evening, with an intention of reaching 
his father's, Mr. Martin Key's : but at nine 
o'clock at night was glad to take up my lodgings 
at a Tavern, in a little town, call^ Charleville, 
more efpecially as I had a dangero^s river to 
crofs before I could get to Mr. Key's. Nor am I 
forry that I did not go thither*; for when I called 
there the next morning, I found he had (hut his 
door again (I the Preachers^ becaufc he has eighty 
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Slaves. For fome years, I think, we preached* 
at his houfe. His youngefl ion is a Local 
Preacher, and I believe, foon will take a larger 
fi^eld. His eldefl Ton is. a child of Satan, and 
therefore, I fuppofe, will have all his polTeflions 
when he dies. I drank a little milk here, (it 
being Friday,) and before I went away, cleared 
myfelf of the blood of the old man, which, I 
evidently perceived, not a little plcafed his pious 
wife. 

Friday 20. I preached at Brother Grimcs*s, 
where I had many dreffy people to hear me : 
and at five the next morning had a very good 
congregation. 

Saturday 21. I preached at a Chapel in a foreft, 
which we call the New-Cfiapd, and adminillcred 
the facrament, and was here met by our valuable 
friend (Brother Harry Fry) one of the Members 
for Culffpper'Couniy, Our Society is not nume- 
rous in that county, and they long, but in vain, 
folicited him to become a candidacy. At laft, 
a little before the eleclion, he confentcd, and 
he and his colleague out-polled the other can- 
didate^, though fupported by mofl of the prin- 
cipal Gentry in the County ; which enraged 
them to that degree, that they were almod mad. 
One of them cried out at the poll booth, " Thefe 
Mcthodifts and Baptills will never reft, till they 
gel their knives into our bellies." On Sunday 
22, 1 read prayers, preached, and adminillcred 
the facrament in Mr. Fry's great Room, which 
he had built for a Ball- Room, But, I think, be- 
fore he had ufed it for one Ball, the Lord caught 
hold of his heart, and he turned it into a Preach- 
ing-Room. He is a precious man, and, I truft, 
wul be eloquent in the Houle of Delegates for the 
emancipation of the Slaves. He is to prefcnt our 
petition. 

Monday 23, . After the falling of heavy rains, 
1 fet off with one of the Preachers for Alexandria, 
This day I met with many difBcultics. In crof- 
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fing the water in one place, that I might reach 
the bridge under which the main flream ran* the 
water was above the top of my boot. In another 
place where we endeavoured to drive our horfes* 
over the run (the bridge being broke) we were 
likely to lofe our beails, the flream being, too- 
(Irong for them, and carrying them down. At 
lafl we got them out, and with great labour and 
fome danger, patched up the broken bridge with 
the loofe boards, and got over with our horfcs fafe« 
After riding about forty miles, it grew fo dark, 
and our horfes and felves were fo fatigued, that 
we lay at an Inn upon the road, though we were 
within five miles of our friend's houfe where we^ 
intended to lodge. 

Tuefday 24. We were locked up by the wa-» 
ters, fo much rain having fallen the night before»> 
We arrived however at Brother WatforCs a Local 
Preacher, and he procured for me a little con- 
gregattion. 

On Wednefday the 25th, I fet off again : and 
after many doubts, and 1 confcfs, with tremblings 
was prevailed upon to walk over a long. Pine- 
tree, which lay acrofs a ftrong and deep flream of 
water, in which 1 mufl have been inevitably drown- 
ed, if my foot had flipped. A man went before, 
leading me by the hand. 3ut here as every wherc^ 
the Lord was at my right-hand, that I (hould not 
fall. On this day I crofled the very lame run of 
water in the afternoon, where iht awful fcenc hap- 
pened, which, I truH through the blefling of God^ 
I ftiall never forget. We dined at a friend's houfe 
by the way, and reached Brother Bujhh/s at AUx'^ 
andria, about leven in the evening. Here I met 
according to appointment that dear, valuable man, 
Mr. AJbury. He had informed the people that when 
1 arrived, the Court-houfe bell (nould ring, and 
about eight o'clock I had a very large congrega- 
tion in the DilTenting Meeting-houfe, to whom 
1 infilled on the ncccflity of the toitm/s of the 
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Thurfday 26. Mr. AJbury and I fct ofF. for 
General IP aikinff ton' s. Wc were engaged to dind 
there the day l>efore« The Gcnerars Seat is 
very elegant, built upon the great river Potomazoki 
for the improvement of the navigation of which, 
he is carrying on jointly with the State fome amaz- 
ing Plans. He received us very politely, and was 
very open to accefs. He it quite the plain, Coun- 
try-Gentleman, After dinner we defired a private 
interview, and opened to him the grand bufinefs 
on. which we came, prefenting to him 6nr petition 
for the emancipation of the Negroes, andintreat- 
ing his lignature, if the eminence of his flation 
did not render it inexpedient for him to (ign any 
petition. He informed us that he was of our 
lentiments, and had iigniHed his thoughts on th« 
iubjeft to mofl of the great men of the State r 
that he did not fee it proper to fign the petition, 
but if the Affembly toot it into' con fide ration^ 
would fisnify his fentimeuts to the Affembly by ar 
fetter. He afked us to fpend the evening and 
lodge at his houfe, but our engagement at Anna" 
polls the following day would not admit of it* 
W'c returned that evening to Alexandria^ where 
at eight o'clock after the bell was rung, I had a 
very confidcrablc congregation, 

Friday 27. Mr. AJbury and I rode to Annapolis^ 
in the State of Maryland^ where the general 
Court (the fupreme Court of Judicature of the 
§tate) was fitting. This prevented my preaching 
in the Court-houfe. However 1 had a noble con* 

fregation in the Play-boufe, and moft of the great 
<awye(s to hear me. And furprifing ! the fine 
ladies and gentlemen attended at five the nexr 
znorning, fo that I had one of the largefl morning 
congregations that I have had in America, Wc 
have no regular preaching here yet, but I trufl 
fiiall foon fee good days. One lady was fo dcfi- 
rous of my coming, that fhe fent word to Mr. 
AJbury that fhe would advance two guineas for a- 
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Carriage to bring xnc' there from Alexandria,^ h%Jt 
that I did not accept of. 

On the 28, we reached our kind friend Mi" 
Cough* s^ having fpent a few hours in Batiimome 
and travelled about fifty miles» 

Sunday 29. I preached and adTOiniftered tH< 
faqrament at the Falls^ as it is catled, our Chare:! 
being biiilt near a great fall of water. It was tH^ 
Quartcijly-niecting. We returned to Mr, Gough^s 
where I preached in the evening. 

Monday 30. We. rode to Abingdon, wherever* 
agreed to give Mr. Dallam fixty pounds fterlin>2 
for four acres of ground, which we had fixed 
uppn as the fite of cn^r College, and had propel 
bonds dra>vn up. We returned in the evening 
to, Mr,0 Gauge's • 

' Tueiday 31V We roie txr- BaHimore, whcrcrl 
endeavoured in the evening toihew the. people 
the neceflity of union with Chrid* 

Wcdnefday, June 1.. We opened our Confer* 
rence* As I expeCled to fail the next day, my 
Brethren were fo kind as to fit in the Conference 
till midnight. I endeavoured to (hew them ai 
noon the neceflity of being faithful in the miniftrV 
of the word. We thought it prudent to fufpen^ 
the minute concerning Slavery, on account of th^ 
great oppofition that had been given it, our worlds 
being in too infantile a ilate to pufh things to ex-^ 
tremity. However, we were agreeably informe<X 
that feveral of our friends in Maryland nsid alread/' 
emancipated their Slaves. 

Thurfday 2. I met my Brethren early in th^ 
morning, and at eleven o^clock endeavoi!ired t(^ 
enforce St. Paul*s awful exhortation to the Elders 
of the Church of Ephcfus^ ABs xx. 

And now I took my leave of my friends, and fet 
out in a boat for the (hip Olive-Branch, which 
had failed down the river the day before, and of 
which I got on board in the evening. In my 
younger days, one of the greatefl afflidlions in 
life to mc during the time it laitedj was to be torn 

away 
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tvray from my friends whom I dearly loved. This 
through the extenfivenefs of my acquaintance, 
and the conilant change of my place of abode, and 
partly perhaps through the grace of God, has 
of late years confiderably worn away. But I 
think for many years I have not felt myfelf fo ef- 
feminate (fhall I call it P) as I did on parting with 
my American Brethren, the Preachers : and the 
fenfation continued very painful for a conQderable 
time after I left them. 

From Friday June 3, to Sunday 12. All this 
4ime we have been failing about feventy leagues, 
having been locked up for five days in a place 
called Moxat'Bay. However this delay gave me 
an opportunity of writing forty or fifty letters to 
my friends on the Continent. There is no other 
paflenger in the (hip^ fo that I have the State- 
lloom always to myfelf, and the Cabin mo(l part 
of the day. It is a blefled opportunity for fellow- 
ihip with God and the improvement of my mind* 
O that I may hufband it accordingly ! That I 
may return to England in the f uinefs of the blef* 
iing of the gofpel of Chrift. ^

Dr. C O K E's Second VISIT 

To AMERICA. 

SECTION I. 

Antigudi Jan. 2, 1787. 

BY the powerful hand of God we have been 
brought to this ifland, as you will fee by the 
[ following journal. 

On Sunday the 24th of Septemberi we failed 
from Grave fend f and the next day were oppofite 
the IJle of Wight. The wind then turning again (I 
us, we did nothing for five days and nights but 
fail, for four hours, in the midd of bluflcring 
winds and furging waves, from the IJlt of Wight 
towards the South of i^ra«rtf, and the next four 
hours back again ; and fo alternately. We were 
mod part of this time fick^ How furprizing it is 
that any would think of riding this great monfler, 
except for the fervice of God, 

But, for Him 
Labour is red, and pain is fweet.

On Thurfday the 28th at night, we had a very 
rovidential deliverance from being run down 
y a large coaUQiip, about three times as large 
as our brig. It was with great diificulty that we 
flipped on one fide of her, after receiving from

I cfteem my little t)edchamber (or ftate-room) 
a peculiar gift of Gbd^ It is takeri out of the 
Peerage ; and is To f^r, on the one hand, front 
the co^vfon f;|i(ors> anij, on t(ie pthtfr, irpm (be ,. 
cahin-paiTengers, that all is dill and quiet, and 
here I can be with God : jind, blefled bq )ii\tiame, 
he does make it my fanBum JanSiorum, the Holy 
of Holies, filling it (my foul at leaft) with light 
and glory. Here is no one to diflurb me but the 
two cabin-boys, who are feparated from me by a 
partition, and whom I am able to keep in good 
order. 

^Qn Saturday the 30th, we were obliged to taHc- 
li\eiter in Su HtUn^Sy and the next day got up to 
iSpithead^ which gave me an opportunity, with my 
Brethren, of vifiting our friends in Portjmouthm 
Brof.her Warre^ner preached in the town in the 
afternoon, and I gave our friqnds a fermon on the 
ncceffity of the New-Birth in the evening on the 
Cpmmon. On Monday evening my congregation 
wiis larjg^r than on the day before, when I endea- 
voured to lead the people to Chrifl, by the Aar 
wt)ich the wife men faw in the Eafl. On Tuefday 
evening I took my leave of that kind people, 
ihewing them the necefiity of a death unto hn, 
and of having their lives hid with Chrifl in God, 
after preaching we concluded with the Lord's 
;$upper : and our Lord did ailuredly condefcend 
to acknowledge his own facred ordinance. It was 
a precious time. 

About midnight, the tide being a little in our - 
favour, I fet off for our (hip, being engaged to re- 
turn every night. I had feven miles to fail, viz. 
to the Mothcr'Bank% near the IJU oj Wight i and 
the wind was fo bpifterous^ that jay ki^d pilot 

(who 
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(who is NTafterof the ComrwiflTioncr's yacht) after 
rowing me about two miles, advifed me to return 
to his yacht, which lay in the harbour. He and 
his men accordingly rowed me there, where, aficr 
fgme rcfreJhmcnt, I lay down on a couch (there 
being, no bed) and flcpt for about three hours. 
How much better off was I than my mofl honour- 
ed Mailer, who hdd not where to lay his head 1 
« ■* Early in the morning they brought me to ihe 
brig ; and for eight days more we were detained 
by the winds. 

On Thurfday the 5th of Oftober, we had the 
higheft ilorm that has been remembered on that 
coall for thefe C\x years, according to the accounts 
of tiic neighbouring inhabitants. A fmall floop 
got entangled in the cable of one of our anchors, 
which was likely to do us much damage, and to 
ruin the (loop ; but what fmall things are thefe, to 
thofe whofe anchor is ca{l within the vail. On 
Sunday the Sth, we read prayers and a fermon to 
the cabin^patTengers, the'iailors not appearing. 

On Wednefday the iith we removed to Yar" 
mouthr Harbour^ in the IJU of IVight^ and the next 
day were in great daneer of being run down by a 
f rigatei which by mercifully endeavouring to avoid 
us, run on thore ; but the fhore confiding chiefly 
of mud, the frigate received no damage. On 
Thurfday the t2th, we failed into the Channel| 
and got to the Land*S'End on the 14th. 

Sunday the 15th, Brother Warrenner re^d pray- 
ers and I preached, endeavouring to explain the 
nature of our Chriflian calling, the neceffity of 
walking worthy of it, and the way thereto, with 
a dofe application of the whole ; the failors for 
the firft time were prefent. 

Sundiy the a2d, I went on deck about half an 
hour before funrife, and had the pleafure of feeing 
the mod glorious fight I ever beheld, except once 
on my former voyage to America, The Eadern 
(ky was covered with a moil beautiful canopy of 
purplcy w^ich was all over decorated with fpangles 
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©f gold. The heavens did indeed declare the glory 
of God, I would, I think at any time go ten miles 
to fee fo noble a difjplay of the handy work of my 
Maker. And this (iod is my God : what a raviDi* 
ing confideration !— Twice this day we read the 
praycrsof our Litui^y, In the morning I enlarged 
on the nature of Repentance and Judification.; 
and Brother Clarke in the afternoon gave a roufing 
fcrmoti on ihofe impudent words of Pharaoh^ 
" Who is the Lord^ that I (hould obey his voice ?** 
Bxit alas! they are all like the deaf adder, thatre- 
f ufes to heaiken to the voice of the charmer, charm 
he never fo wifely, 

-Tuefday the 17th, We have had little clfe but 
ftorms and fqualh fmce we failed. But ihts morn* 
ing a moil alarming circumstance called foiuh all 
our attention. A leak was obferved in that part 
of our fhip which lies under the cabin ; and we 
are now aoout half way between the two Conti*? 
nents. However, after long examination, it was 
found that the lesk was above the furface of the 
water, and that the water came in only when 
the (hip heeUd (as they term it.) It was the 
opinion both of the Captain and Mate, that no- 
thing could be done to (top the breach ; but tha^ 
our pumps couId'eafUy command it, if it did not 
iticreafe, 

Laft night they w<rc obliged to fhut up aU 
the hatches, and for Tome time paft they have (hut 
all the windows in the cabin. This is indeed a 
time for the exeicife of refignation. May I duly 
improve it, whether it end in life or death. The 
failors, this night, for the firft time, joined us in 
family-prayer. 

Friday the 27th, Lad night was the mqfl tem« 
pedous I ever knew at fea. The Captain fays 
tfiat lie has not known fuch a night tliefe ten 
years. Though we lay to, they were very ap- 
prehenfwe that the wind would break the main^ 
maft} 4ind about midnight fent down for two hat* 
chcts, that they might cut it away if ijcccffary.- 

• But 
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But our Lord ritteth above the water floods. 
This morning we found that the leak lets in more 
water than it did ye(lerday« I retired in the morn- 
ing to meditate (erioufly oh that c i re um (lance. 
1 confidered, What rcafon have I to dcfirc to live ? 
I have really furfaken all for Chrid, and have 
neither motive nor defire to live but for the 
Church of Chrift, And why (hould my dcfirc s 
be fo ftrbngoh that account? With what perfefcl 
cafe can the Lord fill up my province with one 
that is infinitely better qualified ? I am therefore 
^willing to die. I do love my God, and have an 
indubitable affurancc that whatever is wanting 
he will fully fupply, before he takes me into the 
world of fpirits. 

Sunday the 2Qth, During divine fervice, mofl: 
of the failors being prefeni^ I delivered my foul : 
inComuch that one of the palTengers^ a gay, irre« 
legious young man, retired after the fefvice, and 
wrote me a letter, informing me that I was not 
his' paflor^ and infilled on receiving the ufage 
which as a paficnger and a gentleman he had a 
claim tp« A few fair words brought him into 
good humour. 

Tuefday the Atd, We find that bur leak has 
not increafed. I feem now to be fea-progf, and 
can devote my whole day to reading, writing, 
and religious exercifes. A confiderable part of 
the time I fpcnd in fludying the French language, 
particularly the Grammar and the French Exer- 
cifes. Three or four hours 1 employ daily in con- 
vcrfing in French with our ever bleflcd Lord and 
the inipired Writers. Sometimes, for a little 
variety, I read Virgil ; and every day. a Canto 
out of the works of Edmund Spcnfevy the tnglifh 
Virgil. I am aftonifhed the writings of Spcnfcr 
are not more read. His genius and flrcngth of 
ixnagination were amazing ; and from his allego- 
ries may be extra61ed fome of the moll iallru£live 
Icflbns of Religion : indeed I ^ii nidge' not the 
twenty (hillings I gave for his WOiks, With luch 
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company as the abovci I think, I could live con* 
lentedly in a tub. 

Wcdncfday, Nov. i. We are likely to have 
a long paflage : but this fingle confideration— ^-. 
that 1 am in the very place where' God would 
have me to be, and am going on the very budnefs 
which God has alloted for me is a fufficient 
fupport under every trial : and this afTurancCi^ 
bleued be God, 1 do polTefs fully and fatis* 
fadoriiy. 

Nov. 5. I endeavoured to enforce the neceffity 
of believing on the Lord Jefus Chrift, after ex- 
plaining the nature of Faith, and the Salvation 
which proceeds therefrom. O that the Lord 
would open their dull ears ! 

Nov. 7* Brother Hammtt was taken ill with 
a fit of the ague ; but by adminiftering to him 
an emetic on the next day, and a purge on the 
following, I truft it is gone, through the bleffing 
of God. 

Sunday 25. This day one of the main- Hays 
of the matn-maft broke, but it has been tolerably 
rapaired. 

Monday 26. The other main-ftay has alio 
given way, but is now repaired. Our tackling 
has received great injury from the fevere gales of 
wind which we have met with, with hardly any 
interruption from the time we failed. Brother 
darkens hair falls off wonderfully : but he bears 
himfelf up with great courage, as do the other 
Brethren. 

Thurfday jo. A dreadful gale blew from the 
Korth-Weil. At ten at night, I heard the Cap- 
tain's wife cryipg out in the moil dreadful fright, 
andprefently Mr. HildiUh (one of thepailengers) 
came running and crying « Pray for us, Dodlor, 
pray for us, for we are juft gone V* I came out 
•f my ftate-room, and found that a dreadful hur- 
ricane (I afluredly may call it} had jufl: arifen.. 
The ihip was oh her beam-ends. They had not 

time 
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timo to take down the forefail, and were jud go- 
ing to cut away the main-mail as the lafl remedy, 
expe6ling every moment that the (hip would be 
filled with water and fink. My brethren and 
myfelf at this awful moment retired into a corner 
to pray, and 1 think I may fay we all felt a per- 
fect refignation to the will of Cod, Through 
grace, I think I may afTcrt, that I was entirely 
delivered from the fear of death. But Brother 
Haminet was fuperior to us all in faith for the oc- 
cafion. His firll prayer (if it could be called by 
that name) was little elfe than a declaration of the 
full alTurance he poflefled that God would deliver 
us : and his fecond addrcfs to God was a thankf- 
giving for our deliverance. It was not till after 
this, and after we had fung a hymn together, that 
the fore-fail was (hivercd in pieces, and by that 
means the mads were faved, and probably the 
fliip itfelf. .It is awful to hear the Captain and 
one of the pafTengcrs who was on deck during 
this tremendous temped, give a relation of it. It 
appeared to them as if the clouds, the air, and the 
-water, were' all mixed together. After the im- 
mediate danger was over, we drove with the wind, 
which carried us with nothing but the bare poles, 
at the rate of fix miles an hour for eight hours and 
a half. 

Monday, Dec. 4. This night was mod dread- 
ful. The iailors were jud like the medcngers of 
Jfo^^ coming one after another wiih difmal tidings, 
that now one rope was broke, and now another. 
All the hatches were clofed, as they had been 
twice before. And now the whole (hip be^an to 
ooae at every joint. The next morning we held 
a little council. The Captain being convinced 
of the impoflibility of reaching the port of Ilali^ 
Jax this winter, it was the unanimous opinion of 
all, that no other refuge was left us, under God, 
but to fail with all poll&ble expedition for the 
Weji'lndiis. At preient our fails appear like 
yrafers. Our ropes are ^uite white, all the tar 

being

being vafhcd ofF ; in (hort, the (hip may Already 
be laid to be half a wreck. We have this dky 
agreed to enter upon an allowance 6f water ai^d 
feveral other things : but the greatefl trial of all 
to me is, the having hardly any candles l*eAiain- 
ing : but to the glory of God I can fay^ That to 
me to live is Chrift, and to die is gain* It is 
very remarkable, that flnce we came near the 
Banks of Newfoundland, I have had a ftrong per- 
fuafion, and I believe, a divine one, that we 
fhall be driven to the Weft-India, For about 
three weeks pafl, wc have gained upon the 
whole but one hundred and twenty miles; doirig 
nothing in the general but lying at the mercy of 
the waves. 

Dec. 15. This day we had the pleafure of feeing 
one of the tropic birds with a mod beautiful plu- 
mage. ' Several of the clouds alio in the morning 
appeared in columns in a manner I had nev^r 
feen before. 

A remarkable phenomenon appeared a few 
flights ago. The Captain and all on deck faw a 
light, like the light which a fhip holds out when 
it pafles by another fhip. They all faid they 
could fwear that they faw it. It feemed quite 
near to them. The Captain called for his trumpet 
to fpeak to the people of the (hip : but before tITe 
trumpet came, the light was gone, and we knew 
zio more of it. 

Dec. 25. This day we lailded in Antigua^ and 
in going up the town of St. John^s wc met Brother 
Baxter in his band, going to perform divine fet- 
vice. After a little refrefhment I went to our 
Chapel, and read prayers, preached^ and adihinif- 
tered the facrament. I had one of the cleaneft 
audiences I ever faw. All the negro women were 
drelfed in white linen gowns, petticoats, handker« 
chiefs and caps : and I did not fee the leafl fpot 
on any of them. The men were alfo drelTed as 
neatly. In the afternoon and evening I had very 
large congregations. * 

Jan. 
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Jan. 5, 1787. I have preached In this towntwicc 
a aay« The houfe ufed to be Hlicd in the evmings 
about an hour before the time of preachinr : and 
I have made it a rule to begin about half aa hour 
before the time. Our Society in this ifljiul is near 
two thoufand : but the Ladies and Gentlemen of 
the town have fo Blled the houfe, that the poor, 
dear .negroes who built it, huve been almoil ei:- 
tirely (hut out, except in the mornings : and yet 
they bear this, not only with patience, but wiili 
joy. ( Two or three times I have preached in the 
country. Our friends who invite us to their ho.iles, 
entertain us rather like princes than fubjcHs : 
herein, perhaps, lies part of our danger in this 
country. The country is very romantic The 
cocda-treeisvery magnificent *, and the milk which 
the nuts yield, is mod cooling and delicious* 
Everything is new, and therefore the more plcafing. 
Lad week my Brethren with myfelf were invited 
to dine with Prince Wiiliam Henry by the Com- 
{)any of Merchants, and, ^though I do not like 
thoie great fcafts, yet) left we fhould feem diQoyal, 
which would be one of the fart heft thines from 
iriv heart, I confented to do myfelf the^ honour 
of going, with my Brethren. This day a Gen- 
tleman with whom I dined, intimated that if five 
hundred a year would detain nie in this iflandy 
I Ikould not leave it. God be praifed, five hun- 
dred thoufund a year would be to me a feather, 
when oppofed to my ufefulnefs in the Church of 
Chrift. 

We have held an Infant-Conference. Aprcfling 
invitation has been fcnt us to vifit St ■ Vincentl s 2 
*ncl this evening we are to fail for that ifland. 
Brother IVarrenncr is to remain here. We have 
about twenty recommendatory letters. There is, 
fs hr as we can at prefent judge, a fair opening 
>n St. Euftatins. A little while ago Brother Bax^ 
, ^if received two warm letters of recommendation 
for that iftand : arid. Brother Hammet has juft re- 
ceived one fpr St. KUt's. We are all in remark- 
able 
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able good health. All is of God. I have n< 
doubt but it would be an open refinance to tbi 
clear providences of the Almighty, to remove 
any one of the Miflionaries at prcfent from thil 
country. /

Dominica^ Jan, 15, 1787. 

ON Friday the 5th inft« I failed with Brothen 
Baxter^ Hamnut^ and Clarke^ from AntinM* 
On Sunday the 7th| we landed at this ifland. Tht 
night before we flopt on the coaft, and firothtr 
Baxter and I landed, being informed by our Cap* 
tain of one Mr. Burn^ a Planter, a generous youtit 
man, who lives within half a mile of the fea, and 
who probably would be very glad to encourage a 
Miflion in the ifland. After walking a quarter 
of a mile we came to a little river which we wa* 
ded through^ .anjd on calling up Mr. Buruy wha 
tvas gone t6 {bed, he received us, and ente> 
tained us couVtcoufly, and gave us every encoiK* 
ragement we could expe£l from an una wakened 
man ; alTured us he mould be glad to entertain 
the Minifter whenever he fhould vifit his eilate ; 
that there were about four hundred Negroes in 
the neighbourhood, and that he had no doubl 
but the few neighbouring Planters would giva 
us the fame encouragement. Here we met with 
two old Negroes, who, I apprehend, had been 
formerly among the Moraviant at Antigua^ who 
exceedingly rejoiced at the thought that they 
were likely to have the goiTpel preached to them 

When 
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When we came to Rofcau f Dominica J on Sun- 
ly, we wttnt to the houfe of a Mrs. IVcbUy^ a 
!ujatto-GentIewpman of fome property, with 
hom Brother Baxter had fome acquaintance at 
ntiguam She received us with great joy and 
tndnef$, and gave notice I (hould preach in 
er houfe at four in the afternoon. The congre- 
ition was confiderably larger than the houfe 
)uld contain, and. heard in general with deep 
;tention, whilfl: I endeavoured to difplay to 
iem the ele^, precious Corner- Stone, and the 
^ay of being built upon Him. I would have 
jkcn the flrcet, if the Brethren had not thought 
1 bed for me not to be too bold, till I had wait- 
d on the Governor, which I intended doing on 
ny return. We alfo vifitcd the bai racks, and 
here found two foldicrs who had been in our 
KJCicty in Ireland, and cxpreflTed very earned 
iefires that a MifGon might be fixed in tliis 
Sand. In the evening we got into our fchooner, 
nd after failing by Martinico and St. Lucia^ 
ft landed at Kingjlon^ St, Vincent's^ on Tuefday 
le 9th. 

Here we have a very fair profpeft. Brother 
Baxter introduced us to one Mr.Claxton, a man of 
ropcrty. He was awakened by the miniflry of 
^r. Gilbert; and met in Clafs at Antigua for fome 
iAc, but had Tnever heard Brother Baxter. He 
a» much of the fpirit of a Methodift : his wife 
Ifo fears God. The evening after wc landed, I 
reached in his houfe to a large congregation, 
>h Wcdncfday the 1 oth, We fet off for the plan- 
itionof Mr. Clapham, a Gentleman of fortune, 
early related by law to Siiler Baxter. He was 
revioufly informedof our intentions to wait upon 
iin, and fent horfes for us. He lives about nine 

• ten miles from Kingfion. We were received 
ith very. great kindnefs. In the evening I 
Inched in his large parlour ; and on inform- 
g him that Brother Clarke was to remain in the 
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ifland, he gave him a prelEng, general inviution ; 
obferved, it was poUible he might have accidcn* 
tally, fome company who would look upon a fer* 
mon as an intrufion, but in that cafe Mr* Clarke ii 
the proper time might convene the Negroes into I j 
a large boarded room which was feparate from the I ' 
houfc : and that he would fpeak to Mr. Jfackfan^ J ]| 
a neighbouring Gentleman, who, he did not doubt| | r 
would readily enter on the fame plan. In my 
way to Mr. Clapham*s^ I called at the houfe of one 
Mr. M organ f a Gentleman of large property, whofe 
Lady (he not being at home) informea us that 
Mr. Clarke would be always welcome to inflru^ 
and preach to their Negroes at proper hours. 

On my return to Kingjlon^ 1 found that our 
friend ClaxUn had fittea up with feats a large 
warchoufe or cellar for a Preaching-houfe ; and 
alio two fmall rooms for the Preacher, one forbU 
bed-chamber, and the other for his fludy. Wp 
■alfo waited on the Prefident of the Council, who 
a£ls as Governor, the late Governor being dead, 1! 
and the vacancy not yet filled up. He alfo re- 
ceived us with great courtefy, wifhcd us fuccefs^ 
and gave pcrmiflion to Brother Clarke to preach 
in the Court-houfe on Sundays. A Gentleman 
of fortune in Kingjlon^ Mr. Steward^ who keeps » " 
very large (hop or warehoufe, and with whofl* '^^ 
we dined, is rejoiced above meafure at our vifi^. 
He made me a prefent of a large cocoa-nut- fli^^* 
very curioufly engraved and fet in filver. "To 
Bi other Hamnut he gave a feal, worth, I fuppo^^» 
three or four guineas ; and to Brother Baxtef * 
pocket dre fling- tabic for (having, &c. worth, ^ 
lu^pofc, two guineas. To Biuthcr Clarke^ ^® 
faid, he would make no prefent then ; for, f*y* 
he, I (hall have him near me when you *^ 
gone, and he (hall never want. He was nna**y 
years ago in our fociety in London^ and ihrougr" 
various viciflitudes is become a very rich m*^» 
though once poor. He and Mr. Claxton are ^^' 
^ . ^ ginni^S 
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ginning already to talk a1>out ground for a Preach* 

mg-houfe. I formed a Clals of fix whites as an 

]ntrodu6lion. fieftdes thefe, there are fix or feven 

of the foldiers in the barracks who arc deeply fe- 

rious ; one of them exhorts. They have ouilt a 

liut for their public and private meetings within 

their barracks, and conftantly meet together at 

jBve in the morningi except when military duties 

interfere, and then they meet at half pad four in 

the morning. Thpir ill-natured Commander in 

Chief will not fuffcr Brother Clarke to preach 

within the barracks, but the poor foldiers were to 

meet him in Clafsat Mr. Claxton's, on the day after 

1 left St. Vincent's, 

On Friday the loth, we dined, by invitation, 
at Mr. OtUy'Sf a Member of the Council, and one 
of the principal men, perhaps the fecond in the 
ifland : he lives about feven miles from Kingfton^ 
He is a very agreeable man, and his Lady has 
fomething ferious in her. Notwithftanding there 
were two thoughtlefs officers at dinner with us, 
he gave Brother Clarke a general invitation to 
make his houfe his home. Sir William Youngs on 
whom I waited at -intieua^ and who received me 
with verv great courteiy, has a large efiate jufl 
by Mr. OtUy's. In fhort there is a little Circuit 
opened to us already in this idand : nor fhall I 
^ furprized if Brother Clarke has, in a few weeks, 
five hundred Chatecumens under his care. In 
Kingfion it is furpn'zing, with what eyes of affec- 
tion the poor Negroes look upon us, when w« 
pafs by them : and one of them was overheard 
telling his companions^ *< Thefe men were im- 
ported for us." There i% a Member of the Af- 
fembly, to whom I had flrong letters of recom- 
iQendation, on whom I had not time to call, 
'Hiere is alfo another Gentleman who is pcrfonally 
^nown to Brother Baxter^ and who has fix of 
.^ur pious Antigua Negroes on his plantation, on 
^hom alfo we had not time to wait. It is impof- 
^ble to have any doubt concerning the will of 

F God. 
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God, ui refpefl to the apjpointmw of a MiiCo* 
nary for this ifland : in reipeft to Antigua and St. 
Vincent* s^ all is as clear as if it was written with a 
fun-beam. 

The Ifland of St. VinunVs ia romantic beyond 
any thing I ever faw before. The hanging rocks, 
fugar-canes, cotton ^nd coffee plantations, &€• 
make i'uch a beautifully— variegated fcene, that I 
was delighted with it ; but, I truft, did not lofe 
light of the great Author of the whole. 

Monday, January 15, we landed again at Ro' 
feau f Dominica. J Wc intended being here yeftcr- 
day, but were prevented by a calm. After break- 
idd we waited on the Governor, who received 
us very politely, and fignified his approbation of 
our plan of eflablifhing Mi (lions among the Ne- 
groes. Afterwards we came to the plantation of 
Mr. Cherrurier brother to Mr. Cherruriery one of 
the Leaders of our Society in DubUn* He ex- 
preiTes his great deflre of having a MifGonaiy 
fixed in the i&and, afluring us that he will readily 
contribute to his fupport, and encourage his ufe- 
fulnefs. I think, the Lord will foon have mercy 
on this Ifland. 

This evening we examined minutely that won- 
derful little infe£l, the Fire- Fly. It appears as 
if he had a real fpark of fire continually burning 
In his belly. We cquld fee what a clock it wa* 
in a dark room with the help of one of 
them. 

Tuefday the 16th, we fet off for St. Chnfl^ 
phtr*Sy where we arrived on Thurfday. On o*^^^ 
arrival, we found that intelligence had been fe<^^ 
here from Antigua^ of our intention of vifiti^^^ 
this ifland : and a Houfe was provided for us ^^ 
lodge and preach in. Mr. CabUj a Mulatto 
Gentleman, a Printer, has Ihewn us the utm^^ 
kindnefs and attention. A Mrs. Seaton ^jf 
a Mulatto Gentlewoman, has been very ki^^* 
The two lafl menl^joned, deeply fear God. OH* 
Mr. Bertie^ a JeWellerj is liidly to bccom^'* 
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fincene fncif#': On Thurfday evening I Inid 
a good congregation 9 confidering the notice 
^iven. 

On Friday the 19th, we went with feme rccom* 
mendatory letters to the iAand of Ntvis^ which i» 
▼cry near St, Chriftopher's : but it proved to all 
appearance the moil ufelefs as well as the mofi 
cxpeniive journey that we have taken. We wcra 
received politely,^ but every door feemcd (hut 
againft our miniftry. 

On our return to St, Chriftophcr's we received 
an invitation to preach in the Court-houfe. 
Brother Hammct preached on Sunday afternoon, 
and I in', the evening. Th^ crowd was prodigious 
in the evening* Six or feven principal Gentle* 
men of the town have invited us to their houfes, 
to fome of which we have gone. Among the reft, 
was the Parfon of the pari(h« Our friends have 
rented a convenient houfe for Brother Hammetm 
• A Gentleman in the ifland of Nevis ^ (Mr. Bra' 
xier^ a Member of the Aflembly) has fent an invi- 
tation to Brother Hammet to come over to preach 
to the Negroes. An illegitimate fon of the Prefii- 
-dent of the Council of Jstvisy has alfo given Bro- 
,ther Hammtt an invitation to preach in his houfe 
at CharUfton^ the principal town in the ifland of 
Nevis, So that our journey to that ifland has not 
been fo fruitlefs as we imagined. We have lately 
(een a curious fifh exa6lly Tike a land hedge-hog, 
but when dreiled. it eats as well as a turtle. 

On Wednefday the a4th| we failed from 
£affc*Terref St. Kitt's^ and flopped at Sandy-Pointf 
^ town in the fame ifland, where we called on 
one Mr. Sammerfalf a Gentleman of property, at 
•^hofe houfe Nir. Tunncl^kmc of our American 
Elders who took a voyage to St. Kitt's for his 
health, once preached. He promifed us that he 
.Vpuld confult with fome of his friends in the 
Neighbourhood, and with them endeavour to 
l^roGure a proper plaoe for Mr. Hammct to preach 

Fa la 
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• Tn the afternoon we landed at St. Eujtathif^ 
and were met by two black men, who aiked us 
whether we were not forae of the Brethren (I 
thought they meant the Moravians, but after- 
wards found they meant the Methodifts,) I told 
them we ^vere of the fame kind : then, laid they^ 
if you will come with us, we will (hew you 
your home. I told them that we wanted to fee 
Captain de Lion : the Captain of the Blacks, to 
whom we had recommendatory letters* You had 
better, faid they, go home firft. And accordingly 
they brought us to a very comfortable houfe be- 
longing to a family of free Blacks, where we have 
ht;t:n mod hofpitably entertuned. Some ferious 
free Blacks had received intelligence, I find, from 
St. Kittys of our intention to vifit them, and had 
joined together to bfear the expence of fupporting 
ut. In the evening a pretty cOngregalioni with- 
out diiy regular notice, was gathered together : 
but being now in the dominions of a foreign 
Power fEuftatius belonging to the Dutch J i 
thought it prudent tO inform the people that I 
thould not preach that evening, as I had not 
"waited on the (}overnQr: and yet, notwithfland- 
'ing, we were obliged to pray three times, and ling 
twice, before they would go away. The Lord 
raifed up lately a Negro*(lave whofe name is 
Harry (who was brought here from the Continent^ 
and who was formerly a member of our Society) 
to prepare our way. Harry did To grieve in fpirit 
-at the wickednels of the people around him, that 
at la{l the fire broke forth, and he bore a public 
teftimony for Jefus, The Governor came to hear 
him, ana approved of what he faid : but in a little 
time the poor Haves were fo afFe£led under th^ 
word, that many of them fell down as if thejr 
were dead, and fome of them w'ould^ remain in a 
ilate of flupor for fome hours. One night fix- 
teen of them fell down in this manner. Thett 
the Governor ient for Harry^ and forbad him to 
preach any more under fevere penalties. He 

woiild

would have ordered him to be whipped^ if the 
fifchal or fupreme Judge, who was prefent at the 
fame timet ^^ ^^^ obferved that he had done no- 
thing worthy of corporal puni(hment. Harry has 
awakened aoout twenty fouls, who are willing 
immediately to be put into Clafs. There is alfo a 
black woman here who came from America^ who 
lovet God. The day after Harry's mouth was 
ftopped, we landed, to the jov of his poor little 
flock ; and on the day we laaded, the Governor 
was taken ill* 

Thurfday the 25th, we waited on the Captain 
of the ifland, who now reprefents the Governor, 
and on the Fifchal or Judge* The Fifchal told 
us that we roufl be private, till the Court had 
confidered whether our Religion fhould be tole- 
rated or not. The Captain alfo ordered us to pre- 
pare our Confeflion of Faith and Credentials, and 
to prefent them to the Court on Saturday ; with 
all ^vhich we complied. We have been fincq in- 
formed that^they were highly fatisfied with our 
CpnfefGon : but they ordered us to wait till the 
next Court for an anfwer, which will be held on 
Wednefday in the next week. They could all 
fpeak Engliih, except the Fifchal, and yet they 
vrould converfe with us only through an interpre- 
ter: this is, I fuppofe, thecuflom. Indeed, there 
is 9uch more EngliQi than Dutch fpoken in this 
ifland. 

Sunday the 28th, a private mefTage was ferrt 
one that the Captain and Council would be glad 
to meet me in the afternoon in a private houfc, 
to which the Captain of the Blacks would bring 
me ; and hear me preach. I met them accord- 
ingly at the time appointed, and preached before 
them on 1 John v. 12. He that hath tfie Son^ hath 
'lift* Our friend Captain dc Lion tells me they 
were highly pleafed, and in the evening the in- 
terpreter of the Court fcnt us one of his black 
maid-fcrvants to be inflructcd and prepared for

We have feen here a mod curious fifh. It is 
finally but has two horns on the top* of its head^ 
two horns behind, and a tail like a paddle ; its 
head and eyes are exa6lly like thofe of a hog« 
When dreiTed it eats like the flefh of chicken. 

Tuefday the 30th, I waited on the Captain 
again, to refolve two qiieflions, !• Why do you 
cgll yourfelvcs Methodifls ? a. How are your 
Miniilers fupported ? 



SECTION III. 

ON Saturday Feb. lo. I fet fail from, St. 
Euftaiius in a large Dutch (hip, and after an 
agreeable voyage of eighteen days arrived at 
CharUfioHrHirhouu On taking leave of my poor 
JBlack friends, they heaped upon me iuch a 
quantity of feed cakes, fweet buifcuits, oranges, 
TOttles of jelly, &c. that we had not confumed 
|ibove one half of them on our voyage, although 
there were feven in the cabin to parta&e of thrin« 
Before I left St. Euftatius^ I formed fix regfuar 
dalTes ; and I have no doubt but they are all (one 
perfon only, perhaps, excepted) at lead deeply 
awakened : and that one has evidently good de- 
lires. If I had flaid there oi)e day more, I 
think I Oiould -liave formed a feventh Clafs. 
Three of them I gave to the care oi Harry ^ which, 
I expect, will loon multiply ; two to our North- 
American Sifter, and one to a black named 
SamucL 

The Captain of our {hip read fome prayers 
and a portion of facred Writ to his people every 
morning and evening, and a fermon on the 
Lord's-day : and though, I fear| there was no 

vital 
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ital Religion among them, there was the greateft 
ccency and propriety of condu£l I ever faw in 
(hip ; and this, I have been informed, is the 
afe with maft of the fhips of Holland. During. 
lis voyage we were veryjTuccefsful in catching 
^Iphins. ' ' 

On the firfl of March I landed at CharUfion^ 
nd fpent a comfortable month with the Infant- 
ociety in this city« Soon after I came here, I 
nd the pleafure of opening a new Church, which 
ill contain about fifteen hundred people. From 
lat time my congregations were very large. At 
ve in the morning, about three hundred ufed to 
tend. Since my vifit to the iOands, I have found 
peculiar gift for fpeaking to the Blacks. It feeras 
y be almoft irrefiftible. Who knows but the Lord 
preparing me for a vifit in fome future time to 
iCr coaft oi Africa? 

About a week before my departure from this 
ity, Mr. AJbury gave me the meeting. Our in- 
^rvicw at firlt was rather cool, but foon the fpirit 
F peace and love came upon us, and all jealoufies 
»ere immediately reitioved. The Preachers who 
ibour in this State and Georgia^ alfo met us here^ 
ccording to the direftion of Mr. AJbury : and in 
ur Conference which we held together, the fpi« 
it of concord and love did eminently prefide» 
^U was peace and harmony* And at the public 
»rdination of two Deacons, the Lord was pleafed 
o pour out his Spirit largely upon us. As there 
re no more than forty Whites here in Society, 
he building of a Church worth a thoufand pounds 
lerling, has filled the people in general with 
tmazement* G reat has been the work of God both 
n this State and that of Gtorgia^ for the little 
ime that we haVc laboured in them. While my 
oul is exulting in the profperity of Zion, I feel 
in additional pleafure in the thought that Georgia 
vas the refidcnce and fphere of Mr. Wtjlty^s ufe- 
ulnefs for ft}me years ; every thing that is likely 

to 
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to give him pleafure, adminiftering a proportioi^'^ 
able pleafure to me. 

Mr. AJbury (who is affuredly a great man ^^ 
God) has treated me with much refpeft : for 'Mr^^ 
has not only provided for me a good horfe wi^ "^^ 
its proper attire, but (as there is no time to pr: — <>* 
cure a regular publication of me at the plac==^* 
through which I am to pafs) has delivered up ^^ 
me his own plan, and intends to accompany i^^sns 
to New-York^ 

Much of the glory and of the hand of G o^ 

have I fecn in riding through the Circuit call ^^d 

PtC'DcCy in South-Carolina, When I was in 

America before, there were but twenty in Soci^^^^y 
in this Circuit : and it was much doubted at t ^^ 
Conference, whether it would be for the glory ^^ 
God to fend even one Preacher to this part o/t ^^ 
country. But now, chiefly by the means of t^ 
young men, Hope HuU^ ^nd Jeremiah Mafton^ t 
Societies con (ifl of eight huncfredand twenty-thr 
members ; and no lefs than two and twenty preacr 
ing-houfes have been ere6ledin this (ingle Circi 
in the courfe of the . laft year. The Preachi 
here ride about one hundred miles a week on 
average ; but the fwamps and moraifes they ha^ 
tp pafs through in the winter, it is tremcndou^? 
to relate ! Though it is now in the month C^* 
April, I was above my knees in water on horf(^'^ 
back, in pafling through a deep morafs, and thm-^^ 
very late m the evening, when it was almofl darlc^ 
in order to reach the houfe of Mr. De Buffe (on^ 
of our friends) in whofe neighbourhood I was t^ 
preach the next day ; but we had with us a faitk*'^ 
iul guide. 

In the courfe of our journey through ^<?r^A- 
Carolina, I preached (among other places) at tho 
houfe of Mr. Ifodgins near the town of Salijburym 
He was formerly a dancing-mafler, and has ama£» 
fed a confiderable fortune, with which he ha$ 
purchafed a large eflate : and is now a friend of 
the gofpel^ and fomc of his family are indeed 

friends 
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friends of God. He has the fineft profpeCl from 
^his dwelling-houfe of open lands, woods, and 
^atcr, that, I think, I have fccn in America. Wc 
have in this State got up to the Cherokee^ Indians^ 
who are in general a peaceable people* I truft^ 
the grace of God will in time get into fome of 
their hearts. 

In travelling through Virginia^ our rides were 
fo long that we were frequently on horfe-back till - 
midnight after preaching in the middle of the day* 
Since I left CharUJiorii 1 have got into my old ro« 
mantle way of life, of preaching in the midft of 
great forefts, with fcores, and fometimes hundreds 
of horfes tied to the trees ; which adds much fo* 
lemnitv to the fcene. 

In tne courfe of my journey through this State^ 
I vifited th^ county of Halifax^ where I met with 
a little perfecution on my former vifit to this 
Continent, on account of the public teflimony I 
bore againil 'Negro-Slavery. I am now informeil 
that foon after i left the count v on my fotmer 
tour, a bill was prefented againn me as a feditiout 
perfon before the Grand Jury, and was found by 
the Jury : ind ninety perfons had engaged to 
purfue me, and bring me back again : but their 
nearts failed them. Another bill was alfo prep 
Tented in one of the neighbouring counties, but 
-was thrown out. Many of the people, I find, 
imagined that I would not venture amongfl theiti 
again. Howevef, when I came, they all received 
me with perfedb peace and quietnefs ; and my 
▼ifit, I have reafon to believe, was made a ble (ling 
to many. Indeed I now acknowledge that how* 
ever jult my fentimentsmay be concerning Slavery^ 
it was ill judged of me to deliver them from the 
pulpit. A man who purfued me with a gun in 
/order to (hoot me when I was in this neighbour- 
hood before (but this circumllance was then fe^ 
creted from me) is now converted to God| and 
become a moaberof out Society. 

In 
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Tn Meckicnburg-County in this State, 'whtt$ 
the Lord is not only encreafing but dc;epeiiing 
his work in a very glorious manner^ we hcW 
our fecond Conference. After feme liltfe ]€*• 
loufies were removed, we renewed our lo^* 
more clofely than ever, and our whole bufincU 
was condu6led with great difpatch and ^^^^ 
pcrfeft unanrmity. On the Lord's-day I 1^*^ 
the largefl congregation I ever faw in Ameri^f^ 
although there was no town within a great m3.''*y 
miles of the placer I think there were about f€9^i^ 
thoufand hearers. We here ordained five Dcac^^"* 
in public, and it was a very folemi» and pxofit9-ft"f 
time, I believe, to very many. 

One circumflance at this Conference gave *"• 
very great p leaf u re. Brother Hatotf^ oncof^>ur 
Elders, who laft year was fent with a* Preachejr to 
Kentucke^ on the banks of the Ofno near the A^ir 
fifippU ^rote to us a moll enlivening account ^* 
thepr6fpe& in his diflrid, and eameiUy itnplor^ 
feme further afliftance. ~ <« Butj ohferve I" add^ 
he, *< No one muft be appointed for.this count f^ 
that is afraid to die ! r or there ia now war wi-^^ 
the Indians, who frequently lurk behind the tre^^ 
ihoot the travellers, and then fcalp them: and^V^ 
'have one Society on the very frontiers of the It^ 
dian country.'' After this letter was read, a ble^*^ 
fed young man (Brother WiUiamfon) o£Fered hio^'^ 
felf as a volunteer for this dangerous work. Whal^ 
can we not do or fuffer, when the love of Chrift 
iponilrains ! 

In a few days after this, we arrived at Rickmondm 
Many of the inhabitants, I was infonned, had' 
faid that I would not dare to venture into that 
town (which is the feat of Government in Virgin 
fiia) on account of a petition for the abolition oi 
Negro-Slavery which had been prefented to tho 
General AlTembly, and had been fubfcribed by a 
.very refpeOiable body of freeholders, the origin 
of which was attributed to me* But they did not 

' know 
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&now me ; for I am a plain blunt man, that goe& 
-di really on« However, inflead of oppofition, the 
Covernor of the State who refides there, ordered 
^he Court-houfe to be opened to me, and a very 
srefpe^abie and very attentive congregation I was 
favoured with. 

From Richmond to Alexandria^ which is a hun« 
^ red and twenty miles or thereabouts, we have no 
Societies* At one of the inns we joined a com- 
2>any of agreeable men, who were not unacquain- 
ted with -the Methodifls, though they were unac- 
^^uainted -with God. Thefe gentry laid a plot for 
-•jis, I have reafon to believe. For in our Erfl diHi 
c>f tea there was a little tade of rum ; in our fe- 
crond a little moi:e i but the third was fo ilrong, 
^liat on our complaining of a confpiracy, it feemcd 
aisif the rum bad fprung into our tea of itfelf, for 
feoth company and waiters folemnly proCeded they 
"were innocent. 

On the lad day of April Mr. AJbury and I ar- 
nved at BaUimorc: and on the next day our third 
axid lad Conference began ; when, behold! Satan 
exerted his utmod fubtilty. 

Never furely was more external peace and li« 
^erty enjoyed by the Church of God or any part 
of it, fincc the fall of man, than we enjoy in AmC" 
^ica : and every thing ieems to be falling before 
the power of the word. What then remained for 
the mfernal ferpent, but to fow the ieeds of fchiftn 
snd diviiion among ourfelves. But, glory be to 
Ood, yea, glory for ever be afcribcd to his lacred 
iiaxne, the devil was complcatly defeated. Our 
piiaful conteds, I trud, have produced the mod 
indiifoluble union between my Brethren and me. 
We thoroughly per-ceived the mutual purity of 
c<ich other's intentions in refpefi: to the points in 
difpute. 'Wg mutually yielded, and mutually 
fubmit(ed ; and the filken cords of love and affec- 
tion were tied to the horn« of the altar for ever 
aad ever. 

The 
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The Lord has done marvellous things in thif 
land in the cburfe of the laft year. No lefs than 
fix thoufand fix hundred, have been added to the 
Society on the balance in the United States aIone« 
And, praifed be the Lord, the work is deep af 
well as wide. O that I myfelf may be watered 
under this glorious ihower, and lofe nothing of 
my (hare in the bleffings which the heavens aio 
pouring down. *^ 

At this Conference another young man offered 
himfelf as a volunteer for Kentucke : and the twa 
Preachers arp to be fent off. as loon as pof&ble^ 
breathing the true fpirit of Miflionaries* 

I felt much of the power of Cod in all my pub* 
lie adminiflrations at Baltimore j and I have no 
doubt but many of my hearers felt it too. Tho 
divine Comforter was alfo very gracioufiy pre- 
fent at the ordination of two Elders and eleyea 
Deacons. 

On Tuefday the 8th of May, Mr. Afiury and I 
paid a vilit to our New College, which will be 
opened (we expe^) between this and Chriflmas i 
apd we truft, will unite together thofe two great 
ornamentsof human Nature, Genuine Religion, and 
Extenjive Learningm The fituation pleafes me moro 
and more. Our objed is (not to raife .Gofpel-Mi« 
nifters, but) to ferve our pious friends and our 
married Preachers in the proper education of 
their fons. 

We now vifited our affectionate Societies la 
Philadtlpkia and Neta-York. In each of thefe 
cities we want a fecond Church, and 1 believe, 
the Lord will foon enable them to bring this to 
cffcft. 

Not meeting with a fuitable Ihip in the port 
of New'York^ (and after taking an affeClionate 
leave of my dear friend Mr. d/buryj I returned 
to Philadelphia. On the road I waited on Ivtr. 
Ogden^ of Elizabeth-Tawn^ Neto-Jerfey, a Minifter 
of the Church of England^ and a Minifler alfo 
of Jefus Cbrifl. He is the only regular Minifter 

I have 
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^e met with, that enforces the Metbodifldif- 
ne among his people. He has many Claflfes 
;r his care: and much of the life of God, I 
>t not, is among them* In the evening I 
ched in his Church* 

n Sunday the 27th of May, after preaching a 
wel-fermon to our friends in Philadelphia^ I 
arked on board a Merchant-fhip for DubUru 
Captain, his wife, and another Gentlewo** 
, who are my company, manifed as much de- 
:y, courtefy, and refpe(l, as can be expelled 
(I unawakened perfons. But God is with me^ 
weak, (inful worm, glory be to his'bleiTed 
ie« 

)n Monday the fi5th of June, by the mercy of 
], I arrived fafe in Dublin-Bay^ after a paifape 
wenty-nine days : and was received in much 
; by our Irilh firetkren. 
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Dr. C O K Es Thijid VISIT 
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SECTION I. 
Bridgt'Town^ Barbadxfcs^ T^tc. 9, 1783. 

ON the 4th inflant we lan4c<i on this ifland; 
after a voyage of five weeks and four days. 

Our voyage» all things confidercd, was perha|>« 
as pleafant a one as was ever failed. In the tur- 
bulent Bay of J^i/c^y, my Brethren were very fick* 
From Cape Fintfierre to this ifland, the wind was 
favourable all the way. 

And here I mufl not omit to bear the mod un- 
feigned teiiimony of gratitude in behalf of the 
Captain of our ihip* Our accommodations in 
ever/ refpe6l were very excellent : and he left 
nothing unprovided, which he thought might be 
i^ecefTary, or in any wife commodious for us : 
and his whole treatment of us from the beginning 
to the end was affeltionate and generous to the 
laft degree. 

Captain Sundius being a- man who fmcerely 
fears God, we had full liberty to fmg and pray as 
4lften as we plealed^ and he nevdr neglefted to 
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join us. In all my voyages till this, I do not 
recoiled that wc were ferviceable to any failor 
except one : but the firfi time I preached in the 
Ilankey, (on ihofe wo^ds of our Lord, Verily f 
verily ^ I Jay unto thcty except a man he born again^ 
he cannot fee the kingdom of God :) the whole crew 
feemed deeply affe&ed, and the confequent la* 
hours of my Brethren and myfelf, deepened the 
impreflions they had received* They were eager 
to read any books we gave them» Inflead of the 
loofe fongs they fung among themfelves at the 
beginning of the voyage, they delighted in meet- 
ing together to read our books. When we 
parted, the tears trickled down many of their 
cheeks : they (hewed the greatefl eamellnefs to 
fquee^e us by the hand : and when. our boat drop* 
ped allem, they gave us three as hearty cheers 
(which is one of their ways of exprefling affection) 
as, I belie voi ever were given by a company of 
Tailors. 

As we knew no one in the ifland, and the ex« 
pences in this country at the inns are enormous, I 
embraced the opportunity, as foon as we landed^ 
of fending MeiTrs. Lumb and GamhU to our friends 
on the ifland of St. Vincent^ by a mcrchant-fhip 
which failed that very evening. As Mr. Pearee 
(who remained with me) informed me that a com- 
pany of foldicrs who landed fometime ago at Kin» 
Jale in Ireland j and among whom there werefeve- 
jral pious perfons, were- now, he believed, in 
BarbadoeSf I dehred him to go in fearch of them. 
In two hours he brought back with him one of 
the foldiers ; and foon afterwards tve were joined 
by a ferjeant, who on feeing Mr. Pearee^ and re-^ 
colle6iing him, feized him in his arms in the moft 
kind and affe£lionate manner. 

Our friends the foldier^ foon informed us, that 
the love of Chrifl had condrained them to^bear 
a public teftimony for God ; and that a Mr* 
.fiutton^ a merchant of the town^ had provided 
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ibf tbcm 4 large room which he fbraerly ufed 
as a 'warchoiiCsr, in which they exhorted. We 
ixmnediately determined to make a vifit to this 
kind merchant the next morning : but he pre- 
vented us by an invitation to breakfa{l with him^ 
being previoully informed by the foldiers of our 
arrival. 

Tq my great furprize I found that Mr. Button 
knew me well ; and though I had no perfonal ac- 
quaintance with him, he had frequently heard me 
preach at Baltimore in Maryland* Four of his 
black fertr ants had been baptized by me at that 
time, and one of them (a woman) is truly alive to 
God* His Lady is a native of this ifland. His 
houTe, his hearty his all feemed to be at our fcr- 
vtce. We difckarged our bill at the inn, and 
found an afylum indeed with this our benevolent 
friend. After breakfail Mr. Pearce and I paid our 
refpe£ls to the Governor of the ifland, who re- 
ceived us with great politenefs. In the evening I 
preached at Mr. Button's houfe to about three hun- 
dred perfons, about twice as many being obliged 
to go away for want of room. The next evening 
I had as large a congregation as on the former* 
Many heard with deep attention, whilfl I endea- 
voured to (hew them how the Comforter convin- 
ces of fin, righteoufnefs and judgment. In the 
morning I rode into the country to vifit a Gen- 
tleman, f Henry Trotman, Efq ;) for whom my 
kind friend Mr. Dorn/ord oE London, had procured 
for me a letter of recommendation, in order to 
©pen a way for Mr. Pearce into the country : but 
very providentially there were two Gentlemen of 
the fame chriilian aadfir-name in the ifland, and 
I was led to the houfe of the Gentleman of that 
lume, for w^hom my letter was not intended* 
He received me with the utmoft politenefs, and 
%fter I had breakfaded and dined with him, ^nd 
laid before him our, plan of Operations, he in-> 
iormed me that his houfe (hould be always open 
^9 my friend Mr. P^arer, and hi's SUves at his 
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command at all proper hours* He has about tw9 
hundred* 

On Sunday morning, after Mr, Pearce had 
•preached at feven o'clock, we breakfafled accord- 
ing to invitation with the Curate of the parilh^ 
vrho received us with great civility. After din- 
ner a note was Cent me by the Mafter of a Free^ 
School, oflFering me his great fchool-room for my 
evening's duty ; where I had a very large and at- 
tentive congregation, many of the principal gen^ 
try of the town attending. In the evening Mr* 
Errington, one of the Magiftrates and Poft Mafter- 
General of the I (land, made us a vilit and Tupped 
"with us. Between thirty and forty vears ago he 
had frequently heard Mr* Wejley and his Brother 
preach in our Chapel in Newcaftle-upon'Tyne. He 
exprefled the greate6^ latisfaftion and approbation 
of our defigns, warmly invited Mr. Pearce to 
vi(it him frequently, and told us he fhould be 
happy on all occahons to yield us any fervice in 
his power. 

On Monday morning I vidted the Mr. Trotman 
whom I had in vain fought on Saturday* He ^^ 
a plain country Gentleman, has about two huti* 
drcd and fifty Negroes on his plantations, »^J^ 
after dinner informed me that he would himi"<cl* 
take the firft opportunity of waiting on Mr* Peaf^^^ 
and Ihouldbe happy in having any of his SlaV^ 
inilru6led by him. 

Having thus finifhed the buGnefs which lay 1^^ 
fore me in this tdand, I took a place, in a ve0E^ 
bound for St. Vincent's, and expe&ing to fail ^^ 
the evening, dcfired Mr. P^^rc^ to preach : astlj^^ 
violent heat into which preaching throws us- i^ 
this climate, would have rendered it very hazard'' 
ous to have gone on the water : and I had tb^ 
pleafure to find^that he gave univerfal fatisfa&iai^ 
to a large congregation* 

At Mr; Button's there were three Ladies on ^ 
vifit who have a plantation and many NegroeSf 
and have^^I truflj in fome degree received Divine 
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smprei&ons by our means. Their houfe will be 
opened to Mr* Pearce whenever he pleafes : and 
our foldiers have engj^ged to hold prayer-meetings 
in different parts of the town three or four times 
a week. 

Thus by a feries of remarkable providences a 
^wide door feems to be opened for us in fiarbadoes. 
This iiland is mod favourably circumftanced for 
the increafeof the work of God. It is twenty -two 
miles long, and fifteen broad. It is faid to contain 
about feventy thoufand Blacks, and from twenty-- 
five to thirty thoufand Whites. The iiland is alfo 
in general divided into very fmall farms or plan- 
tations, fo that even among the Whites, there 
are tboufands whofe incomes arc very fii^all, and 
many who are very poor, and who cannot there- 
fore indulge themfelves in all the extremes of fen- 
fuality, in the manner too many do in this luxu- 
riant country* 



SECTION II. 



ON the 1 ith infl. I landed at St. Vincent's, and 
in a few hours after fet off with Mr. BaxUr 
ffer the Caribb country, preaching in the evening 
to a lovely company of Negroes in a little town 
Called Caliaqua, The next day we were joined by 
^effrs. GambU and Clarky and reached the houio 
^f our hofpitable friend, Dr. Davidfon : who fet 
o€ with us in the morning to vifit the Caribbs. 
Ilie roads, or rather narrow paths over the moun« 
t^ins which form the boundaries between the Eng-» 
Upi and the Caribbs are the word and the moft tre- 
mendous I ever rode. Some time ago Mr. Baxter 
iiearly loft his life in croffing them. His horfe 
. fcU down a precipice of thirty feet perpendicular, 
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and the hind legs of the horfe were juft over tlio 
precipice before he was alarmed^ when he imme- 
diately threw himfelf off* In one place we could 
not even lead our horfes, till a company of Catibka 
who were palling by, lent us their cutlaOesi with 
which we at la ft cut open a way. When wehad 
defcended the great mountain, we came into <Mie 
of the moft beautiful plains I ever faw in my life, 
it is but feven miles long, and three broad^ but I 
think it is as beautiful as uncnltivated Nature can 
make it. It forms a bow, the (fcring of which ia 
wafhed by the Atlantic ocean, and the bow itfelf 
furrounded by lofty mountains* Here the Cari^h 
chiefly dwell. As we palled by their village% 
they flood at their doors in ranks,- crying out» 
•« Bou jou^ Bou jou :" (a corruption of Bon jfouTf 
a good day :) others cried out, << How dte, Httti 
dee : and many of them on being afked, deliveredl 
their cutlafles into our hands, which \% the highi 
eft proof of conBdence they can give. We had 
with us at this time one of the Tons of the grand 
Chief of the Caribbs fChateatuay.J He has been 
under the tuition of Mr. and Mrs, Baxter for 
feme time, and fpeaks a good 'deal of Englilh* 
His name is jfohn Dimmeyf a fine young man, and 
of a princely carriage. His father the grand 
Chief was gone from home ; if I could have feen 
the father, I believe I fhould have obtained hit 
confent to t^ke his fon with me to England^ Hia 
fentiments are highly refined for a Savage* 
<( Teach me your language^ Dimmey^*^ faid Mr* 
Baxter, to him one day, ^< and I will give you m^ 
watch.*' <^ I will teach you my language," re« 
plied the young Chief, ^^ but I will not have yoor 
watch/* 

When we entered into the houfe of one of the 
Chiefs whofe name is Dc VaUey^ Mr. Dimm^ 
whifpered to Mr, Baxter^ that the family would 
not be fatisfied, if we did not take fome refrefli* 
ment, to which we confeoted : and they fooa 
brought a large dilhful Qf eggs and CallaUa-bread, 
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and a bowl of punch. Mr. Dimwuy alone could 
be with difficulty perfuaded to fit down with us at 
table, the reft would ferve. A little fon of the 
Chief alio, (a very beautiful boy for his colour, 
who had been under the inilrudion of Mr. Box* 
ttr^ and had been already taught to fpell) gave us 
hish entertainment by the convincing proof he 
afforded us of an infant genius. 

But in the midft of all this kindnefs there was 
fome degree of jealoufy : for I perceived that Mr, 
Baxter feveral times informed them that I received 
r>o pay from the King. Mr. Baxter feemed to live 
in their affe&ions ; and he has already made a con- 
iiderable progrefs in their language, I could not 
help intreating him to fpend two years among 
tliem, and give them a full trial. Great as the 
orofs was to that good man who expe£led to re- 
turn to his beloved Antigua^ he immediately con- 
fented. On our return from the Caribb country, 
I vifited our new School-houfe, and found it 
n^uch larger than I expe&cd, and far too large 
for one family. I therefore ordered the workmen 
to divide it : one half of which I appropriated to 
the ufe of Mr. and Mrs. Baxter ^ and the other 
kalf to that of Mr. and Mrs. jfoice. As Mrs* 
jBoxiEcr intends to educate fome of the Caribb girls^ 
VejQiall now have three teachers among them. 
The conduft of Mrs.. Baxter in this in fiance is not 
to be overlooked. Though bom of a condderablo 
family in Antigua^ and brought up in all the foft- 
i^fs and luxury of the country, fhe readily con- 
fented fome years ago, that her hufband (hould fa* 
trifice a place of four hundred a year currency 
which he neld under Government, that he might 
devote his whole time and flren^th to the work of 
God ; and now was perfe&ly willing to g9 with 
him among Savages, and fpend her time in form* 
iOff their totally uncultivated minds. 

I was very uneafy when I found that little had 
yet been done by Mr. Jfoice in the education of the 
pJuldren ; but ivl^a aU the difficulties were laid 
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open, in the "proper fettlement of the land on 
which the home was built, in bringing the matC" 
rials for building to the proper fpot, theillnefsof 
Mrs. Joice^ and fome otner particulars, my mind 
was fatisfied, and 1 >trufl: every thing willfoon 
have the. moil favourable appearance through the 
bleding of God. 

I feel myfelf much attached to thefe poor Sava* 
ges* The fweet fimplicity and cheer fulnefs they 
manifefled'on every fide, loon wo^e off every un- 
favourable impreilion my mind had imbibed froni 
the accounts I had received of their cruelties—— 
Cruelties originating probably with ourfelves ra* 
ther than with them* They are a h^ndfomer peo- 
ple than the Negroes, but have undoubtedly f 
warlike appearance, as their very women frequent- 
'ly carry cutlalfes in their hands, and always knives 
by their naked fides* 

We now returned to Kingfion^ preaching by the- 
way, and received by the planters with every marfe 
Of kindnefs and refpefb Indeed the whole body 
of the people feem to wi(h us fuccefs. Many wert 
the proofs of affe^iion (hewn us^ at our departure 
efpecially by one whofe delicacy will not admit ot 
xny mentioning his name. 

^ Having appointed Melfrs* CamhU and Clark ti^ 
labour in the Englifb divilion of the ifland (Mr* 
3axttr now and then making them a vifit)! hired 
a veiTel for Dominica : ^nd with Mr. and MrSh*

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SECTION III, 

! Jhort Account of the C a n t b m t in the 
IJland oj St. Vincent** 

BY the bed accounts which I hav« been able 
tocolle£l^ the Black Can^^j originally fprung 
rem the cargo of a Guinea ihip, which was 
/recked on one of the Grenadilloes. They were 
>rought over to this ifland by the Yellow-Caribhs^ 
vho were the Aboregines or native inhabitants, 
Mrith many of whom they were foon conne6lecl, 
^rm^ing a motley mixture, fuch as we now fee ; 
^ut in which the negro-colour and features chiefly 
prevail. They continued in this interchange of 
^ood offices, till fuch time as the Black Caribbs 
perceived their fupcriority to the others in num- 
Wpand Hrength, who then drove the Yellow Caribbs 
to the leeward part of the ifland, where a few of 
them only now remain* The greater part of the 
[jktter went to the iflands of Tobago and Trinidade^ 
in both of which iflands their poflerity are to be 
fecn at prefent. 

It is unnecefTary to follow them through the de- 
Uil of their wars, and of their treaties with the 
htnchf who at length formed a fettlement in the 
ifiand. At the treaty of peace in 1763, the Caribbs 
poffeft the moft valuable part of this ifland. Ey 
ihc treaty which was made with them in 1 773, they 
gave up an extent of country, comprehending 
sbput fourteen miles in length, and from three to 
four in breadth ; only part of which was fettled in 
?779> when the French invaded the ifland. Their 
jealouGes and hatred of the En'glijh^ which had

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been induflrioufly kept up by the French, joined 
vrith fome private caufes of difTati^fadion, led 
them to take an active part againii us : and the 
dread of their barbarities had no fmall effed in 
inducing the inhabitants fo foon to capitulate* 
The fettlements on the ceded lands were almoft 
totally abandonedi after the moft {Locking cniel- 
ties had been exercifed by the Caribbs on the 
wretched vidixns of their rage. The French, du- 
ring the time that ttie ifland belonged to themi 
left the Caribbs in the quiet and peaceable poiTef* 
fion of their lands. Since the ifland has been re* 
ilored to us, we have once more attempted a fet* 
tlement on the ceded lands, and hitherto without 
interruption ; and we fmcerely hope that the 
prefent good difpofitioh of the Caribbs will long 
continue. 

It is a very difficult matter to fix preciTel^ron 
their numbers, for reafons which are too obvioMS 
to need being mentioned. The bed informed 4)a 
the fubjed fpeak with uncertainty. Howeveii 
few have fixed their numbers below five thou- 
fand : I would rather iuppofe even that calcula- 
tion to be (hort. From their, temperance ; their 
being unaccuflomed to hard labour, the healthi- 
nefs of the climate, their early marriages, and the r 
fruitfulnefs of their women, we may eanly account | 
for their rapid increafe.-— We may add to ihcfe 
eoniidcrations, the fruitfulnefs of the (oil, and 
the eafe with which the few necelTaries of life ar^ 
procured. 

It is a difficult matter to fay what ideas they 
have of a Supreme Being. The frcneh took but ^ 
little pains to inflrud them in Religion. TheV 
have fome faint ideas of a Supreme Caufe whicH 
created all things, but they conceive that Gof^ 
commits the government of the world to fubordi" 
natc Spirits.

ele^ion« No flavcry can be conceived more 

wretched than that of the women, the whole 

labour without and within doors devolving oa 

them. Nor is this all: whenever frequent child* 

bearing, or any other caufe, has made them look 

-old or ugly, their hufbands leave them- for other 

wives; ior whom, and their children, they are 

likewife obliged to do all the mofl laborious 

offices. Their huibands frequently, in their 

fcenes of drunkennefs and debauchery^ wound 

and maim them with their cutlalTes, and evtia 

ihoot them. 

Nor is there amon^ them the fmalleft traces 
of policy or natural juftice* The Lex TaUom^ 
it their only X^le, provided- the party has th» 
.power or abilities to redrefs himfelf. A little* 
time ago an in fiance happened fhocking to hu« 
manity. ■ ■ Manud, a Caribh^ had a Sfter re^ 

marked by her fable lovers, for her beauty- 
and handfome perfon, of whom fhe had not a' 
few. She could, however, be only the lot of 
one ; and he to whofc lot fhe fell, was the friend- 
and intimate acquaintance of Manu^/. Her huf* 
band and (he lived for fome time peaceably an^- 
comfortably together, till a quarrel happened be»- 
tween hisfifter and his wife ; they proceeded to 
blows, when the hufband interpofed between 
them with his cutlafsi^ made a pufh at his wife, 
and wounded 'her under the eye^ of which 
wound (he immediately expired. The only re-: 
drefs which Manuel required for the Ibfs of his 

filler, was that the hufband fhould put to 

death his own filler ; which he did by carrying 
her down to the River Colonorie in the fore-' 
noon, and murdering her with the greatefl bar^ 
barity. 

The Caribbs are naturally temperate in their 
mealSi their food chiefly confifling of roots and- 
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.•th^ vegetables, ticreproduecd by the indui^nt' 

hand •£ Providence m the utmofl profuliop. 

Caffada^ howeveri fu-rnilhes them with' the« 

gfeateOr fupplyr whteh they bake into cakes oa 

thin plates of iron,- procured from the Europeans^ 

They make but Uttle or no ufe of fait ; fome- 

times only they indulge themfelves with a kind 

pf foup called TumalUn^ which is prepared in a 

Angular manner. They take equal parts of tho 

juice of the Caflada (which, by the by, without 

-this preparation is poifonous) and fea-water, 

with crabs or cray Rui bruifed) and a large pro« 

-portion of pepper* The whole is well boiled, 

and ufed as faucc to their otherwife infipid 

Caffada. At their fcads they uie a fermented 

liquor prepared from Cailada, Pines, &c, called- 

Vtcou or Ouicou : the preparation of which is 

fufficiently diiguding to the light of an European^ 

the Caifada being fometimes previoufly chewed 

before infuAon* The faliva occafions a quicker 

fermentation of the drink, which is foon fit for 

life. Since their acquaintance with the Eurth' 

jpeanSf the means of intoxication are more com« 

anon. 

Their hoqfes were originally built of long 

.pliant boughs bent in a femicircular i'orm, and 

?£xed in the ground at each end, about fourteen 

^ctt in length, and twelve feet in brcsuith ; and 

they are very neatly thatched with the leaves 

€)f the Ro/eau* Since their acquaintance with u$f . 

tbey have improved in the (Irudiire of their 

luoufes, Avhich are now formed of hard wood poflis 

-fixed in the ground, plates and rafters ; and ;aro 

ftill thatched with the Rofeau or Rted. The fides 

of them 'are wattled, and cloCely covered in, £o 

■as to exclude the ^w»ind. The doors are ruddy 

formed out of the Wkiie Ctdntj and m^^ve upon 

little pi^fiots; £or they, employ very little iron in 

the fimrick. >. 

The "whole fumitur«:of Ahe.hQore'.GDtifiib df 
>feats formed out of logs, their hammocks, the 
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calebaOi formed into cups and fpoofts, a caffada- 
grater, a ferpentine prefs, a wooden trough, and 
a raffada iron-plate, and fometime$ a few articles 
•f earthen-ware. 

The whole labour of the field, as formerly 
mentioned, is performed by the women. The 
cafFada-flicks are planted in little hillocks which 
they raife at two feet di (lance. At the end of nine 
or twelve months they arepiiUed up, clean-walhed| 
fcraped with a blunt kniie> and rubbed on a gra- 
ter, which is formed of a piece of board, into 
which fmall pebbles are ftuck. One end of the 
grater leans again ft their bread, the other end de- 
clines into a large wooden trough, into which the 
grated calTada falls : it is then put into a prefs, 
which is Very ingenioufly made of the fibres of a 
plant refemblins the wild plantain, and formed 
into the (hape of a fnake about the thicknefs of a 
man's thigh. The prefs being filled with the 
grated caflTada, they (ufpend it from the houfe or 
from a tree, and affix weights to the- other endu 
whereby the poifonous juice is (Irongly exprelfed : 
the caffada is then paiTed through a fieve which 
they likewife make very ingenioufly, on a plate 
of iron put over a fire^ and bein^ (trongly prefTed 
with a wooden fpaluTa, it forms itfelf into a cake^ 
which, when fufficiently toafled on one fide, is 
turned, and to^fted on the other.— >This makes 
the con flan t food of the Caribbs^ except when the 
men can procure an agouty (an Indian rabbit,) or 
a wild pigeon, or fometimes the crab or the cray« 
fifli, and at other times the fea- fi(h, which they 
are very dextrous in catching. But xheir prin-^ 
cipal dependence in refpe£l to fifli, is on thofe 
which'they procure by poifoning the rivers : for 
this purpofe the men of the whole diflriO: are 
fummoned ; part of whom are employed in pro* 
xuring the plant! which are ufe^ for that purpofe, 
viz. the dogwood^bark or erythrina Una, and the 
Jigtjbeckia : others divert the courie of the xiver, 

if 
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if it (• too Hrgej leaving no more ivater than they 
conveniently cain poiron. The weeds are then 
ftrongly beat, and their juices expreffed and 
Bitxed with the water, and prefeiitiy communi- 
cate their inebriating efiFefts to the finny inhabi* 
tants, which foon fwim with their bellies on the 
furface of the water, and allow thetnfelves to be 
calily taken.«-^It is obfervable, that though thou- 
iands of the young fry are deftroycd, no ill efiefts 
ever happen from the ufe of the h(h« This is a 
prance, however, which (hould be particularly 
tfifcouraged, as it almofl entirely dellroys tfaft 
fry. 

Another pra£krce they obferve, which is very 
^ftruAive : The river-fifh in thefe parts commence 
fbiwning abont the end of July, when they -drop 
Meir ova* at the mouths of the rivers, which are 
thon- crowded with innurqerable fhoals of fea-fiib, 
fuch as >fnappers, groupers, king-fi(h, &c. The 
young, fry ihfiantly attempt to force their paiTage 
up •the rivers, ' and are in fuch numbers as to 
iMScken the waters. A fingleperfonmay in a few 
<<liour8 catch a buQiel of them.. Hundreds of Ca^ 
tibbs- may. be then feen repairing to- the rivers, and • 
loading themfelves with thetfitrixes (io the French f 
name them, after «be C<in^^j.)^— They are very de* 
lieious,' atid^by drying in the CunwiU' keep foe. 
'ibme time.

Eyery didrifi of two or threo 
miles in length, has its peculiar chief, who, how<- 
ever, has not the fmaJlefl (hadow of authority^ 
except in time of war. 

They are very ingenious in making baiketSy 
hammocks, and fifliing-lines of the hlk-srafs; 
but the principal article of their commerce. is the 
tobacco, with which they chiefly fupply the Maf^ 
tinica inarket, where it is. manufa&ured into a 
fnufF called Macouba^ from a €li{lri6l in MartinicOf 
which formerly raifed the beft tobacco in the 
Weft' Indies, From Martinico they import mufketSp 
gunpowder, flints, ball, and cutlalTes, • rome.winei 
and an inferior kind of rum called 7!^^. ; . 

The)' carry on their intercourse in canoes of 

their own making ; fome of which are large 

enough to contain fifty of them. Nothing can 

^ equal their fkill in managing them in the moft 

tempeftous feas. 

'Their intercourfe with Martinique certainly 
tends to debauch their morals, and to increafe 
that prejudice, and averfion, which they have 
Always had againil the Englijh government. As 
many of th^m fpeak the fame language with the 
inhabitants of Martinique^ and have been long 
acquainted with them, they have no jealoufy or 
fulpicion of any defigns which they can enter"* 
tain againfl. their liberty, and therefore are the 
more ready to liften to their fugge (lions. It is 
at Martinique alfo where their wants are bed fup- 
plied ; and it is only there where, tbey can vend 
their tobacco. The comparifon of the French 
ifland with ourS} in refpeft to wealth, popula« 
tion, (hippingi grandeur, &c» is by no means in 
our favours 

Sul 
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Butf we cannot expefl to have much iniercqorCc 
vritfi thefejpeople till public fchools are eflablilhed 
to'teach their childTren the EugliHi language, read- 
ing, and writing,, and they are afterwards brougtit 
up to huibandry,, or feme trade or occupation. 
The girU may likewife be brought up, andtaught 
by fchool-miftrefres in fewing, and knitting (lock- 
ings. In the Spanijk ifland of Trinidade^ the /n« 
diahs have been brought up and initru^ed in the 
principles of the Roman Catholic religion with 
amazing adiduity and fuccefs. There is a remark- 
able manufa6lure of flock ings carried on by tha 
Spanijh Indians^ which fell from three to fix dol- 
lars per pair. 

They have already got among them the rocotf:^ 
which they manufadure and carry to Martinique* 
Thb alfo (hould be encouraged. The la pitte, or 
£lk-graf8, affords the ftrongeft cords in nature^ 
and the threads arc fo fine as to be employed 
in fewing cambrick. With it they form hfhing- 
lines. 

Their language is by no means difficult to be 
acquired. The number of words are but fewv 
fu^cient to exprefs the ideas of their favage life. 
Their language, like their natures, is harlh aind 
diflbnant. They ipcak with the utmofl impetu-- 
otity, as if they were- con ftantly ii^ a pafTion ; bi^t 
the Ftench langMagc is very much fpoken by 
tjicm*

ONT Friday the 19th, we landed ztiRo/i 
Dominica* and foui^d our former kind i 
Mrs. WebUy ready to receive us. She had 
informed by one of our Local Preachers c 
Kilt*Si who had lately made a vifit to this ii 
of fny intention to vintherfoon; and accord 
with fdme other friends hired ^ lairge room 
Breaching-place. After waiting on Governor 
who, I think, is- as polite a man.asr ever. I V 
(k)mpany with,. I preached intheeveningi ai 
the Sunday foUowing^ : Mr. Baxter alfo prei 
two fcrmons, whild I made^ a vifit to m? 
friend Mt» CherrurierY and opened a door oi 
among the Blacks in his .neignbourhood« B 
we left the ifland| we JFormed a little Socic 
twenty- four dedring fouls, fome of whom had 
members of our Connexion in Antigua an 
KitVst and determined that Mr. M\Cornockti 
take the care of .thi^ ifland. 

On the 24th we landed at Antigtta^ Surel] 
iflknd is the favourite of heaven* It is fup] 
that it contains 7,000 Whiles and 30,000 Bh 
and out of thefe 2,800 are in our Society ; . a 
believe, the Moravians have not fewer than 
in theirs. . So great a leaven is not k'nown pei 
in fo fmall a country throughout the world, 
congregation in St. John*5^ and one more ii 
country, would not have difgraced even thofe 
of £nWa»ii where we. have met with the grc 

iucceUt 
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1 (hould not forget to acknowledge the ufeful^ 
'hefs of Mr* Warrencr in this religious ifland : 
though Mr. Baxter has been indeed the father, 
under God, of this blefTed work. Mr* IVarrener 
has added not lefs than a thoufand worthy 
members (I have reafon to believe) to this 
Society. 

Nor (hould the beautiful proof of love which 
our Society in this ifland give to their (ick mem- 
bers, be overlooked. They attend them in thei^ 
refpe^ive neighbourhoods with the greatcfl dili- 
gence and patience ; and where it is wanting, pro* 
vide every kind of medical help for them, with- 
out regarding the expence. 

Till lately the ifland was annually governed by 
nutial-law on Chri{bnas-day and the two days 
following, the Negroes alway;^ being allowed thofe 
three daysfor themfelves, on which ihany tumults 
and even robberies had been committed : but reli- 
gion has now rendered this cuflom needlefs, and 
the declaration of martial^aw is become a mere 
matter of form. 

On the a7th of December we fet fail for the 
Hlind of St. Ckrifiopherm In our way we touched 
St Mont/errat : but our only friend in that ifland, 
one of the moft refpe^able characters in it, not 
being at home, we refumed our voyage. 

On the 39th we landed at BaJe'Terre^ the prin- 
cipal town of St. Kittys, And here juftice obliges 
me to bear a teflimony of the good which has been 
wrought by Mr. Hammet^ who has been the in- 
Arumcnt of one of the greateil works of God I 
kave known in the circle of my labours, confider- 
ing the time he has been employed in it, arid the 
nature of the work in which he has been engaged. 
In two years he has raifed in this ifland, which 
was barren of all religion at the commencement 
of his labours, a Society of feven hundred mem- 
bers, a great part of whom, I have reafon to be- 
lieve, are members of Chrifl. Here the Lord 

haa 
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lias poured out the fpirit of prophecy ; two 
preachers being raifed in this Society, who art 
capable and willing to devote themfelve^ entirel)f 
to the work of the. Miniltry in this part of the. 
world, - 

The fccond morning after my arrival, we wcr^ 
vifited with a tremendous earthquake. Thebedlr 
the rooms, the whole houfe in which we were, 
fhook moft terribly for feveral fecciwis. The dock 
was felt in other iflands« 

From Sr. Kkt*s wo vifited St. Evfiatius * 0» 

Wednefday the 3 1 ft of December we landed therci 

and were received by Mr. Lindfey^ one of our 

friends, with every mark of kindnefs. We foofl 

found that poor Harry was banifhed from the 

ifland. When he flood before the Governor anJ 

Council, to anfwcr •for the unpardonable crime oi 

praying with the people^ one of the Council ob 

. Icrved to him ** Harry you muft be flogged :" ic 

/ which he calmly replied, *< Chrift was flogge^ 

" and why (hould npt 1 ?" Soon after which they 

condemned him to be publicly whipped, impri* 

foned and bani{hed« The whipping was executed 

in a moft unmerciful manner under the dirediota 

of one Ifaac dt Lion^* a black toanj and an enem) 

to all righteoufnefs-*-fuch a pid:ure of Satan fo^ 

fubtilty and barbarity, never, I think,. before dk 

I behold. He is the great executioner of ail thi 

cruel edi^s of the Court for the perfecution o 

the children of God*. 

The moft faijnous, or rather moft infamous £di£ 
which the Rulers of this liland have publifiied, i 
as follows : 
y""^ " That if any white perfon fhould be foum 
praying with his brethren— for the firft'offence h 
fhould be fined fifty pieces of eight : for the fc 
Cond, one hundred pieces : and for the third fa

Jhoul 
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tDuid be whfpped, his goods be confifcate<T, and. 
e (bould then oc banilhed.the Ifland. That if » 
floured man (bouldb^ foiuxidprayiTig— — for the. 
rfl offence he (hould receive thirty-nine lafhes ; 
nd for the fecond, if free, be {hould he whipped 
nd baxiilhed ; but if a flave^ be whipped every 

ilDC," 

This, I thinky is the firfl in fiance known among 
mankind, of a.perfccution openly avowed againft 
tUgion iifelf* The perfecutions among the Hea->. 
hens wjerc fupported under the pretence that the 
^hrliiiaas brought in ilrange God3«. Thofe among 
;he Roman Catholics were under the pretext of 
the Proteflants introducing Pie relies inio the 
Cburch. But this is openly and avowedly againik 
fu^Tf the great Key to every blclTing. How fuch. 
a diabolical perfecution can be fufFcred in this li<« 
l>ml and tolerating age, is really furprieing ! 

However, we ventured to.bapti&e about ona 
hundred and forty of our Society. Amd even. 
under this heavy crofs and hot perfecution, our 
numbers amount to two hundred and Bfty eight ; 
and of thofe, we have reafon to believe that, one 
hundred and thirty-nine have tailed that the Lord 
is gracious. 

On -Thurfday the ift of January, we hired a 
floop to carry us back to St. C/iri/topher's, But, be- 
hold! as foon as we began to fail, we found that 
all the faiiors were entirely drunk, the Captain 
excepted. In a little time- they drove the iloop 
^^in&, a large ihSpi and: damaged the boom and the 
yardsof the mainma(i. Soon afterwards, when 
We came to the end of the liland, ihdead of.crof* 
fing the channel to St* KitVs^ the iloop was carry* 
irtg us into the open fea in its (haUered condition. 
We then determined to return ; but there wai^ no 
oiie to turn the (loop about, till with great-diffir 
culty my friends, the MiHionaries, unacquainted 
with fuch bufinefs, brought it round : and after 
nt&ning againil another ihip^ by which the ruddar

wasbroke, and the (lem mfich damaged; md after 
bribing the captain with ten dollars, to fave his 
own life as well as ours; we were landed again on 
the ifland of St. Euft alius* 

This feries of misfortunes which obliged us to 
return, appeared a loud call of Providence, for 
me to bear a public tedimony for Jefus Chrift : 
and therefore, left any of our friends flbould fuffer 
whipping, confifcation of goods, or banifhmenta 
by admitting me to preach in their houDeSy I hired 
a large room for a month, and the next day 
preached to a quiet and attentive congregation, 
and publiflied myfelf for the Lord's day follow- 
ing.— All was peace till late in the evenins, when 
the Governor lent for Mr. Lindfey at whole houfe 
I was, and threatened him with terrible punilh- 
ments* 

* In the morning, while we were at breakfaft, 
the Marlhal of the Court entered with great form, 
and delivered us a meifage from the Governor and 
Fifchal, which was, that they required us to pro- 
mife, that we would not, publicly or privately, 
by day or by night, preach either to Whites or to 
Blacks during our flay in that iiland, under the 
penalty, on default, of profecution, arbitraty pti" 
nijhrrunt^ (that was the very cxprcflion,) ^nd ba- 
nifhment from the Ifland. We withdrew to con* 
fuit ; and after confiderihg that we were favoured 
by Providence with an open door in other Ifland 
for as many Miflionaries as we could fpare, an< 
that God was carrying on his blefled work eve' 
in this Ifland by the means of fecret Clafs-Meer 
in?s, and that Divine Providence may in futu' 
redrefs thefe grievances by a change of the G 
vcrnor, or by the interference of th« fuperi 
Powers in Holland in fome other way, we gave ^ 
anfwer " That we would obey the government 
and having nothrng more at prefent to do in r 
place of tyranny, oppreflion and wrong, we 
turned to St. KitVs^ blefling God for a Bi 
Conftitutioni and a firitiik Government, 
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But let mc!^ iBtivat, let me implofe, all flioTe 
who read or hear this JoumaI| to remember that 
dear perfecuted people m their daily prayers, that 
the Uod who heareth prayer, may be gracioufly 
inclined, either to turn the hearts of the Rulers 
of St. Eufiatiiu to mercy and truth, or the hearts 
of their fuperiors in HaUand to difarm them -of 
their fo much abufed power* 

From St. Kktls we alfo made two vifits to the 
jfland of Nevis . Here we were obliged to lie on 
the floor fgr two nights upon our hammocks, but 
God has opened in this ifland a wide door for 
the Gofpel. And the kindnefs of two or three 
Gentlemeni particularly the Judge of the Admi« 
ralty to whom we are highly obliged, rendered 
our (ituation tolerably comfortable. We formed 
here a Clafs of twenty-one CatechumenS| and left 
the care of the ifland to Mr, Owens, 

On Wedncfday evening, the 1 4th of January, 
we fet off for the ifland of Saha. which belongs 
to HoUand. We had left at St, Euftatius, Mr. 
Brazier one of our MiStonaries, who had bee* 
raifed under Mr» Hammet : and who had not 
l>een included in the wonderful mefl*age fent to us 
by the Governor and Fifchal, there having been 
only three mentioned, Mr. Hammet^ Mr. Meredith 
ana myfelf. However, the Governor of St. 
J^ufiaiius^ all on fire to perfecute, foon found 
liim out, and by his threatenings diflodged him* 
\fAr. Brazier^ by the advice of a Gentleman of the 
ifland, a man in power, but a Nicodemus^ removed 
to the ifland of Saba. 

When we landed, we were obliged to walk up 
.arock of a mile in length, which was in fevcral 
places nearly perpendicular. Being informed 
that Mr. Brazier was at the houfe of the Gover- 
•'*or, we immediately went there, and were re- 
.<eived with the utraofl kindnefs and hofpkality 
by hin^ bis family, and the inhabitants in 
general. 

. The little ifland of Saba contains about one 

I ihoufand" 
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tlioufai^d Whites and about two thoufand Blacks 
men, women and children included. For feven- 
teen years that fimple-hcarted people have been 
without a regular- MiniUer. The Governor, 
Council and people petitioned that Mr. Brazier^ 
who had preached three times in the. Church, 
(which is no contemptible building) might remain 
among them. I informed them of our oeconomy, 
and particularly of our grand and indifpenfabl^ 
.cuiiom of changing our Minifierjs. They were 
willing to comply with every thing,to grant t6 
our Minider tne parfonage-houfe, and to allon^ 
•him a fufHcient maintenaqce. Whatcoiild I do? 
Mr. Brazier was appointed to {labour under Mr. 
Hammit dX Jamaica:: but 1 could' fiot bear that 
this delightful people :0iould periQi for lack|Of 
knowledge, il left; therefore Mr. Brazier behind 
.me, having fpent two pleafing days with the fc 
<inhabitai>ts of the rocK« .May they all be builC^ 
on the Rock of Ages ! 

My heart is too much engaged in the intereft^ 
of this pl.ain> honed Colony, for me to omi'* 
rtranforibing the fentiments of a celebrated French 
Writerconceming them and their illand. 

«« This is a deep rock, on the lummit of whicF'* 
is a little .ground, vci^y proper for gardening.""* 
Frequent ;rains which do not lie any time o 
the foil, give growth to plants of an exquifit 
.flavour, and cabbages of an extraordinary fize^ 
Throughout America there is no blood fo pure aj^* 
that of Sabaj the women there preierve a frefh 
nefs of complexion, which is not to be found ii 
any other ol the Crtri3^«-iflands, Happy Colony 5 
Elevated on the top. of a rock, between the fky aac^ 
the fea, it enjoys the benefit of both elements with-^ 
out dreading their dorms. The inhabitants breath'^ 
a pure air, live upon vegetables, cultivate a (impt^ 
commodity, from which they derive eafe without^

the 
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ttie tieinptation of riches ; are employed in labours* 
lefs troublcfome than ui'eful ; And poirefs in peace 
all the blelHhgs of moderation^ health , beauty and* 
hberty* 

«* This is the temple of peace, from whence 
the philofopher may contemplate at leifure the 
errors and pafllons of men, who come like the 
fea, to ilrike and da(h thcmfcivef on the rich 
coafb of America^ the fpoils and poflcifion of 
which they are perpetually contending for and 
^vrefting from each other. Hence may he view 
at a diftance the nations of Europe, bearing 
(hunder in the midllofthe ocean, and burning 
'vthh. the flames of ambition and avarice under 
the Tropics, devouring gold without ever being 
latisfied, wading through feas of blood to aiiiafs> 
^oie metals, thofe pearls, thofe diamonds which 
are- ufed to adorn the oppreflbrs of mankind ; 
loading innumerable (hips with thofe precious > 
cafks, which furnifli luxury with purple, and 
from which flow pleafures, effeminacy, cruelty 
iind debauchery. The tr4nquil inhabitant of 
Salfa views this roafs of follies, and fpins inpeace 
the cotton which coniiitutcs all his finery and- 
MTcakh."* 

On the 17th we landed .at To f tol a,. This 
ifland which contains about 1,000 Whites and 
9,000 Blacks is indeed ripe for the Gofpel. It 
feems to be the general cry of the Negroes 
throughout the iiland, << Let- us have, if poihble, 
aMcthodift Minifter." 

After giving the inhabitants of R^ad-Town^ 
(the principal town of tnis ifland) two fer«>

jnons, we failed for Santa CruZf an iffand he^ 
longing to Denmark^ This lafl mentioned idand 
is luppored to contain about 30,000 inhabi- 
tants, who in general fpeak the EngUfli language. 
it is highly cultivated ; and the town of Be^t* 
Endy its capita), is far the mofl beautiful I have 
fccn in the Cari^^^-Iflands. The Governor Ge- 
neral, through the warm recommendation of a 
worthy and refpeflable friend in London^ re- 
ceived us with great courtefy, and promifed 
tis all the protection and encouragement in hu 
power. 

Two Gentlemen in the town (hewed us man^ 
narks of refpcft, and an old Quaker-Lady per 
mitted me to preach in her hbufe, and afterward. 
informed me that i^ Ihould be always at oa 
lervice. 

And now I found myfelf in the utmoft doubt 
and knew not which way to turn* Mr. Hamm€ 
was appointed for JfamaicM; and there wa 
«io other Miflionary to fecure the advantage 
which the Lord had given us in tiiefe tw^ 
iflands. At lad we determined that Mr. Ham 
Viet Ihould divide his labours between Tortda aiK 
Santa Cruz^ till two MiiBonaries are fent fros^ 
England, to profecute the openings which Divtis' 
Providence has afforded us, and, which, I doub 
not, Mr. Hammet in the mean time will greatl; 
improve. I Ihall alfo, God willing, vifit Jamaica 
to prepare his way in that populous and impor 
tant ifland. 

AFter my return from Santa Cruz to Tortola^ 
had a very providential efcape, in going late ii 
the evening from the quay to the (hip, in whicl 
J was to fail the next morning for Jamaica 
In the mid-way between the fhore and the (hip 
about the difkince of a mile from each, a. youn| 
man who fat behijad me, obierved with fom< 
(furprize that the water came over the flern o 
the boat.—- 1 put ray hand over the dde, ani 
found that the edge of the boat- was within ai 

inci 



incYi of the water* Immediately I obferrcd, tbat 

the boat, the bottom of which was very* deep 

and leakvi had let in fo much water, arid had 

funk fo low, that on ev«ry motion the water 

came in over the ftero, as well as from below ;. 

fo th«t in a few minutes we fbould probably have 

funk, if our awful (ituation had not been juil 

then difcovered : but after uling proper means to 

throw out the water, we got fafe to the (hip 

tWrough the bleffing and interference of our 

ntver-failing Friend. 

We have now through the blefling of God on. 
our endeavours, a profpe^i of much good in ten 
of the iflands, which unitedly contain about 
two hundred and fixty thoufand inhabitants, near 
^•ur fifths of whom, are covered with heathenilhc 
darknefs^ 



SECTION- v.. 

ON the 19th of January Handed at Port-Rhyal 
in Jamaica. When I landed, Mr. Fijldcy^ 
MaftcrCalker of the harbour, to whom I brought 

* letter of recommendation, received me with 
*very mark of kindnefs and rcfpeft, and intro- 
duced me the next day to Mr, Bull and Mr,. 
'^tthli of Kingfion^ who proved my very valuable 
friends. In Mr. Treble's houfc I preached four 
^tties, to fmall, but incrcafing congregations. At 
laft, a gentleman of great benevolence (Mr, Burn^. 

* Roman Catholic; obfcrving the inconveniences 
the congregation was put to, in Mr. Treble* s- 
ftnall, though ncathoufe (which would have been. 
large enough, I doubt not, for all the inhabitants 
•f Kingfioti, if it had been as large as his heart) 
loll gcneroufly offered me the ufe of a very. 
^Tge room in one of his houies, which room 
W been frequently ufed as a public Concert- 
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room, and is tbe hrgeft but one in the whole 
town. 

The firft evening I preached there, the congie* 
gation was confiderable, and received the word 
wkh great deeency, and great attention. Whilft I 
was pointing out to the unregenerate, the falla- 
ciouinefs of all their hopes, and the impoffibilttjr 
of reverfing the decree, <* Except a man be bpm 
again, he cannot fee the kingdom of God," and 
fcrioufly enquiring of them whether they had 
found out feme new go(pel as their dire&ory, a. 
poor Negro-woman cried out, *^ I am fure you 
arc a "new Pricft."- The fecond evening the great 
room and ail the piazzas around it were crowded 
^iih people. 1 believe there were four hundred 
Whites pfefent, the largeft number of Whites I 
ever preached to at one time in the JVe&'Indieiy 
and about two hundred Negroes, there being no 
room, I think, for more. After I had preached 
about ten minutes, a company of gentlemen, in* 
fiamed with liquor,, began to be very noify^ 
till at lafl, the noife ilill incrcadng, they cnedi 
out " Down \«dth him, down with him." The/ 
then prcffcd forwards through the crowd i^ 
order to feizc me, crying out again, ** Wh^ 
feconds that fellow ?*' On which my new,, bu^ 
gallant frienfi Mr. Bull, ftepped forth bctwcc*** 
the rioters and me, faying, «* 1 fecond him. again f 
men and devils." A lady alfo of great .wortl^j 
who in her younger years had been a member c^^ 
our Society in London, but through the varioi^-^ 
viciffitudes of life was now a refid^nt of jfamaic^^ 
who had lately been dangcroudy ill, and durin M 
her ilhiefs, whea all her former religious i 



piefTions returned with all their weight to her - 
mind, had received a clear manifcflalion of tb ^ 
pardoning love of God— .notwithflanding all th ^ 
delicacy of. her fex, and her own peculia. - 
amiablenefsofdifpofition, flood up, and reafone^^ 
iviih the xiotcis on the impropriety of their coiv ^ 
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dtifib They now, I beltevei were convinced that 
ttine out of ten of the congregation difapproved 
of their behaviour, and gave up the contefl, ilill 
crying as they defcended the flair-cafe, << Down 
with him, down with him." 

The fpiritt of the congregation were fo de- 
ranged by this unhappy incident, that I gave out 
a hymn, and then choie a new text, and preached 
a fermon, with fome degree of liberty, I blefs 
God, to a ferious, attentive aufiience. 

Having now received a meflage from the Cap- 
tiun of the brig in which 1 had taken a pafFage 
for CharUffon^ defiring me to repair to Port^ 
Bjjyal in order to go on board, I returned to 
that little town, where I preached three fer* 
nons, which many of the white people attended^ 
the Blacks in that place not feeming to regard the 
gofpeh 

I am fully fatisfied that great good might be 
done in this idand, if the gofpel was regularly 
preached here with power. A f mall Society o£ 
awakened perfpns might even at prefent be 
formed both aibong the Whites and Blacks ia 
KiHgfton. I 

Indeed this valuable and populous ifiand de^ 
mands and deferves much of our attention and 
exertions, as it probably contains above 300,000 
inhabitants, the Haves alone, in the year 17681 
amounting to 217,000; and in Kingjloti only they 
have been nearly doubled (Vnce that time. . 

This I mvkii add in honour o£ the idand, t-hat 
I never vilited any place either in Europe or 
America^ in -which the gofpel was not preached^ 
where I received (b many civilities as 1 did in 
Jfamuicaf four or Ave families of property having 
opened to me their houfes, and^ very evidently, 
their hearts alfo, and alfured me that any Mifi- 
fionaries we (hall in future fend to^ that ifiand^ 
ihall be welcome to beds and every thing their 
houlea afibrd». 
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On the a4th of February I landed at CharUJUnm 
Mr. Ajbury had arrived there feveral days before 
from the North in order to meet me ; but fet off 
three hours before I landed to be prefent at the 
Conference in Gecrna. ' The next day I followed, 
and riding in two days as much as he had in three, 
overtook him. The firftday we rode forty-feveik 
mileSi for about two miles of which our horfet- 
were up to their bellies in water, with two great 
invifible ditches on the right and left. Our Elder 
Rationed at CharUfton^ accompanied me. 

One of the granded objeas to be feen in thi» 
country, is the Hres in the woods in the fpring* 
The inhabitants fet fire to the grafs and little fh rubs,, 
in order to burn up the dry leaves which cover the 
ground, that the grafs which grows up afterwards 
may be acceilible to the cattle. Late one evenmg I. 
faw the mod ailonifhing illumination, 1 think, I 
ever beheld in my life, whild I was travelling, 
through the woods. I feemed fur rounded with 
great, extenfive fires : ancT ^uedion whether the 
King of France's Stag-hunt in his Fored by night| 
which he iometimes has given to his nobility^, 
would be more wonderful or entertaining to a 
philofophic eye. Sometimes the fire catches the 
oosing turpentine of the pine-trees, and blazes ifp- 
the very top. 1 have feen old, rotten pine-trees 
all on fire: the trunks, and the branches (which 
looked like fo many arms,) were full of vifible 
fire and made a mod grotefque appearance. 

The weather was as cold, as it had been, accord* 
ing to the information of ihe people, in any part- 
of the winter, and was felt by me juft <^ome from' 
the torrid zone, with peculiar feverity. Although-^ 
1 clothed myfelf almod from top to toe with flan-* 
jiel, 1 could but jud bear the cold. We had congre- 
gations all the way, after I met Mr. Afbury ; but 
our journeys in the back parts of South Carolina, 
and <}eorgia were frequently very trying. Some- 
times we Tod our way. In one indance we loft ' 
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twenty-one miles. A great part of tlie tray we 
had nothing in the houfes of the^ Planters but bacon 
and eggs, and Indian com bread. Mr. AJhury 
brought with him tea and fugar, without which we 
•fhould have been badly off indeed. In feveral 
places we were obliged to lie on the floor^ which 
indeed I regarded not, though my bones were a 
little fore in the morning* The Preachers in 
Europe know but little, in the prefent (late of 
Methodifm, of the trials of two thirds of the 
Preachers on this Continent. And yet in (what I 
i>elieve to be) a proper view of things, the people 
in this country enjoy greater plenty and abundance 
of the mere necelTarics of lite, than thoTe of any 
country I ever knew, perhaps any country in the 
v^orld. For 1 have not in my three vifits to this 
Continent, in ail of which I have rode about 
g,6oo miles, either met with, or heard of, any 
white men, women or children, that have not had 
as much bacon, Indian corn, and fuel for fire, as 
they wanted, and an abundance to fpare ; nor ar« 
they badly off for clothing. 

The great revival however, and the great 
rapidity of the work of God, the peculiar con- 
folations of God's Spiiit which he has favoured 
me with, and the retirement I met with in thefe 
vaft Forefis, far overbalanced every trial. Many 
other circum {lances alib amply compenfatedforthe 
difagreeable parts of my journey. Sometimes a 
moil noble Viila of half a mile or a mile in length, 
would open between the lofty Pines. Sometimes 
the tender fawns and hinds would fuddenly appear, 
and, on feeing or hearing us, would glance through 
the w'oods, and vanifli away. Frequently indeed 
.vre were obliged to lodge in houtes built with 
round logs^ and open to every blafl of wind, and 
fometimes were under the necedity of deeping 
three in a bed. Often we rode fixteenor eighteen 
miles without feeing a houfe, or human creature 
but ourfelve6| ard often were obliged to furd very 
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deep and dangerous rivers, or creeks (as they are 
here called.) Many times we ate nothing from 
feven in the morning till fix in the evening; tho' 
fometimes we carried refrej^xnents with us, and 
partook of our temperatv rcpaR on flumps of trees- 
in the woods near iom<^ fpring or dream of water,. 
On the 9th of March we began our Conference 
in Georgia* *Hci'c wc agreed (as wc have ever 
fince, in cachoftheConfcrencesjthatMr, Wefley's- 
name fhould be inferted at the head of our imall 
annual Minutes, and alio in the form of difcipline: 
in the fmall Minutes as the fountain of our £pif^ 
copal office, and In the form of difcipline as the- 
father of the whole work under the divine 
guidance. To this all the Conferences have cheer- 
fully and .unanimouHy agreed. We have 2,011 
in Society in the ftate of Georgia : the increafe in 
the laft year has been 784. At this Conference- 
we agreed to build a College in Georgian and our 
principal friends in this (late have engaged to 
purchafe at leall 2,000 acres of good land for its 
lupport : for this purpofe there was 12,500 pounds- 
weight of Tobacco fuofcribed in one congregatioOf- 
which will produce, clear of all expences, about 
tool, (ierling. We have engaged to ere6b it, God 
willing, within $ve years, and do mofl: humbly- 
intreat Mr. Weiley to permit us to name i^ 
Wefley-College, as a memorial of his affe£lion for 
poor Georgia^ and of our great refpe8: for him. 
. On the 17th we opened our Conference iJ* 
CharUfton^ for the ilate of South Carolina. M/ 
congregations were, very large in this city, as well- 
as Mr. AJbury's^ and great liberty the Lord waS 
pleafed to give me. ' We were bitterly attacked xt^- 
the public papers, but our mild anfwer, I believe* 
did us more fervice, than the illiberal attempts of 
Qur perfecutors did us hurt. In this State we hav^ 
3)377 in Society: the increafe is 907* In my wa/' 
from this city I preached three fermons in a fmall 
town called GcorgC'Town^ in the . Court-houfe^ - 
where moil of the principal people of the neigh*" 
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»d attended every time, and heard with 
ention, though we never had any Society 
lar predching there. As the pious mafter 
(ireis of the houfe where I was mo|l hof- 

entertained, with their truly religious 
;r (though but young,) were defirous on 
ng of the Lord's Supper, I adminidered it 
• dwelling-houfc : and gave pcrmiflion to 
ious perfons of the congregation who 

it, to communicate with us : in confe- 
of which, near twenty well-dreflcd perfons 
' women, and fome of them, as I Was 
irds informed, women of property) all of 
had ferioufncfs engraved on their coutite* 
, joined us in that holy ordinance. In 
rt of the country I met with a fweet po* 
ivhich, when roafled, eats exaflly like t, 

apple, and can hardly be didinguifbed 
lellow apples in pies or puddings : how 
Ful is Providence ! I am daily filled with 
e, in meeting with fuch large congregations 
n favoured with in the mid ft of valt wiU 
es, and wonder from whence they come. 
; God may grant me the only hire I defire 

labours«<->the falvation of fouls! 
the 12th of April we opened our Con* 
5 for the State of iVorM Carolina at the houfe 
anterin the country (Brother Af'/Cwij^ At) on 
irders of a fine river called the Yeadkin. 
ten Preachers met us there, fome of whom 
"rom the other fide of the great Alleghany^ 
tains. The numbers in this State are 6,779 ; 
:rcale 741. We here received moft reviving 

concerning the progrefs of the work in 
:ke^ the new Weftern World (as wc call it.) 
sfe letters our friends in that country ear- 

intreat to have a College built for the edii- 
I of their youth, offering to give or purchafe 
or four theufand acres of good land for its 
rt. ' We debated the point, and fent them 

that if they will provide five thoufand 
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seres of fertile ground, and fettle it on fuch TiuU 
tecs as we ih^ll mention under the diredion of 
the Conference, we will undertake to completes 
College for that part of our Connexion within 
ten years. 

In travelling from this Conference to Vir^niaf 
we were favoured with one of the mod beautiful 
proipe£ls I ever beheld. The country, as far as 
we could fee from the top of a hill, was orna- 
mented with a great numoer of Peach orchardiy 
the Peach-trees being all in full bloflbm, and j 
difplaying a diverfity of the moft pleating co« 
lours, blue, purple, and violet. On tne oppofite ; 
fide of a beautiful vale which lay at the foot of - 
the- hill» ran the river Yeadkin, Tefle£ling the 
rays of the fun from its broad, placid ftream: 
and the mountains which bounaed the vieW| 
formed a very fine back ground for the com- 
pleating of the profpefl:. The two days following 
we rode on the ridge of a long hill, with a large 
vale on each fide, and mountains rifing above | 
mountains for twenty, and fometimes, Ifuppofei ! 
forty miles on each hand* 

In Haii/ax- County (Virginia) where I met with | 
much perfecution four years ago, almoft all the i 
great people of the county came in their chariots | 
and other carriages to hear me, and behaved with 1 
great propriety : there were not lefs than five 
Colonels in the congregation. On the i8th we ; 
opened our ferft Conference for the State oiVif ' 
ginid in the town of PcUrJburgh^ and both in. the 
public and private meetings the Lord was very , 
prefent with us. Thirteen Preachers were r^ 
ceived on trial, all well recommended : in the 
former Conferences there was not a fufiicient 
number of new Preachers to anfwer all our callli 
but in this Conference evciy deficiency was fup* 
plied. 

From Pitcrjburg we fet off for our fecond Vif 
ginia Coi fercnce, which we held in the town ct 
JLerJhurgh, vi filing Richmond by the way. At thi<» 
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Conference alfo we had a very comfortable time. 
rhe numbeis in Society in Virginia this year, are 
4,225 : the increafc 2,0^3. 
From Leejburgh we fct off through Alexandria 
md Annapolis for Baltimore. At Alexandria I 
preached in the great Prefbyterian Meeting-houfe 
which has been built in that town, and, praifed be 
God, gave huge offence to the unregenerate rich, 
and great joy to the pious poor, by the teflimony 
I then bore againfl (in* 

At Annapolis in Maryland^ after my lafl prayer 
on Sunday the 3d of May, the congregation be« 
gan to pray and praife aloud in a molt a(loni(h- 
ing manner* At fird I felt fome reludlance to 
enter into the bufinefs ; but foon the tears began 
to flow, and I think I have fcldom found a more 
comforting or ilrcngthcning time. This praying 
and praiiing aloud is a common thing throughout ' 
Virginia and Maryland, What (hall we fay ? 
SouU are awakened and converted by muhi- 
todes ; and the work is furcly a genuine work, if 
there be a genuine work of God upon earth. 
Whether there be wild-fire in it or not, I do 
aioii ardently wifh, thap there was fuch a work 
at this prcfent time in England* In one Meeting 
in this State wc^have reafon to believe that 
twenty fouls received full fandlification ; and it 
it common to have from twenty to fifty fouU 
juftified in a day, in one place. 

Our firit Conference for the State of Maryland^ 
begun in Baltimore on Tucfday the 4th, in which 
We were all unanimous and truly aflcclionate. On 
. the Wednefday evening after I had preached^ and 
Mr« AJbury exhorted, the congregation began to 
pray and praife aloud, and continued fo to do till 
two o'clock in the morning. Out of a congregation 
^two thoufand people, I fuppofe two or three 
Hundred were engaged at the fame time in praifing 
^»od, praying for the conviction and converfioa 
^ffinners, or exhorting thofe around them wiiH 
tba utmoii vehemence : and hundreds more wcie 
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engaged in wreftUng Prayer either for their owa 

^onverfion or Tanfiiiicatioiu ' The great noifis ef 

the people (oon brought a multkude to fee what 

ivas going on, for whom there was no room in 

the Church, which has been lately buitt, and will 

^old a larger congrcgatron than any other of our 

Churches in the States* One of our Elders wu 

<he mcaifs that night of the .converfion of feven 

poor penitents within his little circle in lefs than 

£fteen minutes. Such was the eealof many, that 

\fi tolerable company attended the preaching at five 

the next morning, notwithflandmg the late hour 

at which they parted. Next evening Mr, Afiurj^ 

nrcached, and again the congregation began as I 

before, and continued as loud and as long as the 

former evening. This praying and praifiag 

-aloud has been common in Baltimare for a con- I 

fidcrable time; notwithftanding our congregation 

ill this town was for many years liefore, one of the 

calmed and moil critical upon the Continent. 

JMany alfoof our Elders who were the foftefli moft 

conne&cd, and modfedate of our Preachers, have 

entered with all their hearts into this work. And 

it mud .be allowed, that gracious and wonderful 

has been the change, our greated enemies then* 

felves being the judges, that has been wrought iM 

tnultitudes, On whom this work begun at thoTe. 

^wonderful icafofis. 

On Friday the 8th, we fel off for our CollegCi 
^ivhich is about twenty-eight miles from BaUimorc* 
1 was highly pleafed with the progrefs they have 
4nadc towards the compleating of the building; 
the ^tuation delights me more than ever. TThere 
is not, 1 believe, a point of it, from whence the 
«ye has not a view of at lead twenty miles ; and 
•n fome parts the pro(pe^ extends even to fifty 
vniies i<i length. The water-part forms one of the 
mod beautiful views in the United States: the 
ChtafapetLk'Bay in all its grandeur, with a fine 
navigable j:iver (the Sufquehaana) which e»pti^ 
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Mclf into It, lying expofed to the view thvotigfr m 
great extent o£ country. 

During my fUy at the CoUegei I had feveraB 
fong converfations with Dr. I&U^ our Prefident^ 
ind am fatisfied beyond a doubt, that he is botlv 
kfec Scholar, the PhiioTopher, and the Gentle- 
man: he truly fears God, and pays a moft exa6V. 
Mid delicate attention to all the rules of the inr 
ftitution* Our ClaOic Tutor is a very piomiltng, 
jierfon : he is not yet the poliihed Scholar, like 
ditt. Prefident; but his manifelfc ilrength oF un* 
lerftandihg, and perfevering diligence, will foon, 
l-doubt not, perh^dl every thing that is wanting* 
And our £ngtr(h and Mathematical Mailer gives> 
VS confiderable fatisfaflion. 

On Saturday morning the 9th, I examined all 
the ClaiTes in private : and in the afternoon wc 
had a public exhibition of the different abilities 
Kod improvements of our young ftudents, Twa 
jfoung men difplayed great flrength of memory^ 
Ukd great propriety of pronunciation, in the ro^ 
petition or two chapters of Sheridan on Elocution^ 
«ad were rewarded by Mr. Afbury^ as a fmall tef* 
limony of our approbation, with a dollar apiece. 
One little boy, a fon of Mr. DaUam^s^ a neigh- 
bouring gentleman, delivered Memoriter, a fine 
fpecch out of Zic^i with fuch an heroic fpirit, 
and with fuch great propriety, that I prefcnted. 
htm with a little piegc of gold. Three other boys 
ilfo fo excelled in gardening, that Mr. AJbur^ 
rewarded them with a dollar each. But what is 
befl of all, many of them are truly awakened. 
However, we were obliged to undertake the 
painful taik, in the prefence of the Trudees,. 
Maflers, and Students, of folemnly expelling a 
young lad of fifteen years of age, to whofe learn- 
ing we had no obje^ion, but whofe trifling, ir- 
religious condu£l, and open ridicule, among the 
Students, of experimental religion, we coula not 
pafs over : as we are determined to have a Col« 
lege, in which religion and learning i)iall go 
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hand in hand together, or to have none at all*. 
But nothing relating to this inftitution berhaps 
has given me greater pleafure, than to find V9t 
are already enabled to fupport four fludents fullyt 
and two in part, (Preachers fons and orphans) on 
the charitable foundation. 

On Wednefday the 14th, we opened ourfecottd 
Conference for the State of Maryland in Cktjltf' 
Towriy where alfo we had nothing but love and 
unanimity. The numbers in Society in Maryland 
are 11,117; ^^c inci-eafe 1,107. ^" **^*^ ^^^ ^^^ 
and fecond days of the Conference, there was 
much praying and praifing aloud in the congrc*. 
gation. The fecond day they began at three in 
the afternoon, immediately after the facramentfo 
that we could not hold a love-fcaft, as we' in*' 
tended, and continued till eight in the evcnitJgJ 
when Brother J?t;m/if, one of our Elders, -preach- 
ed. After preaching, while he was giving out 
his laft hymn, they began again, and continued 
till eleven at night. A Lawyer who came thtxt 
but of curiofiiy, and who is eminent for his 
good fenfe, and great abilities in his profeffiony 
was conflraincd in the midft of this woi-k to ac- 
knowledge, to feme who were near him, that he 
believed it proceeded from the interference of * 
Divine Power. 

On the 18th, we began our Conference in Phi^ 
ladelphia for the State of Pcnjtfylvania^ in whicl^ •• 
as uiual, we had perfcft unanimity. The num-*** 
bers in this State and in the little State of DeU^^ 
warty in which two States the Circuits are fi^ 
mixed that the numbers cannot eafily be fcpa^ ^ 
rated, are 2,000. There has been in thefi^ 
diflri£ls a decreafe on the whole of fifty-fij^ 
members. On the third evening we were fa-*^ 
voured with fomc breathings of the Spirit^^ 
which, I hope, will prove the beginning of bettcr^^ 
days in this city. 

There is a cuftom peculiar to the American 
Preachers, which is this ; If there be more 
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Prcaclicrs than one in a congregation, the 
'Preat:hers that have not preached, give each qf 
them a warm exhortation. And as far as I can 
judge by external efFe6ls wrought on the con- 
gregations, and by confequent enquiry and in« 
formation, more good has been done in moft 
inliances by the exhortations than by the fermon : 
more fouls have been: awakened and converted to 
God 

In our Conference which began in Trenton on. 
the 23d, for the State of New Jerjey, all the 
Preachers feemed full of love. The few friends 
wc have in this town, did every thing, I believe, 
that they oould conceive, to make us comfort- 
able : but alas ! the work is, and ever has been, 
at a v^ry low ebb in this place. The numbers < 
in Jtrjey^ are 1,751 : - here aHo there has been a 
dftcreafe of 295* This will neceffarily happen 
Ibmetimes in fo extendve a work ; yea, where 
the Miniflers have been moft faithful. Rotcen 
members, be they ever fo numerous, mud be 
lopped off, or we (hould foon become like other 
men* We have three Indians in this Dillri^l : : 
and who knows but they are the fir ft- fruits, of a^^ 
glorious harveft among that people. 

On the 2ftth, we opened ourlaft Confl^rence vet 
New-York for that State— a Confereace,.like the 
others, all peace and concord, Glocy,. glory be to 
God ! In this 'city we have a great revival, and a 
great increafe ; in confequence of which we are 
going to build a fecond Church. In the country- 
parts of this State, Freeborn Gaxrtttfony one of our : 
rredding Elders, has been greatly blcfled ; and is 
endu^ with an uncommon talent for opening new 
places. With a fet of inexperienced but zealous . 
youths, he has not only carried our work an this s 
State as high as Lake Chaplain^ but has raffed 
congregations in moft of the States of'^New-Eng^ 
Utndf and alfo in the little State of Fermouvt^ . 
xriihin about a hundred miles of Montr.eaL The.- 
numbers in the State ef New'Tork^ aec 2,004 * 
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the incrcafc 906. The whole number in the 
United States, is 43,265 : the whole increafe 6,1 1 1 : 
which is very great, confidering that not more 
than eight months, or thereabouts, have elapfcdf 
fince the lail Conference. Of the above-menti- . 
oned number, 35,021 are Whites, 8,241 are Blacks, 
and three are Indians. 

We have now fettled our Printing bufinefs, I 
truU, on an advantageous footing, both for the 
people individually, and the conne6lion at large; 
as it is Bxed on a fecure balis, and on a very en- 
larged fcale. The people will thereby be^mpljr 
fuppliedwith Books of pure divinity for their 
reading, which is of the n'^xt importance to 
preaching : and the profits of the Books are to be 
applied, partly to BniQi, and pay off the debt of 
our Colleec; and, partly, to eftablilb Mifi&ons 
and Schools among the Indians. 

And through the blefTing of God we are npv 
determined to ufe our efforts to introduce the goC- 
pcl among the Indians : in confequence of which, 
my indefatigable Brother, Mr» Afiury^ is to fct off 
foon for Fort' Pitt. ^ where we are in the firft inr 
iUnce to build a Church and School, as the gran<^ 
Chief of a nation or tribe of Indians who lives no^ 
far from that Fort, and who are at peace with th^ 
States, has expreHed an earned defire of having 
Chridian Miniiters among his people. O that th ^ 
day of God's vifitation to thofe poor Qutcafls o^ 
men, may now be arrived ! 

On the 5th of June I took my leave of Mi^^ 
Afiury^ the Preachers of the Nezv-York Diflri6t^ 
and my other kind friends of New-York 2 and fe^ 
ofiF in the (hip Unions for Liverpool^ at which Porf^ 
we landed on the loth of July. The Captain an<S^ 
crew were^ at leafl in my preCpnce, decent an^ 
well-behavedy and the Captain himielf very kind 
and attentive to pleafe. Mod of them had been 
brought up in the Prelbyterian Ghurch, and very 
cheerfully admitted morning and evening family* 
fervice^ as, wetll as a fermon every LordVday, 
and attended very regularly. Many of them 

joined 
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joined -us in (ingiog hymns at the feveral fervices* 
But not one of them, I am. afraid, is truly awaken- 
ed, though I obferved fome of them reading the 
little books which I gave them, with great at- 
tention; and a folemn fpirit reHed on the whole 
company, the lafl time I prayed with them. 

Divine Providence has favoured us with a 
quiet and pleafant voyage on the whole. My 
books, my papers, and, above all, fellowfbip with 
Goo, have made the' whole way agreeable. 
Captain C6ok*s Voyages to the pacific ocean, and 
Captain Carver's Travels among the Indian nations 
in North' America^ afforded me great entertain- 
xnent. But^what an awful obiervation is that of 
Mr. Fofier's^ who publilhed a Journal of his 
Voyage with Captain Cocth^ the fccond time the 
Captain failed round the World ! ** It is,*' fays 
be, unhappy enough, that the unavoidable confe* 
aiience of all our Voyagci of Difcovery, has 
always been the lofs of a number of innocent 
lives.: but this heavy injury done to rhe little 
uncivilized communities which Europeans have 
vifited, is trifling when compared to the irretriev- 
able harm entailed upon them by corrupting their 
morals. " If thefe evils" adds the benevolent 
writer, ** were in fome meafure compenfated by 
the introduftion of fome benefit in thefe coun** 
tries, we might at leafl comfort ourfelvcs, that 
what they loTt on one hand, they gained on the 
other; but I fear that hitherto our intercourfe 
bas been wholly difadvantageous to the ii^habi- 
tants of the South Seas." 

What a pity it is, that the pure intentions of 
OTIC 6f the beft of Sovereigns, the great- patron 
of the Axxi and Sciences ; as well as all the ex- 
pehce of the different voyages ; (hould thus be 
unaccompanied with any beneficial effeft. But if 
the (alvation of many fouls was to be the glorious 
confequence, his Majefty and every perfon. con- 
cerned that loves our Redbemer, would have a 

conipeitiatiun 
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cotnpenfation indeed. And I might add, in- 
rerpe6l to any temporal benefits that might arife 
cither to the iflands of the PacificOceanor to our 
own country, fuch an intercourfe would nccef*' 
farily be opened between them and us, if MifHons 
for the eiUbliQiment of the gofpel among them 
were fet on foot, and through the blefling of God 
fucceeded, as would probably make any benevo* 
lent fcheme of a civil or political kind, not only 
feadble, but eafy. 

On Saturday, July 4, fome time before fun-fe(| 
I was indulged with one of the mod delicious 
entertainments of the kind, I was ever favoured 
with ; which was a fet of the mod grand and 
beautiful calm-clouds, as the failors term them, I 
ever beheld, rifing up on the edge ef the horiion 
on the North* No pencil can defer ibe. or tongue 
exprefs their beauty. Being not far diftant from 
the coaflof Ireland, I apprehended for a moment 
that 1 difcerned the mod beautiful land-profped:, 
gilded over by the horizontal beams of the fetting 
lun« The colours and appearances were fo -dronf, 
and all the tints fo very lively, that the imagi- 
nation could with the utmod eafe realize (loping 
hills, perpendicular rocks, magnificent turrets 
feated on beautiful eminences, and here and there 
an opening glade or lawn, and fometimes even a 
town or village* Thofe whojire not acquainted 
with the feas, or have never minutely attended 
to the beauty and granduer of thefe calm-clouds,^ 
have no conception of the pleafure I felt on. the 
occalion ; efpecially as my mind was enabled in 
fome meafure to afcendup to the celedial Limner, . 
whofe glory and bandy- work were fo vi&bly.dif-* 
played before me. *' But they were mere clouds/' 
lays the phlegmatic fcorner. And what is the 
ivork of a Raphael, but canvas and paint ? AH 
is cloud and vapour, but the enjoyment of God ! 
In about half aa hour the delightful, fcenery 
cUfapp«are4»

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On the 8th in the morning, the Captain 'W 
formed me that we had been in imminent dan- 
ger the night before, from a very fudden and 
violent fquall of wind on the Devonfhlre-coaft^ 
tb<b (hip having run in the night*time, through ai 
niiftake of the Captain, too far to the South, in- 
dead of failing along the Irifli Coaft. Great, as 
it Teems, the noife and alarm was on the occadon, 
1 waft faft adeep the whole tim»; but the Keeper 
of Ifrtal neither (lumbered nor (lept. 

On the 9th, we pafFed by the awful rock in 
the Irilh channel, called the MiadU-Mou/ct where 
two years ago, Mr* IVefley and myfelf with about 
ten of the Preachers, were nearly lod, our (hip 
ftriking againfl: the rock about forty times in 
an hour and five minutes, and our deliverance 
appearing to have b^en a verv extraordinary an- 
fwer to prayer. O that the folemn providences 
of Cod, wnlch have brought me many a time to 
tne very jaws of a watery grave, and then ilcpt ia 
with favmg power, may pcrfcftly unfetter my.' 
fdul from eartn, and bring it, through divine grac^i 
into the clofeft union with my God*

N the i6th ofOaoberwc failed from Fa^ 
mouth. Sir John Orde^ Governor of X>**. 
minicaf the Captain, maftcr, furgcon, Mr. X/^^-^' 
Mr. Werrill and myfclf, were the company in t>»* 
Cabin. The Captain was very kind and attentive 
to us, and we had an abundance of every thii^8 
ive could defire to make the voyage comfortable* 
Every Friday we obferved as a real Faft : ar» ^ 
every evening we had family-prayer with tf^® 
failors, but could not prevail to have prayer i ^ 
the morning. The failors excufed themfelves \^ 2 
faying they had not time. On each Lord's day -*" 
read prayers on deck, and one of us preached* 
The Boatfwain, we have no doubt, was und^? 
genuine convidion long before we arrived at Ba^'^ 
hadoes; and on a mature and minute examination 
before we landed, we have great reafon to hop^ 
that two more were awakened. On the 22d inft^^ 
we landed on the \{[2ind of BarbadoeSf having bee^ 
five weeks and two days on our voyage. Th^ 
plcafing profpeft of BridgtQwn and the plantation^ 

arouad- 
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arodnd it^ With the (hips and harbour, which 
forms ono of the tnofl beautiful prorpe6ls of the 
kind in the Wtjt'lndies{ had a very pleafing efFe£l; 
on the minds oJFthe two miflionariesy Meflrs. Ly^ 
^»J and WtrrilL 

\ preached three times in Bridgtown^ and waft 
favoured, particularly the laft evening, with large 
congregations. The Prcaching-houfe will hold 
about feven hundred people, is very airy, and 
in every refpeA commodious. Mr. Pearccy our 
Miflionary m this ifland for the two lall years, 
has undergone very great perfccutions ; but the 
Lord at laSi inclined the heart of one of the Ma* 
gidrates towards him, who defended him with 
fpirit, and reduced all to peace. A very extraor- 
dinary name has been fixed on the Methodifls in 
this IQand— «« HaUelujah." Even the Iktle ne- 
groes in the Greets call them by the name of Hal" 
iciujahj as they pafs along. On the morning after 
1 landed, I paid a viGt to Governor Parryy who 
received me with much courtefy. A foundation 
^or a great work, I am perfuaded, has been laid 
fecre, though the fociety at prefent is vefy fmaH. 
' Having left Mr. Lyons behind me with direc- 
tions to meet meat St. Chrijiophcr's^ l.Miled on th^ 
ft3d after preaching in the evening, with Mr. Wcr^' 
^m for Ktngftcrtf St. Vincent's^ where I arrived oA 
the day following, time enough to preach in Che 
Evening to a full houfe. Our chapel in Kingfton 
tonne rly belonged to the Roman Catholics, but 
lias been lately purchafed by us. It will hold 
^ibout two hundred and twenty. The next day I 
fet off with Mr. Baxter and Mr. fVerriU to vifit 
the Societies on the windward fide of the Ifland* 
The country is very hilly, and Angularly full of 
pi^urefque fcenes. The fleep mountains with 
their fharp peaks, the cocoa-trees and plantains, 
the Grew-grew whofe trunk is fmaller at the bot- 
tom than the top, and which is frequently quite 
covered (branches, leaves and all) by a plant like 

the 
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tlie Ivy, the fugar-canes planted on the gentle 
declivities of the mountains, (vales there are none 
in this Ifland, 'except in the Caribb-Country) the 
coffee and cotton plantations^ the Atlantic Ocean 
conftantly in view, the milk-white foam of the fea 
between the rocks and promontories, fometimes 
covering a great cxpani'e of water, and the burn- 
ing fun exulting in his (Irength and gilding the 
ilrong perpetual verdure of the whole vegetable 
creation — form fuch fcenes as perfons unacquain- 
ted with the torrid zone have hardly any concep- 
tion of, Mr. Wcrrill was fo charmed with the 
firofpetls, that heconfeffedhe felt himfelf pcrfcft- 
y reconciled to the Weft- Indies, 

We rode to the borders of the Caribb-Latd* 
Poor people ! When Mrs. Baxter took her leave 
"of fome of them, (he wept bitterly, and prayed 
they might have another call, and might accept 
and not rcje6l it as they did the late one. As we re- 
turned, a negro woman ran up to us out of afield 
to Ihakc us by the hand. " Do you love God, " fai^ 
Mr. W^rrill to her. " Yes," faid (he, " I do, other- 
wife I would not have come to you. I have lc\^ 
the Rcdccn^cr's Life and Death in my foul." TH® 
anfwcr of an old negro to his leader in KingflO^ 
% (hort time paft, contaired in it all the religiO** 
of the celebrated converfation between Dr. Ta^' 
ier and the beggar. " If your driver (hould lay y(7 'J 
down and flog you, what would you do?" fai^ 
the leader: " Me fhould love him ftill," faid h^* 
•< But if you fliould get no meat, what would yo*-* 
do then ?'* added the Leader : "Me eat," replied h-^ 
<« Mc tank me fader ; me no eat, me tank me fa-* 
der: me live, me tank me fader; me die, m^ 
tank me fader," I find the converted negroes it* 
thefe Iflands generally fpeak of God under th© 
denomination of father. There is certainly a 
profpeft of a great flame throughout the Ifland, 
xven many of the Roman Catholics themfelves, 
of whom there are feveral families here, prefer 
our Miflionaries to their own Priefls, and have 

fent 
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nt for Mr. Baxter to baptize their children. 
[r. Lumb has alfo laboured very faithfully andiuc* 
sfifuUy in this Circuit, 



SECTION IL 

3N the 27th of Nov. 1790, I failed with Mr. 
Baxttr for the Ifland of Grenada^ where wo 
rived on the next day about eleven o* cck. 
/c firfl called on Mr. Lynch of the town of St. 
corgCy who formerly lived in Antigua^ and was 
icn an acquaintance of Mr. Baxter. At his 
3ufewefoundavery comfortable lodging. Being 
LC Lord's-day, we went to Chuich as foon as we 
id dreffed ourfelves. The Minifter, Mr. Dcnt^ 
as in the midft of his ferraon. After the fer- 
on was over, we waited on him in the Vcflry- 
>om, where he received us with true chriflian 
Lndnefs, and introduced us to feveral ferious co* 
ured people, who were then with him in the 
cftry^room. 

^r. Dent was Curate oi'Bridgtozon in BarbadoeSf 
lien I vilited that lAand two years ago. He i; 
ic only Clergyman in thefe Iflands that has 
ewn any regard for the Mcthodifls. He 
^fended us in every company, till he himfelf 
igan to fall into reproach : when that amiable, 
at admirable man, General Mattheivs, \ihc Cover-* 
3r of Grenada and Commander in Chief of the 
drees in the Caribbee-IHands, fingled him 
U, and gave him the Living of St. George's^ 
fenada. 

Soon after we left Mr. Dent^ we waited on the 
>eneral. He honoured us with about an hour's 
onvcrfation concerning the <ie{ign of our vifit, 
nd begged we would fend Miflionaries to the 
Hand, " For," faid he, «< I wifh thai the Ne- 
rocs may be fully inftrufted, and there will be 
^rk enough for you and the Clergy of the 

I* llldnd/' 



Ifland.'* 1 thought I oould not but promiTe him 
2i Miflionary, which 1 accordingly did. We 
<iiQcd with him. Among the company at dinner^ - 
vfGie the Prefident of the Council, the Speaker - 
•of the Affcmbly, &c. The Speaker, during the 
converration,expreiFed a ftrong defire that I would 
viiit him at his ieat in the country, biFered to fup- 
ply me and my friend with horfes, to ride with 
«us thFOugh the Ifland, and to introduce me to 
mod of the gentlemen In it : but my plan would 
not admit of it. In the evening I preached in a 
large room to a numerous and deeply attentive 
congregation. About the middle of the difcourfe 
two or three young men at the door were very 
noify for a minute or two ; but on my obferving 
.to them that there were Magiflrates in that Ifland 
who would do us jultice, they thought proper to 
withdraw. After preaching I found tnat a 
Society of about twenty feeking fouls had been 
formed by one Painter^ a free Mulatto^ and fome 
time a member of our Society in Antigua. Th^ 
following morning at fix o'clock Mr. Baxtar 
preached, and the room was oiearly BUed. la 
preaching he found his foul fo moved towards the 
people, that he promifed them he would himfelf 
return as their raltor, if no one elfe could be 
nominated at the Conference. 

A Negro called on me to inform me that Mr. 
Baxter had nearly finifhed his difcourfe (as I (laid 
jAt home to write, but was defirous of taking my 
leave of the people) and the poor man obferved 
to me, that a little time ago he dreamed that two ' 
Minifters came to the ifiand for the benefit of 
the Blacks; he added, that as foon as he faw 
Mr. Baxter and me enter the Church, he knew 
us immediately to be the very fame perfons who 
had been reprefented to him in his dream. I 
went and gave the people a fhort exhortation, 
after which a very genteel black woman, who was 
free and of fome property, came up, and taking . 

b rother 
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brother Painter by the hand feid, ** Sir, tfii** 
good man has kindled a fpark among us, and I' 
hope you wiil fend us afiifiance that it may be' 
preferved and increafed/' We breakfaded witli 
Mr. Denb ; and afterwards made a vifit to Mr. 
Williams^ Comptroller of the CuRoms, and Mem- 
ber for the town of St. George, Mr. Williams has 
beard the Gofpel in England^ and, I believe^ 

-wloves it» He gave us great encouragement, 
cxprefled his delire that we would yilithim at his* 
country-houfe, and afTured us that he would be 

-glad to open the way of any Miifionary we (houid 
iend as far a» he could.. 

About eleven in the morning we let off on a 

journey of about thirty miles over the higheOr 
kills in the Ifland. On the top of the higheii 
we could wear our great coats buttoned. On 
this hill there is one of the bed Inns 1 have met 
with in* the Weji-Indies^ for the kindncfs of the 
people, and the rcafonablenefs of their charges : 
it is alfo very commodious. It is called Grand 
£tang from a great Lake which is near it. This 
Eiake ift very deep, and fupplies (I am informed) 
by fubterraneous paflages the twelve rivers (brooks 
we ihould call them) which water the l{land» 
The Lake is fur rounded by large Peaks covered 
with wood. If I was to turn hermit, I think. I 
(bould fix on this place, where I would make 
circular walks, and fix an obfervatory on one of 
the Peaks, and fpend my time in communion 
with God, and in the {ludy of Ailronomy and 
Botany. At the Tavern we met with a fervant 
of the gentleman (John Rae^ ^^^0 whom we 
tvcrc going to vilit, who brought us by the 
neareft but a wretched way to his mailer's houi>e 
about nine at night. The gentleman of the houfe, 
who is the Agent of two principal Weji-Indm 
merchants in London^ from one of whom I brought 
bim a recommendatory letter, treated us with 
livery attention and kindncfs, and informed us 

La that 
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that he had nine hundred Negroes under him 
diredion ; and that they were (as far as hi^ 
inQuence went) open to the in(lru£lion, and hi^ 
houfe to the entertainment of any Milfionary ■ 
(hould recommend. We Oiall have fome diAeul^ 
ty with thofe Negroes, as the Romilh Priefc. 
have too great a fooling among them* 

The next day we rode to a town called Guair^ 
where we took ihipping again ; and after touck-s 
ing at St. Vincent's and taking up Mr. Lurn^ arm< 
Mr. Werrilif arrived in Antigua on the 5th «?: 
December. 

Here I indeed found myfelf at home ; zx^d 
/pent four comfortable days in this Ifland. At 
the baptifm of three adults we had a memorable 
time. One of them was fo overcome, that (bifi 
fell into a fwoon, and all (he faid for fome HvnCf 
but with an inraptured countenance, was, *' .Hea* 
ven ! Heaven! Come I Come!" On the laft 
evening, alter I had preached, three drunken 
gentUnun (fo called) attacked Mr. Baxter in a 
mod rude manner at the door of the chapcK 
He made feme reply, on which they feized hirXJ 5 
and one of them cried out, « 1*11 murder thc«> 
Baxter^ 1*11 murder thee." Mrs. Baxter heariTJ^ 
the horrid cxpreiHons, feemed to be almofl di** 
traflcd: and many of the Negroes cried, " M**' 
Baxter, our own Mr. Baxter is murdered* 
Many who were in their own houfcs, and dH* 
not diftinftly undcritand the cry, apprehended 
there was a fire : fo that foon the whole tow^ 
"was in an uproar. Two Magiflrates howeve*^ 
with great fpirit and difcretion, at lail redu«e^ 
every thing to order ; and fent to Mr. Baxter to 
inform him, that if he would lodge an informs^ 
tion. in the morning, the rioters (hould be fevereiy 
punifhed. We returned our thanks by letter ifi 
the molt courteous and grateful manner we wer0 
able ; but informed them that we took greater 
plealure in forgiving than in profecuting, and 

theref^ro 
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lerefore begged leave to drop our information, 
Xhe work of God deepens in this Ifland ; and 
le converted Negroes give a more pointed and 
lore fcriptural account of their experience than 
icy ufed to do. On Wedncfday the eighth, at 
levcn at night we fet fail for St Ckrijhpher's^ 
tid ^fter touching at MoniferraU (where I truil 
kTr fhall foon have a miflion) we lafrded on St. 
^itt*s on the ninth at ten at night. 
• Three of the Preachers being not yet arrived, 
fet off with Mr. Baxter to vifit St Euftalius an 
He tenth. Landing late in the evening we 
lelayed our vriit to the new Governor (who has 
^n lately fent out from Holland) till the morn- 
ing. When we waited on him, he received 114^ 
^ith very great rudenefs indeed. Finding from 
(tKjuiry that the truly-ferious had liberty to mecit 
Ogether without moleftationy we judged it beffc 
to leave the Ifland as quietly as poiTible. How*-* 
iver, we called on our kind friend Mr. Lindjay^ 
l^ho had received me and my brethren with To 
tQuch love and hofpitality two y^ars ago: bu,t^ 
^as! we found him and left him in the depth of 
defpair. The only reafon he gave us for hi«v 
deplorable fituation was4 that the Lord had very 
powerfully c^alled him time after time to preach,. 
jUid that he had a» often refiflcd the call ; till? 
^ laft he entirely lofl a fenie of the favour oF 
©od. He feemea to have no hope left. Wc- 
^Qdeavoured toraife his drooping. head, but all' 
^ vain. By this time our arrival on the liland 
Was well known :* and while we were at break- 
h^L in the Inn, one of the brethren, a white mant 
^f the nameof i^>r, called on us, and informed 
^ that upwards of two hundred met regularly 

in Cla^'s-under their refpe^iivc Leaders , thar 

the Lord had railed eight exhorters among them, 
<rfwho he was one ;.that they all lookedon them— 
fclves as Methodills ; and that if I would* 
ionefpond with them from time to time by thft - 
Way of St. Kki's^ they wouidpun£ltially perform- 
alL the dircdions Ihat fl^ould be given them. 
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ronccming tT)c management of the Society* He 
Mo informed me that a conliderable number <X 
the brethren and fifters that were free NcgroeSf 
intended being at St. Kitt's on Chriftmas-day, in 
order to enjoy the ordinances with one of our 
Miniftcrs. I promifed to corrfefpond with them, 
and difired them to refer all their diificuhies to 
the advice and decifion of our Aflidant-Minifter 
in St. CHriftopher's^ The above-mentioned brother 
Ryify was awakened about four years ago by poor 
black Harry^ of whom I can hear no tidings* 
We afterwards fet fail for the Ifland of Ai^i'i 
where we arrived in the evening* 

My old hofpitable friend Mr. Ward^ the Judge 
of the Admiralty, received me with every kind* 
nefs and civility. On Sunday the twelfth, I 
preached twice and Mr. Baxter once in otir 
Chapel in Charte/totun^ the only town in thfs 
IQand« In the courfe of the day we held a Love<- 
feaO*, where I enjoyed much fatisfa6iion in the 
accounts given by feme of our brethren concern- 
ing their experience. One young black man 
particularly, who fpoke better Englifh than the 
reft, gave us a very pleafing detail of the circum* 
ftances of his convi£lion and converfion— hovr 
he was drawn (to ufe his own words) out of the 
dark (hades, and from the power of Satan, into 
glorious liberty. The next day we paid (bort 
vifits to feveral of our friends in the countryt 
particularly Mr. Richard Nejhitt^ the moft pious 
white man I believe I have ever met with in the 
Wtft'lndiesy the Miflionaries themfelves perhap* \ 
excepted. He has met with many misfortunes ^ 
in life, but he is truly crucified to the world, and < 
the' world to him. He is not afliamed to adift tiS 
in inflru6ling and exhorting the numerous bodied 
of Negroes on the feveral eftates of his firft coufi^ 
Mr. Walter Nefiitt, on one of which he refidcs* 
From his hout(6, and with him, we went to dio^ 
with Walter Nefiitt, Efq; who has, con<5enterc<* 
in himi every thing that can conititute the nui^ 
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m/( hmiour and the gentleman* I never knew^ 
^ill my prefent vifit to this Idand, that the fenli^ 
tive plant J9 a native of the Wtjl- Indies. And 
now, for the firll inflance^ I found time to 
examine the whole procefs of fugar-making. 

In the evening I preached and lodged in the 

lioufe of Mr* Kane^ a Planter and a friend, where 

that dear man Mr. Richard Nejhitt concluded the 

day with us, and ptomifed to make us .a viftt at 

St. KitVs^ which he accordingly performed. The 

next morning we returned to St. Chrifiopher'Sf and 

our abfent brethren foon after arriving, we began 

our Conference on Wednefday the fifteenth of 

December* It continued for two days and part 

of a third, and was conduced and concluded in 

" great peace* 



SECTION III. 
At Sea, near Cape Florida, Jan. 4, 1791ft 

ON the 18th of December I failed for the 
I Hand ol St. Fincent^ as I could hear of no 
Veflel bound for Jamaica^ in any Ifland leeward. 
The time would not allow me to.vifit any of. the 
Virgin IJlands* I was obliged to overlook even 
Tortola itfelf, though our testimony tor the Lord 
Jefus has been more bleQed for the time in that 
ifland than in any other, A remarkable circum« 
ftance which lately happened in this place de« 
ferves to be noticed. Mrs.Zt//y, a Quaker Lady, 
in whofe houfe at Santa Cruz I preached about 
two years ago, came over to Toriola on a vidt* 
At that time the MiflHonaries were under a warm 
perfecution. And Mrs. Liliy^ who is well known 
and refpefled in the Ifland, went from houfe to 
houie among the principal inhabitants of Road'* 
town^ teftifying againfl their condufi, and de- 
claring her full perfuafion that the Mii&onaries 

; wer« 
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were men of God. " But are not you a Qtiikei^ 
Mrs. ZzV/y," faid fevcral of them ? «« I am," faid 
{he, ** both a Quaker and a Methodifl ; and I 
tell you, vou are injurfng both yourfeives and 
jour community by your oppofltion to thofe 
holy inen.^ Her teltimony hada very good effe^ 
on many. 

1 fpcnt my Chriflmas very comfortably and 
profitably to myfelf, and I trail to ochers in that 
romantic Ifl-cind, St. Vincent*s» On Monday the 
lyth, I went with Mr. Werrill on board the (hip 
iamaica bound for Montcgo-Bayj the third town 
Ki the ifland of Jfa>naica* Our company werd 
Captain Sherry and his agreeable wife, :'who is 
ray country woman, from IVaUs) and three othe* 
agreeable Ladies. The (hip was lately built i^ 
Briftcl^ ii very large, and has the bed accommO* 
datiOQS of any (hip I ever failed in. After .* 
very agree abl«^ pafTage we landed at Montego-Bay 
on the 5th of January. 

This town probably contains about five thoti' 
fand inhabitants*: and the trees and plantatiot^^. 
are fo interfperfed, as to give it the moft r-ur3>' 
appearance of any town, I think, I ever favi^^ 
But we were without a friend or iingle ^cquai^'* 
tance : and to thofe who are endued with M^ 
tendered focial feelings, this is no fmall trial' -^ 
though I do know in the general, to the glory o^ 
the grace of God be it acknowledged,, that th^ 
Lord is a fufficient confolation in every, place. ^ 
had however a ilrong perfuafion that there wa#' 
work for us to do in this town : we therefoztf 
went to a lodgingrhoufe, where we were veryi 
kindly tceated. A recommendatory letter wJiich'^ 
£ brought with me from a friend in Cark^ to a 
principal Gentleman in the neighbourhood, pro<» 
cured for us^ an elegant dinner, but no adviee orr 
help as to our main defign. I walked about the-, 
flreets, peeping and enquiring, but could hear o£ 
no place in which I could preach ; and topreacki 
•ut of doors is almoft im^ra^icable in this burn«>^ 



ing.clime: befides, the Negroes in general are 
not able to attend till the evening, when the 
heavy dews would render it in a high degree im- 
prudent and dangerous to preach abroad. In 
this dilemma we ihould have fet ofF as foon as 
pollible for Kings ton , if I could have got our 
Woxcs out of the fhip, and fent off my heavieft 
things to CharUJlon before me ; but this we could 
not bring to bear for three or four days. 

"While we were dining on the following day at 
an Ordinary, I firoply told the company of the 
bufinefs on which 1 was come, and complained 
of my hard lot in being prevented of the oppor* 
tunity of preaching to the inhabitants of the 
town for want of a place. One of them obferved 
that the large Affembly-room which was fre- 
quently ufed as a Play-houfe, and was formerly 
the Church where divine fervice was performed 
on Sundays, would be very commodious.' Im- 
mediately after dinner we waited on the Pro- 
prietor of the AfTembly-room, whofe name is 
^i^own, a private Gentleman, who has a large 
f«»niily and fmall property, but whom I fhall 
^vcr remember with gratitude and cfleem. He 
Very generoufly gave me the ufe of the room» 
which has two fmall galleries, and will contain 
about five or fix hundred people, gratis, and alfo 
lighted it at his own expence. The firfl evening 
^ had mod of the principal people of the town to 
^ear me, who attended invariably during the 
*our evenings I preached there : but hardly any 
of the coloured people attended that evening, the 
^an whom I fent round the town calling only at 
the houfes of the Whites. But every evening 
afterwards the Blacks attended, and their num- 
bers increafed beyond expeflation. Each even- 
ing the (X>ngregation in general heard with deep 
attention. *A few rakes only clapped their hands^ 
and cried out, " encore, encore," the firll and 
fecond evenings after I had concluded ; but were 
from that time prevented by the interference of 

two 
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two or three Gentlemen. On the Sunday morn* 
ing we went to Church : but a little rain fallingy 
the congregation confided only of half a dozen or 
thereabouts at the exa£b time of beginning, on 
which the Miniiler walked out: if he had con« 
defcended to ha^e waited ten minuted longer, we 
ihould have been I believe, about' twenty. The 
Sunday before alfo there had been no fervice» 
In fome of the pariflies of this Idand there is no 
Church, nor any divine feivice performed, ex' 
cept the burial of the dead, and chriflentngs, and 
weddings in private houfes, though the Livings- 
are very lucrative. But I will write no more on . 
this fubje£b, left I ihould grow indignant. The- 
Church in this town is fmall, but peculiarly ele* F 
gant. It has been newly built at tne expence of ' 
about twelve thoufand pounds flerling. 

In the evening I had about five hundred hearers^ 
After as faithful a fermon as I was able to give 
them on the Necel&ty of the New<fiirth, I io* 
formed them that Mr. Hammet^ I believed, wouM 
foon vifitthem, whom I flrongly recommended^ 
nor did they (Aem difpleafed. Two or three 
poor Blacks embraced an opportunity of rq.uee2» 
xng my hand, and dropt fome words which con*- 
vinced me they had been much aSefted with 
what they had heard. 

Having now fettled all matters in re^efltonqr 
boxes ; and opened, I trufl, a little door for the 
gofpel at MontegO'Bay^ I fet off with Mr. IVcrrUt 
for Kingston on the 10th of January. Finding, 
that we could, not hire horfcs for this journey 
under i81. flerring or thereabouts^ I purchaied 
two poor, weak horfes to carry us and our faddle^ 
bags. It IB fo extraordinary, fo perfeflly neW 
in this country for any one to ride with laddie" 
bags, that we were (bared at, while we jogged 
along on our poor little creatures, as two Phoeno* 
xncna in natuxe. O how fweet it is to drink of 
the cup of Chrifl ! The diflance from Monteg§* 
fi(^ to Kingstcn is one hundred and twenty-fix 
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ilcs, which K a very long journey in that bum- 
ig ^imi/tCf efpecially as the roads were very 
*ep in the plains, through the vail 4]uantity of 
tin which had lately fallen ; and we had two 
ountains to croft« 

In the courfe of the firft day we met two Nc- 
"oes, one of whom was crying for the lofs of ' 
11 hat, which a failor had floien from him % 
itlc before. I propofed to Mr. Werrill to return 
id overtake the failor, which we accordingly did. 
e had a companion with him : and both of them 
ere very itrong, and might foon have conquered 
I and our pitiful horfes ; but Providence re- 
rained them, though I fpoke many keen thin^^ 
\ the thief. At la^ a gentleman came up in his 
irriage, to whom I applied for help ; but he 
pove away unconcerned. I then was obliged to 
eep the failors at Bay, till two gentlemen came 
p on horfeback, with whofe alBflance I re- 
overed the hat to the great joy of the poor fuf- 
srer and his black companion : but they wift not 
BW much I had their spiritual interefls at heart* 
Vc lay the hrft night in a little town called 
^itrtha-Bray. A company adjoining the room in' 
rbich we fat, were uncommonly rude. One of 
hem fung as obfcene and blafphemous a long as 
aaguage, perhaps, could afford. I imagine it 
¥M full as bad as the Effay on Woman. O what 
I wicked country is this ! 

ITie next day we rode through the Parifli of 
Su Annt^ which exhibits a delightful profped:. 
Though not fo pidurefque as fome of uie prof- 
pefts m St. Vincent* s^ it was incomparablv more 
noble. The high mountains on the risnt, the~ 
placid ocean on the left, and the fine plain be* 
twixt them, crowded with rich, green plantations

^^kmcrgan ia W^ks^ than any other place I can 
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At tlie Tavern where we dined, we met with a 
poor Negro-woman who was brought here from 
iouth Caroiina, and evidently pofTelTed the fear of 
God. She Teemed to feek for opportunities to 
wait upon us, and drank in every word con- 
cernins religion with the utmoft greedinefs. 

We began to afcend the mountains on the 1 3th» 
-upon the top of one of them we found an abun« 
dance of Orange-Ttees, of the fpecies which we 
call Seville. They looked exceedingly beautiful, 
and their beneficent Creator fecmed to fay to us 
in the trees, << Come, ye weary travellers, and 
quench your thirfL" 

About four in the afternoon we arrived at ths 
loot of a great mountain called by no other name - 
than Mount Diable^ of which we had received 
from various perfonsmoft dreadful accounts* The 
Landlord of the Tavern at the foot of the mouo- 
tain where we dined, told us of the dreadful 
precipices, and of the fall of many over them who 
were never after heard of, &c. After dining, and 
refling our wearied horfes for a couple of hours, 
we fet off by the light of the moon in order to 
conquer this tremendous hill at the earneil im- 

f>ortunity of my companion, though I acknow- 
edge my great imprudence in yielding to him* 
The precipices far exceeded my expe^ations in 
the awfulnefs, and horror of their appearance* 
Nor is it at all improbable that many have been 
lod through intoxication, or unruly horfes. Even 
my miferable ppney wanted much to crop a fine 
tuft of grafs on the very edge of one of them. 
However, with much labour and patience, and 
the aid of a gracious Providencci We arrived at a 
Tavern on the other fide of the mountain about 
eleven at night. In the lafl day's, journey we 
faw an abundance of Very fine pafiurage, and a 
great quantity of cattle. The Guinea-grafs, (a^ 
native of AJ^ica^) which grows in the long days 
to fix feet in height, and in manured g^round, 
wiU ^ced fix or eight times in the year^ (if CMt 
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vn to <the ground each time after feeding,} is 
chief food of the cattle in the hilly parts. 
iVe had ihe folemn pleafure on the next day of 
ing through a part of the country which con- 
ns the greateft curiofity in Jfamaica^ within 
>ut thirteen miles of SpaniJk'Toton, Of a fud« 
\^ one feems to be locked up among the Kills 
ihcut any padage forwards : till in a moment, 
laxrow, crooked pafs, between two immenfc 
:ks, hid from the view of the traveller, till he 
Ties fully upon it, opens to him* Between 
ife ,two -vail Tocks we rode about a mile or two 
th a beautiful purling river on our right* I 
nk Dover cUJ^s are inferior to thefe rocks in 
ight. Penmanmawr in North'WaUs is higher. 
It the fcene has fuperior advantages here, from 
t rocks being on each hand, and almoil equally 
jh, and perfc^Uy perpendicular* 
In the arternoon as we drew near SpaniJh^Totun^ 
t feat of Government and the i^cond town 

the liland, our horfcs could hardly move 
rough fatigue ; fo that Mr, Wcrrill was obliged 

lead his beafl: for three miles ; and to keep up 
i fpirits, which I thought began to drcop, I 
Tmounted and walked with htm* From the vio« 
It flu(h 1 obfcrved in his countenance, I was 
ry apprehenfive he would be attacked with a 

/cr. 

Soon after our arrival in Sfanijh-Toion we 
liled on Dr* Tittjord of that place, whofc 
other I have the pleafure of being acquainted 
kh in London. 1 brought to the Dodor a gold 
^dal from the Society of Arts and Commerce, 
r his improvements in the preparing and ex- 
►rting of Caflicw-gum, The Do6ior did indeed 
ith that day and on my return, (hew me and my 
lends many marks of kindnefs and attention. I 
fw found a (Irong deli re of opening a work of 
od, with the divine blcfling in this place ; and 
r that purpoit made various applications in 
tiiiy for a room to preach in^ till at lad a 
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Tavern-keeper told me that his long room wa 
my fervicc. It was now too late to fend noi 
round the town, fo I deferred my attempt 
another opportunity. 

The next morning, '(!*"• *4t^>) ^* ^^t o£F 
Kingftofiy which is diftant thirteen miles fr 
Spanifk Tozon\ to which place our poor wes 
horfcs, after being re fled once at a Tavern, a 
twice on the road, where there happened to b 
large fpot of grafs, brought us with gre^t diificu 
about dinner time. 

Notwithftandingour various trials^-the novel 
beauty and grandeur of the different profpeds ' 
wet with on the way, and perhaps a pecul 
turn of mind which the Lord has blefled me wi 
•f extra^ing out of thefe innocent, tranfiK 
things all the fweetnels they are capable of yie 
ing, together with the approving fmilc of heava 
«iade ihe journey very agreeable. In this Ida 
the rivers are comparatively large. In the otl 
Iflands there were hardly any finging-birds : 1 
here we had many. Their notes indeed are far fr 
h^xwg fo melodious as thole of our birds at hoi 
though their plumage is far more beautiful. 

1 might enter into a dcfcription of the mi 
very curious ttf|es of different fpecies and w( 
derful make, which we met with on our way 
a fubjeft which would, I believe, be very cnt 
taining and profitable to fome, but tedious 
others. 

Thefe are thy glorious works, Parent of goo 
Almighty ! thine this univerfal frame, 
Thus wondrous fair ; thy Self how wondr< 

then! 
UnCpeakable 1 who (itt'fl above thefe heave 
To us invifible, or dimly feea 
In thefe thy loweft works : yqt thefe deelacc 
Thy goodnels beyondthoughti and pow'r divii 

The inoil valuable of all the. trec$ is the PlanU 
which anfwers to the biipad-tree of the I Hands 
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tTi& Pacific Oceatn, fo celebrated by Captain Cookm 
The huit is cylindrical, from eight to eighteca 
inches k>ngy and a'n inch and a half or two inches 
in dianreter. When drawn before they are ripe^ 
fplit and roafted, they arc, I think to my taite, 
filial to bread : and 1 am certain I (hould fooit 
W able to bring myfelf to prefer them to any 
bread. The Negroes in general give them the 
preference^ When buttered they eat very well 
vrith tea and coffee. The ripe fruit iscxaftly like 
mellow apples, and would anfwer the fame end 
in pies. I think the Planters in this Ifland arc 
not fufficiently attentive to the raiting of this 
blelTed Tree, which I believe will grow almoft 
in every foil, but bed in the little gullies between 
the mountains ; and would fecure^ the Negroe»^ 
fi*om any danger of a famine, unlefs after a vio- 
^nt hurricane, which thefe tiees are not able to 
withftand. The Ifland of St. Vincent abounds 
with plantations of thefe Trees, which make the 
yea? fmile with the abundance of plenty. 

Our Chapel in Kingston is fttuated on a verf 
beautiful f pot, called the parade. It commands 
from the Balcony a profpe^l of part of the town, 
of the harbour, and of the Eelds, which I could 
have admired for an hour.* But the perlecution 
which has been experienced in this place, far, 
Very far exceeds all the perfecutions we have met 
with in the other Idands unitedly confidered. 

* It is eighty feet in length, and forty in breadth, and will 
^ntain about one thoufand five hunared people.' It has 
galleries on three fides, and is built exactly on the plan of 
our Chapel at Halifax in Yarkjhirty known to and admired 
?y numbers of our friends in England. The only difference 
**9 that our Chapel in Kingjion is above flairs, tne other on 
*he ground . Underneath we have a hall, (which is abfolutcly 
jeceffary in this very hot country) four chambers, and a ^ 
™^ School-room, where one of our friends, Brother Fof" 1 
^^A, whofe mother is a noember of our Society near CaJlU" V 
'^^ingtoHf Leicefitr/Iiire, keeps fchool, under this condition I 
^^t the refident Preacher fhall nominate one child out of tcD»/ 
^ko fhall be inflru£led gratis. 
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Mr.Hanmetl^s life has been frequently endangerecf* 
Mr. BuUf whom I have mentioned in a former 
journal, and who continues our fteady friend, has 
feveral times narrowly efcaped being ftoned to 
death : particularly one night, when he eluded 
the vigilance of the rioters by being difguifed in 
a fuit of regimentals. Often our mod adive 
friends were obliged to guard the Chapel, left tho 
outrageous mob might pull it down to the ground. 
The refraining from preathing by candle light, 
which perhaps was a meafure necelTary for the I 
occafion, was a means of abating the perfecution. j 
At laft, the rioters rofe one night between eleven 
and twelve o'clock, and broke down the gates of 
the court leading to the Chapel : on which fouK 
of the Magifl rates interfered, through the ftrong 
rcmon ft ranees of a gentleman of influence \^ 
Kingston^ who efteems us, though he is not >^^ 
our Society, They accordingly publKbed an ad- 
vert ifement, which kept the rioters from tb** 
time within tolerable bounds. But the NevrS- 
papers were full for feveral months of letters ^^^ 
and again ft us. M-iny ftood up in our defen^ 
under feigned fignaturcs, two of whom w^*" 
mafterly writers. Every ihing that was bad, v^^^ 
faid of Mr. ilammttt : every name that was d-'^^ 
graceful was given to him. In rcfpeft to tt^^ 
they publifhed an anecdote of my being tried /*' 
EngUnd for horfc-lLealing, and flying to Amtr^^ 
to clcapc jufticc. Some of the rioters were p*' 
fecuted, and the Juiy acquitted them againft t ^ 
clearefl evidences. Nay, the Grand Jury gav^ ^ 
as their public opinion that both Mr, Hamm ^ 
and the Chapel ought to be profecuted as n 
fanccs. Some of the perfccutors were going o 
night to beat, if not murder a young man, wh(^ 
they met in one of the flieets, and took for ^^ 
HammcU^ but happily the millake was difcover ^ 
in time. 

On the firft evening of my arrival I ventur 
to open the Chapel again for preaching by candl

Itglit, and had a numerous audience : but feme 
of them were very rude ; however 1 thought it 
vnoil prudent to pafs them by unnoticed. My 
dear friend Mr. Hammett lay dangcrouAy ill of «i 
fever and ague, and a violent inflammation in one 
of his eyes, and was worn almofl to a fkeletofk 
vith oppofition and fatigue* He had not been 
able to preach for near a month. His enemies 
bad often killed him in report, and even in- 
sinuated that he had been buried by his friends 
in a clandefline manner. They were now wait- 
ing for the joyful moment^ when they might 
triumph in his deceafe, and, as they apprehended^ 
the extindlion of the work. I had a private 
interview with his. Phyfician, Dr. Harris, a man 
of great honour as well as great fkill, wha 
itflirred me that there was not the leaf): hope of 
Hi's recovery, but by his removal for fome timo 
^o a colder climate, As I was perfuaded nothing 
foould be omitted that might any way contribute 
^o favc fo valuable a life, I determined to take 
him with me through North America j after which 
he might, if rcftored, return to jfctnaica, and 
^"Cttlc a Miffion in MonUgo-Bay and its neighbour- 
hood, through the bleflingof God. He has been 
^'n.ployed in the mod arduous undertakings 
during the time he has be^n in thcie Ulands. 
* He two mott flourifliing Societies in the IVefi^ 
^nMiies, /^-^n/e^Mfl excepted)*— thofe of St Kitt'ssini 
•^or-iQiOf were raifed by the means of his indofati- 
gal^ie labours in the midll of much oppofition : 
**^cl there are but few in the world with whom I 
H^ve been acquainted, that pofl'efs the proper 
**pOftolic fpirit in an equal degree with him- 
•^^His teitimony I feel myfelf obliged to bear con- 
^^irning him, becaufc he is worthy of it. 

Nir. Brazier^ our other MifTionary appointed 
*^r tire Kingjion Circuit, arriving there a few 
^^ys before me, I took him with me to Spanijh* 
^ozun on Monday the 17th, leavl:;^; Mr. Werrill to 
^^^%zhiti Kingjion. in the evening I appeared 
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in the long room of the Tavern according to the 
before-mentioned permifTion, having previoufly 
fent notice round the town. When I entered 
the room I found it nearly filled by the young 
Bucks and Bloods of the town, (at we ufed to 
term the debauchees at Oxford^) and not a ftngle 
Lady was prefent. Soon afterwards many of the 
coloured people of both fexes came and filled the 
vacant places. During my fcrmon the Bucks 
behaved fo rude, that I obferved before I con- 
cluded, that if any Houfe-keeper would lend me 
a hall, I would preach again the next evening, 
otherwife I fliould probably be obliged to leave 
the place. << Farewell, Sir," faid one ; << Good 
luck to you. Sir," fays another ; and thus they 
ivent on till I withdrew. 

When Mr. Brazier ^nd I confulted together on 
the fubjeft, we were fully perfuaded from the 
countenances and behaviour of the coloured peo- 
ple, that the Redeemer's kingdom might ba 
enlarged by the preaching of the gofpel in this 
place to them : and that we ought not to give up 
the point. Before bed-time two Gentlemen came 
.to me at my lodgings, and oflPered me tlieir halls 
to preach in : but alas ! when I called on them 
the next morning, they had been, I fuppofei 
frightened by their ff-iends, and both of them re- 
tra6):ed their promifes. We were then deter- 
mined to mov£ on the true gofpel-planj << from 
the leaft to the greateft.*' Accordingly we hired 
a poor cheap houfe (if it might be called by fo 
lofty a name} in the outfkirts of the town, of a 
Mulatto, from month to month. Here I preach- 
ed in the evening to a confiderable number of 
coloured people; and notwith (landing the po- 
verty of the place, fome of the Bucks attended 
and were ruder if poflible than the night beforct 
During the height of the noife \ felt a fpirit 
which I think 1 never felt before, at leaft in the 
fame manner. I believe it was a fpark of the 
properfpirit of Martyrdom* At the conclufion 
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tlierefore of a pointed, though (hort addrefs to- 
tb^ rioters, I told them I was willing, yea, de- 
&rou8 to fuiFer Martyrdom : and my words Teem- 
ed ^o have a confiderable efiFe£l on their minds» 
Itlien publifhed myfelf for the Thurfday even- 
ing following : and in the morning, after giving, 
dlre^ions about the making of fome wooden 
candledicks to be fadened againft the wooden, 
walls, we returned to Kingjlon. 

In the evening 1 had a large congregation, and, 

I believe, a confiderable part of our enemies pre- 

fent. My fermon was partly addreifed to the 

Deiils, partly to the Socinians, and partly to the 

Arians. At iirli they began according to their 

cuftom to be noify ; but I was happy enough to 

command their deep attention during at leafl 

three-fourths of the difcourfe. On the next day 

(Thurfday) I returned to Spanijh-Town, and had 

at coniiderable number of the coloured people to 

liearmeinthe evening, and fome of the Bucks,. 

"whofe attendance I could have excufed. They 

"Were not near fo noify as they had been before. 

After fermon I plainly told them of our full de- * 

termination of going forward, and of applying 

for juflice to the legal powers of the country, if 

perfeveringly infulted and abufed. 1 alfo obferved,. 

that if no judice was to be found in Jamaicdy we 

"^erc fure of obtainirig it completely at home* 

Barly in the morning after preaching, I enlarged 

f>n the nature of our difcipline as far as I thought 

it prudent to fpeak of it in fo early a flage of the 

^Orlc, to about thirty attentive coloured people* 

•Afterwards I bought fomeboai'ds to be made into 

inches for the prcaching-hgufe, and leaving Mr. 

Wtjrym behind me for the three following days, I 

'ctuirnedto KingJlQn^ my poor horfe falling down 

y^itH me on the way out of mere weaknefs, 

WKcn I arrived, I djefired that the two horfes 

*^igbt run in fome pafture for a month or two, 

^^^ then be fold, the money to be applied foa 

the fupportiog of the work ia Spanijk-Town. 

On 
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On Sunday tlie 83d, I held a Lote-feafll 

Kin^Jioriy after morning-preichin^ ; and ^ 
highly Utisfied with the teflimony which m 
bore to the glory of the grace of God. The nti 
bcr in Society in this town rs about one hundi 
and fifty : in the whole Circuit two hundi 
a«nd thirty-four: which is an increafe of eigfa 
four finte the lall accounts I received before \ 
arrival. 

A little occurrence may perhaps be of ufe 
fome, if it he noted here. 1 tried an experinm 
on a poor Negro, fervant of my friend Mr. 3. 
who was nearly blind, and had been declared 
curable by two Phyficians. I got his hair ihav 
off on the crown of his head, about the bign 
of a crown-piece or more ; and applied apoulti 
made of the yolk (only) of an egg, be«t up w: 
fait to a proper confiilence, to the part that ¥ 
Ihaved : on the fecond day another poultice « 
made in the fame manner, and applied over t 
firfi : on the third day a third poultice was ma 
as before, and applied over the other two : 
the fourth day the whole was taken off, and t 
part dreffcd after the manner of a bliUer. A 
from this remedy in a few* days, under the bl 
fmg of God, the Negro recovered his light. 

Mr. Hammdt had two or three interviews t 
fore his illnels, with a young African Prince, 
fon of the King of Mundingo, This is t^ie fcco: 
tour which the young Prince has voluntari 
taken with the Captain of the (hip in which 
failed from Africa, He had lolt a After ma 
years ago, who, ^s the family fuppofed, v^ 
ilolen away : and to his great furprile he fou 
her in Kingflon, She had been (lolen as \ 
family conjectured, and is now a member of c 
Society, as is her hufband, who is a ficc Blai 
and arto a Leader of a Clal's, and An exhon 
The prince promifed Mr. Hamnutt that he woi 
fend two -Slaves from home, as the purchafe 
his fifter, that (he might r6turn to her nail 

count 
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CVOTtry, and bring h^r hofband along witTi her^ 
On the Sunday afternoon 1 went to Port-Royal^ 
to be ready for the Brig, in which I had taken a 
paiTage for my felf and Mr. HammUb to CharUfion^ 
and preached in the evening to a confidera&Ie 
congregation in the houfe of Mr, Fijhly^ the firft 
friend I met with in Jamaica^ on my former vifit 
two years ago, who has been raj fed to the office 
of Mafter- Shipwright, the fecond in the harbour^ 
from that of Mafter-Calkcr, There had been 
ibme periccution in this place, many of the out- 
rageous in Kingjlon having agreed lo afTdflinate 
Mr. Hammett here ; but the Magiftrates beliaved 
with fuch fpirit and intrepidity, that the per* 
^ecutors were glad to hide their heads. 

On TueJday evening, the 2^h of January, we 
"^ATcnt on board the Brig Suceejs^ John Mazitrt^ 
Maflcr, and failed the next morning. Our Cap. 
*-ain was at St. Vincent's when I was there, and 
ior fome lime after I left it. He informed me 
^aat foon after my failing, for Jamaica^ fome 
Rioters broke into our Chapel by* night, injured 
^n^ benches and other things, and afterwards- I 
fei,2;ed on the Bible, took it to the public gallows, I 
"^cl hanged it on the gallows; where it was found 
"^^^ging the next morning. The Magiftrates of 
S^* Vincent's very nobly advcrtifed a hundred 
P^VJinds reward for the difcovery of any of the 
Perpetrators of this audacious villainy. What a 
comfQi-t it'isj that JefuaChrid, the God of heaven 
^^ ci earth, is the King of the Church ! 

*^heday before 1 failed, Mr. Wcrriti came from 

Sp<zmJk'Town to take leave of me; and brought 

xn^ the reviving tidings, that for the three days 

be fucceflivcly preached Ihcre, he had peaceable, 

attentive congregations of coloured people ; and 

b^d begun to forai a Clafs of Catechumens amon^

Fourth TOUR to AMERICA^ 

SECTION I. 

ON the 27th of January, 1791, Mr. Hamrftete 
and myfelf failed in a Bng from Port-RoyaC 
itt Jfamaica for CharUfton in ^outh-Carolind. Iti 
this voyage the hand of the Mofl High was 
wonderfully revealed in our behalf. O what an 
ample compctifation for any danger is it to be- 
hold the gracious interference of Our Almighty 
Friend! 

Soon after we had doubled the Cape of it- 
Anthony, which is the molt weftfern pOint of the 
Ifland of Cubay We f^n in the hight-time among a 
^rowd of little Iflands csllled the Maftyts, frottt 
the number 6f fhipwtecki that have been madef 
upon them* 'f hey lie South of Florida^ the rt6ft 
t^orthern of them being very near the Coritinei^t* 
They are very fmall; moitly, if not entirely 
uninhabited and the whole group arc about one? 
hundred and forty miles in length, and about 
forty in breadth, A few months before, four 
or five veflels had been wrecked among thefe 
Iflands. 

In two days, or thereabouts, we were delivered 
from this imminent danger, and immediately ran 
into another. On the morning after we left the 
Martyrs, about day-lfght, the watch difcovered 
that wc were almoll clofe to a fteep rocky Coafl: 
on the I Hand of Cuba, not far from the Havannah* 
If the night had continued for about half an hour 
longer, we mufl, without a miracle, have been 
inevitably loft. When Mr, Haihmctt went on 
deck, he overheard a failor faying to another con- 
cerning the fhip " I don't know what was the 
matter lad night ; (he would not go through the 
water in the manner Wc might expe^ from the 
wiiid which blew-" Tha

The gulph of Florida in which wc then were, is 
xn one part contra(.ied into a very narrow Chan- 
nel, of fifteen leagues in breadth, by the Mariyrs 
on one fide and the Behawa IJlands on the other. 
Immediately after we paifcd this flrait, a violent 
galefprung up, which obliged ws to lie in a great 
fneafure at the mercy of the winds and waves for 
■forty-eight hours. If this gale had blown, whilfl 
-we were in the narrow part of the gulph, wc 
•ihould have been in a very hazardous fituation. 

But, Sunday, the twerUy-fiifl of February, 
"was our mod tremendous day. We knew wc 
could not be very far fiom Charlefion, and yet 
were perfcftly ignorant of our exa£t fituation ; 
indeea the Captain was totally unacquainted with 
the Coafl. Th^ morning was very foggy ; and 
the Captain brought the 'Brig into four fathom 
water in order, he faid, to dlfcover the land, 
and find out our iituatiun. About nine o'clock 
velTel ilruck againfl a fand-bank, but was got otf!. 
In half an hour more ihe flruck three times 
againfl another bank, but was again cleared off. 
About ten fhe (Iruck aguin, and faflened. Frooi 
ihis time till noon (he continued iiriking with 
fuch force, that we could hardly iland on the 
sdeck ; and great pieces were broke off from the 
•falfe keel^ and feen awfully floating on the water* 
JMow the land was clearly in view, about three 
jiiijes from our Brig : and we heard with joy the 
command given that the boats Xhould be hoifled 
out. 

The fmall boat was firfl ready. But when the 
long-boat was let down, it was fo very leaky, 
that they Were foon obliged to dww it up again 
an order to calk it : which, as we were afterwards 
informed, employed them for feveral hours, 
fiowever, to our great fatisfa^ion the Captain 
ordered that four of the men fliould go on (hore 
in the fmall boat to look for aififlance ; and my 
friend and myfelf gladly improved the oppor* 
4ttni^« 

. iis /oon as we came to (horei Mr. Wiliiam 

Edinf^ 
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iEding^ a gentleman for whom I (hall ever retain 
a deep fcnfe of gratitude, and who was taking a 
Tide on the Beath, ftood ready to receive us, as 
if fent there by Providence, (and no doubt but he 
-was,; and brought us to his ir.oiher's houfe, (which 
A\as nearer to us tlian his own,) where we dined« 
The failors being informed that the land which 
■^vc had reached was called EdiJio-IJland^ about 
iifty miles South of CharUJion^ and that no aflill- 
ancc could be given that day to the Brigy were 
Dbli^ed to return. 

My friend Hamrrutt lodged at the houfe of the 
benevolent Mr. Eding^ and I at the houfe of 
^ajoi Jenkins in the tame neighbourhood. The 
Captain and crew left the Brig in the evening: 
and Mr. Eding and his mother provided them all 
with lodging and every comfort, except the Cap- 
tain, who could not be pcrfuaded to leave the 
iliore, but lay on the ground within fight of 
his veflfel during the whole of the night. 

It was but five or fix days before, that a brig 
M*as wrecked on the fame bank ; and another alio 
in the courfe of the pafi year. 

The Mcthodijls never had vifited Edijio IJland: 
nor had the inhabitants, though amounting to 
about five thoufand (Whites and Blacks,) at that 
-time any minilter of any kind. But more hofpi- 
talily, kindnefs and attention could not, I think, 
have been fhewn to any in like circuiiidances, 
than were fhewn to us by fome of the cour* 
tcous, companionate inhabitants of that little 
3flancl. 

Our dear friend Mr. Eding furnifhed us the 
next day after dinner^ with horfes and a guide : 
and after eroding a ferry of a league in breadth, 
we lodged at the houte of an old Gentleman who 
treated us with great hofpitality. Soon after we 
entered his houfe, and told him our iituation, he 
fwore feveral times : but when we had <reprovcd 
him with all poiFible foftnefs, and he found we 
were Miniflers, he almofl tired us with apologies* 

On 
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On Tuefday night we lodeed at thehoufe of a Mr* 
jCriggf a great Indigo-Planter, where we met 
with molt polite entertainment; and on the next 
day were conveyed in a large, half*covered boat^ 
to CkarUfton^ which waa twenty-five miles from 
Mr. Grigg's. 

The next week, my kind lioft Major JenkinSf 
brought in his bosit to Charlejlon^ all our thingf- 
\^hicn we had left behind us in the Brig, a little 
towel only excepted. We were then informed 
that a violent gale of wind which rofe the nighc 
after the Brig was deferted, in (lead of breaking 
lier in pieces as was expelled, drove her oflF the 
bank to fea: and in a day or two afterwards (he 
'was boarded by the crew of a fmall velfel, and 
brought by them into a fafe place, which entitles 
them, by the Laws of the States, to a third part of 
the cargo. 

Thus were we wonderfully delivered from im- 
pending danger, O none can conceive the awful- 
nefs of the lituation in which wc were on the 
fand-back, but thofe who have been in fimilar 
circumftances. And yet I muftadd, to the glory 
of the grace of God, that I felt on the occafion 
an entire refignation to the DivinC Will, whether 
it was for Lifet>r Death. 

** O that men would therefore praife tKc Lord 
for his goodnefs, and declare the wonders that ho 
doeth for the children of men I That they would 
offer to him the facrifige of thankfgiving, and 
tell but his works with gladnefs/' 

We had been a whole month coming from 
Jamaica to Charleftoriy which was doublfc the 
common time. In confcquence of this, the Con- 
ference for South^Carolina had finiChed all their 
bufinefs, when we arrived: but the Preachers had 
agreed to ftay one day longer in the city in hopes 
of fcein-* me. I therefore had the pleafure of 
(pending that day with them in. many folemn and 
ufeful con ver Cations. 
^ I now had the great pleafure of finding out a 
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^ery able Miflionary for Edifio-IJlandl 3rothe^ 
Beverly Allen. If I can be but the means of fend- 
ing the gofpel with power to the dear people of 
that Ifland, it will be a glorious compeniation^ 
and th.e only one I can make, fur iktit- many 
tindneffes to me, when I was a (Iranger ana 
pilgrim among them* ■ 

During my ftay at CharUfton^ a flriking proof 
was given of the regard which is paid in thif 
ipountry to religious liberty. We employ a poor 
negro, a member of the focicty, to fnuff the can- 
dles in our Chapel : and a ftranger from North* 
Carolina beat him unmercifully with a flick, be-» 
^aufe the poor black only defired him not to talk 
yrhilft the Miniftcr was preathing. The next- 
day we applied for juftice to the chief Magiftratc, 
and got ine rioter fafcly locked up in prifon, 
where he remained when I left the city, as hq 
was not able to give fuiHcient bail. 

I had here the plcafure of performing a cure on 
one of our filler's eyes, which were exceedingly 
weak, by the recipe which is mentioned in the 
Journal of my late vilit to Jamaica, Before I 
left the city, her eyes were- quite recovered. 

On the eightjj of March 1 fet off for Giveham's 
ferry in my way to the Georgia Gpnfereace ; Mr, 
AJbury and his company taking the road which 
leads to Savannah^ and I and mine that which 
leads to Angufta* In the afternoon we loft our 
way, by conlenting to follow one of our Preachers, 
who undertook to guide us through the woods a 
2r«uch fhorter way than that which is commonly 
taken. Nine o'clock came, and we knew nojt 
where we were, except that we were in the midft 
of large Morafles. About ten the Moon would 
fet : and we agreed to make our abode for the 
night on feme dry fpot, if we could not befora 
that time find out a hofpitable fhelter. But under 
the blcHing and guidance of Providence we came 
again uaexpefledly into the great Rpad, aod 

fo^nd 
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found ourfelves near the houfc oTour Friend Mr. 
GivehaMf the light of which foon gliftened d«« 
lightfulif in our eyes. When we entered thd 
houfei wc found that our kind hoil had provided 
for us a roailed Turkey, which was jufl taken off 
the fpit. A congregation had waited for me a 
long time, and had broke up in defpair of our 
coming. This is the foi^rth Congregation I have - 
difappointed, but not intentionaliy, in my life. 

it grieves me much when hurt is done, though 
urldfetignedly : for I am loth to dedu£l out of the 
very little good I have done in my life. BiH 

1 want more faith ; Lord, help my unbelief* 

- March 9th. I have again entered into my ro* 
iviantic way of Hfe. For there is (omething ex- 
ceedingly plcafing in preaching daily to larg* 
congregations in immenle forelis. O what pains 
the people take to hear the gofpel ! But it is 
worthy of all pains* % tth. I am now come among 
the Peach trees : and they are in full bloom.. 
Truly they a(]ill alittle, under the Supreme Source 
#f Happinefs, to make the heart gay. 

It is one of my moil delicate entertainments, ta 
ermbrace every opportunity of ingulphing myfelf 
(if I may fo exprefs it) in the Woods. I feem • 
then to be detached from every thing but the 
quiet vegetable Creation, and MY GOD. The 
Ticks indeed, which are innumerable, are a little 
troublefome : they burrow in the 3e(h, and raife 
pimples, which fometimes are quite alarming^ 
and look like the efFefts of a very difagreeable 
dilorder. But they are nothing when oppofed ^o 
my affeftion for my Lord. Yea

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On the tGthf our Conference for the 5tate-of 
Georgia begun. On the Saturday evening, after 
the Semen, whilft the Preachers were fuccef- 
lively praying, a man fell down in a fwoon. For 
fome time he lifted up his hand*, then his fingers 
only, and afterwards became perfe^y fenfclefs. 
But on a fudden he awoke and cried out ^ Where 
art thou, Sinner : turn, turn, turn." Then he 
burfi out in a flood of praifcs and thankfgivingr 

On the Sunday afternoon, having fpent about 
three hours with the congregation, we left them 
almoil univerfally employed in praying, praifing^ 
or exhorting. 

A few days after I left Georgia^ I preached in 
the Court-houfc m a town called Ninety-Six^ Here 
I expeded to find, from the information I. had 
received, hardly any but fcoffers and fcomers. I 
enforced upon them thofe words of the Prophet 
Jerewiah (xlviii. ii.) << Moabhath been at eafefrom 
his youthf and he hath fettled on his leesy and hath 
not been emptied from vejfel to vejel^ neither hath ht 
gone into captivity : therefore his tajle remained i% 
nim^ and his /cent is not changed,** In (lead of fcorn 
I met with the deeped attention : and in thtt 
courfe of the Sermon aUnofl every face was fuf« 
fufed with tears. 

It is remarkable how many children have been 
baptized in this country by the Chriftian name of 
Wejlry^ I queflion whether there have not beea 
fome hundreds of inilances in all the States. 

On the 23d. of March we had three large rivers 
to crofs. But through the kind afliiiance o£ 
friends, who procured boats or canoes, we 
had but one to ford, which was very deep and 
rocky. 

We now made a vifit to the Catatoba-Indians^ 
Their nation is reduced to a very fmall number^ 
and chiefly live in a little town, which in Eng" 
land would be only called a village. They poiTels 
a quantity of land, fifteen miles fquare, on the 
river Catawba* A very fm^U part of ihis land 

_ thcf«y 
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fTiey cultivate themfdves: a much larger part 
they have let out in long Icafes to the white pco. 
l>le. They r^ifed fof* us a little rude tent in one 
<>f their £clds, where we preached. Molt of 
them, 1 believe, aitendcJ, though we had many 
more whites than Indians, Our plan is to ereft 
a fchool among them, which we think the molt 
probable way of doing them good in the fird in- 
llance, as the generality of lhe;ii underitand 
iiothing of the Englijh language. 

Their Ceneral, who is a tall, grave, old man. 
Walked with a mighty llaff in his hand. Round 
his neck he wore a narrow piece {I think) of 
leather, which hung down before, and was adorn* 
«d with a great variety of bits of filvcr. He alfo 
had a lilvcr Brcaft-plare. Almoil all the mea 
and women wore filvcr nofe-rings, hanging from 
the middle griflle of the nofe ; and fome of then^ 
had little filver hearts hanging from the rings. 

In general they drcffed like the white people* 
J6ut a few of the men were quite luxurious in 
their drefs, even wearing ruffles, and very Ibowy 
fuits of cloaths made of cotton. The little money 
they fave by their fmall plantations (for they are 
not fond of labour) they lay out, I fuppofe, in 
puTchafing thefe things of the whites. Their 
iioufes are not uncomfortable— -far fuperior to the 
mud-houfes in which the poorefl of the people 
fn Irdind dwell ; though -we could not procure 
aVingle table from one of their habitations, to 
ftand upon whillt we were preaching : but chairs 
they had in abundance. 

One of their chief men, who fpoke the EngUfi 
language, came to Mr. AJhur^ and me, before we 
began to preach, defiring us in the name of his 
Nation to intreat the Whites to affift them againH: 
fome Indians^ who, they had reafon to believe, 
were at that time lurking in the neighbouring 
Woods in order to dellroy tliem, 

We found on inquiry that parties o-f Indians 
iroHi 'a diftant qation, whofc itivtstcrtaic^ ?c^A\wi^ 

N 3 v\\v^ 
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this little handful of people is, not to be erafedf 
have made frequent incurdons upon them, and 
have been but too fiiccefiful in their de vacations* 
Wc therefore fpoke in behalf of this poor little 
nation, as far. as prudence would ju/cify on fo 
delicate a fubje6l. 

A little time ago Twe were informed,) one of 
the Indian girls of this little town, with whom a 
Gentleman not far didant had been criminally in- 
timate, carried her child to him, informing him 
he was the father. The Gentleman would by no 
means allow he had ever feen her : on which Ihe 
took her child by the heels, anddafhed its brains 
out before his face, and left it on the ground* 
O that the Lord would look down with pity on 
that miferable people, and open a Gofpel-door 
among them ! 

On the 30th of March I met a Preacher whofe 
name is Cowles. Six years ago he lived with his 
mother near WiUiamJburg in Virginia^ None of 
the family were converted, or acquainted with 
the Methodifis at that time. In the courfe of my 
Tour through the States in the year 1785, I 
called at their houfe for fome reafons which I 
have forgot. Before I parted with them, I made 
them a prefentof the £xtra£l o{ Mr, Law's treatife 
on the nature and defign of Chrijtianity^ which is 
printed among us. By the means of this little 
tradl they were fo flirred up to feek the Lordf 
that now the mother, the Preacher, (ix children 
who are married, and their hufbands and wives, 
fourteen in all, are converted, and have joined 
our fociety. Indeed, the young Preacher is a 
flame of fire. How bleflea an employment itia 
to be fowing the divine feed every where— to be 
infl^t in fcafon and out of feafon ! O how wil- 
ling the Lord is to be gracious ! 

Alas ! What a feeble mortal am I ! The little 
Ticks have quite overcome me. They have bit 
my body in fuch a manner, that I am now quite 
afraid to walk out into (be wpodsi notwith* 

ftao4ing 
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ftanding my almafl; excefTive love of retire« 
xnent. 

April ». Wc began our Conference for Norths 
Carolina at the houfe of Brother M* Knight on the 
River Yeadkin. There were in all about thirty 
Preachers, fcveral of whom came from the other 
fide of the Apalachian Mountains. 

At this Conference, a remarkable fpirit of 
prayer was poured forth on the Preachers. Evcry^ 
night, before we concluded,. Heaven itfelf feenv- 
ed to be opened to our believing fouls* One a( 
the Preachers wafr fo blefled in the courfe of our 

?rayers, that he was conllrained tO: cry, <> O 
never was fo happy in all my life before I Q 
what a heaven of heavens I feel." 

At each of our Conferences, before we parted, 
every Preacher gave an account of his experience 
from the firfl drivings of the Spirit of God, as far 
as he could remember; and alfo of his call to 
preach, and the fuccefis the Lord had given to his 
labours* It was quite new, but was made a ble£- 
$ng, I am perfuaded, to us all. ' 

On Monday, the nth of April, we arrived at 
J)ickes*s Ferry in Virginia. Our rixie on that day 
was temarkably pleafing. The variety arifing 
from the intermixture of woods and plantations 
along the fides of the broad, rocky river Dan^ 
near which we rode mod part of the time, could 
not but be a fource of great pleafure to an admirer 
of the beauties of nature. Indeed, all was de- 
lightful, except the fight of a great, cruel Hawk^ 
who was devouring a little fijuirrel on a rock. 

April 15th. Hitherto I might be faid to have 
travelled with the fpring. As I moyed from 
South to North, the fpring was, I think, as fa^ 
advanced when I was in Georgia^ as when I came 
into Virginia. But now it has evidently gol the 
flart of me. The oaks have fpread out their 
leaves : and the dogwood^ whoie bark is very 
medicinali and whofe innumerable white flowers 

form 
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form one of the fincft ornaments of the fbrefts, 
is in full bloiTom. The dtep-grun of the Pines, 
the bri£»ht tratifparent-grten, of the oakft, and the 
Jin: white of the fiowers of the DogtewkL^ with 
other trees and ftirubs, form fach a complication 
of beauties, as are indefcribable to thofe who 
have onlv lived in countries that arc almoft ea- 
tirrly cnUivated* 

For about eight hundred miles which I have 
rode finre I landed in South Carolina^ we havo 
had hardly any rain. But this day, the i6thy we 
were wcted to the (kin. However, we at Uft 
happily found our way to the houfe of a Friend 
by the Preachers rmvY'-^he fplit bufi. 

This circumftance may appear to many ilnma* 
terial : however as it may convey fome idea of 
the mode in which the Preachers are obliged to 
travel in this country, I will juft enlarge upon' 
it. A— When a new Circuit is formed in thefe im- 
menfe forefls, the Preacher, whenever he cornea 
in the firfl inftance to a junftion of feveral roads 
or paths, fplits two or three of the buflies that 
lie on the fide of the right path, that the Preachers 
who follow him may find out their way with eafe*. 
In one of ihe Circuits the wicked difcovered the^ 
fecret, and fplit bu(hes in wrong places on pur-^ 
pofe to deceive tho Preachers^ 

On the 20th of April we opened our Con» 
fercnce at Pcterjhurg in Virginia^ at which about 
thirty Preachers were prefent, Whilft I was^ 
preaching one day during the Conference on 
1 John v. t2. *« He that hath the Son^ hath tife^ " A 
refrcftjing (hower of grace did indeed defcehdon 
the congregation. It was a time much to be re- 
membered. 

At this Conference, a zealous, lively young 
man {Samuel Rudder) offered himfclf as a Mif- 
fionary for the IVeJt-Indies, and was accepted. 

On the LordVday, April 24th. 1 preached in 

jRuhmondy in the Ca^tVo/ where the Aflfembly fits, 

<o the moit drelTy congregation I ever faw in 

America^ 



^hiurita. However, they gave great attentiof^ 
'whilfl I rpoke for an hour to the DciftSf Sociniansr 
and Arians, 

. In the afternoon I rode to Colonel Clayton'rp 
about twenty five miles from Richmondy where we 
held another Conference with fc venteen Preachenu- 
The York-river, and the large plantations, woods^ 
&c. round the Colonel's houfe,form a very beauti- 
ful (ituation. Nor was that of Dr. Shore witlk 
whom I dined, after preaching on the 26th, leffb> 
beautiful or romantic, 

April 27th. I lay at the houfeof brother Pdpgi 
after preaching in the neighbourhood, A little 
before bed- time fome Phenomena in the heavens 
attra6led our attention for a confiderable time*. 
Three great lights were obferved at the fame time 
at the edge of the horizon, one in the Ead,. another 
in the South, and another in. the North. Each of 
them appeared as if feveral houfes were on fire* 
Xhat in the South,, was abundantly the Urged and 
brightefl:, 

• April 20th« I am now come among the Cedar-^ 
trtes. They are not large, but their fpreading. 
boughs, and their conical appearance,, are very 
grand. 

This evening we arrived at Fort-royal in Fir- 
giniaf where a numerous and very drefly con- 
gregation had been waiting for us about twa 
Kours with wonderful patience. The Preachers 
^ad overloaded us this day with labour. The 
Congregations, to which we preached, were 
fituated too far from each other. Befides, we 
Vrere not fully acquainted with the diiiance^ 
othcrwife Mr. AJhury and I might have fepara- 
ted, and taken each of us fingly a congregatioi^ 
in due time. 

However, the congregation at Pi^rf-jR^^^^i/, not# 
ivithflanding they had waited fo long, were as 
Hill as night, whilil I preached to them on CoL 
'^^ 3> 4- *' ^^ ^^^ deady and your life is hid with^ 
Chrijt in G^d. When Chriji whd is mr life Jhali 

appear^ 
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appear^ thenjkall ^e alfo appear with him in ghry^ 
The people by this time had been fo long in the "" 
preaching-houfe, that we thought it beft rhey^ 
fiiould be difcharged. OtherwifCy wc generally— 
gave the coiY^regatton two fermorrs, and perha 
an exhortation or two betides, if we did niot ad 
minifler the Lord's fupper. 

After preaching I received meCFages from twi 
or three of the Ladies, intreating tbey migh^ 
have a fermon in the morning. But when w^s- 
coniidered we were engaged to preach about tci^»' 
Or twelve milc^ off at ten o'clock, and had a^broacl. 
Ferry to crofs, where we might be detained foir 
tn hour or two, we tliought it oiir duty coarte-^ 
oufly to refufc. .iiut alas! alas! here ended all 
fr\y plans for the good of the people daring my 
prefent vifit on the Continent. 

A gentleman of the name of Hipkins^ a capit*^ 
Merchant in the Town, fef»t us a gentcci invita- 
tion to fup wkh him, and ledge at his houfe. A 
accepted of it. Soon after 1 came in, he obferve<4 
that thte PhilGdclphia Paper had iiifottned lh» 
public of the death ef Mr. Weftey. I gave tt& - 
iredit to the account, but, however, intrcatci 
the favour of feeing the paper. He fent irtjmc- 
diately to a neighbouring Merchant who took in 
that paper ; and about ten o'clock the melatt* 
choly record arrived. I evidently faw bytheac* 
count, that it was too true— that I had loft itt/ 
friend, and that the world had loft a burning an<t 
a (hining light. 

The next morning I fet off for Nero-York^ »* , 
order to be in time for the Britifh Packet. I rod* . 
'by day and by night. At Alexandria the nevr» 
Ivas confirmed by a letter from London. For rrca^ 
a diiy I was not able to weep: but afterward? 
fome refreftiiiig tears gave me almoft inexprefiiblc 
tafe. 

On the 29th. I cix)(red the run of water called 

Akatinke^ down which I was carried by the flood 

.on the awful, ncvej to be forgotten, ninth of 

March* 
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arch, 1785. ♦ How did nciy heart rife up ift 
atitudc 10 my God ! O how often and how: 
onderfully has he prefcrved his finful child! 
This day I pafled over the noble River Pota^ 
ekwk. The Locuft-tree grows in great abundance ' 
I this part of the country. The bloffoms, I 
^ink, are a little fimilar to what it fometimeff 
aUed in Englattdf the Golden-Chain: only the^ 
re white. The fruit gro\<rs in the fhapc of pod$ 
FOm twelve to .eighteen inches long, and an inch 
fid a half broad, and is very fweet. It probably 
I the fame as that which is mentioned in iciipture 
IS the food of yohn the Baptift. 

VVe were now come into a coantry abounding 
kvlth (inging-birda. Eut alas! I could take but 
litile pleafure in them. 1 felt indeed much cor)i« 
inunior4 with God : and yet, the death of my 
venerable Friend had cafl fuch a (hade of melan* 
•holy over my mind, and consequently in ap- 
pearance over every thing die, thkt I could find 
very little pleafure In the contemplation of the 
Works of nature. 

The night being very dark, it was with great 
difficulty that my friend Cox who travelled with 
^e, and myfclf, found our way through the 
^oods from AUxAndria to Blaidtnjhurg, 
. Arriving in the town of Blaidenjburg vtfry late, 
We did not choofe to difturb our friends, and 
therefore fct up at an Inn, where the k^nd 
landlady did every thing that true benevolence 
f^ould iugged for our comfort and convenience^ 
gratis. 

' On Sunday, the firft ftf May, we arrived iti 
^aUimorc in the afternoon, time enough to fend 
to the Preacher, who was then engaged in divine- 
fervice, to publifh me to preach in the eveniitg. 
The congregation wa« very large : and I hacf but 
One fubjeft, and I may almofl-Jay, but one texfj 
^ dnd Elijha fam it^ and he criedy my Fdthcr^ mjf

As the Packet was not to fail from Niw-Yvrk 
till Thurfday, I felt fome confidence that I (hould 
be there in time, having the opportunity of travd* 
ling in the mail flages all the way« (Thelmfinefs 
of the Pori-ofiice is conduced in this country on 
a plan fimilar to that in Enfflandy But fuch ¥rM 
not the will of Providence! 

At four on Monday morning we fct off in the 
flage. During the whole day I felt (bme rheuma* 
tic pains, probably from having rode fo much in 
the damps of the night. At the head of Elk 
where we lay, I was called at two o'clock on 
Tuefday-morning to prepare for the coach: but, 
behold, I .was almofl immovable. I was flruck 
with a fciatic, and lay fixed, as it were, to my 
bed. After many flruggles to rife, I let the ftagf 
depart without me. 

About ten in the morning a PhyCcian was fcnt 
for, who gave me a purge and an ointment, and 
in the afternoon I found myfelf well. 

Still I was within the poflibility of reaching 
New-York time enough for the Packet. And hear- 
ing that there was one carriage in the town, a 
phaeton, the property of a gentleman ; 1 wrote 
to him the beft letter I was able to draw up, in- 
treating him to lend me his carriage as far a* 
Wilmington^ which was twenty two miles dillant. 

The gentleman foon afterwards called upon me, 
and told me I (hould have been perfe6lly welcome 
to his carriage, but one of the horfes (I think, he 
faid) was ill. The other, he obferved, was a 
very fine pacer, and was at my iervice either t© 
Wilmington, or a ftage beyond it. I mounted as 
foon as polfible, without hefitation; and arrived 
at the houfe of a friend io Wilmington about aH' 
hpur after night. 

By this time I began to feel my rheumatic pain 
returning, and went to bed a» foon as the family 
could provide one for mfc. • " 

In 
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* Jn the morning I was almoll as (lifF as the day 
k>efore* A phyfician was d-gain fent for, who 
laid his commands upon me, not to move from 
that town for one day at leafl. I now clearly 
f^W that the Packet would fail without me. 

On Wednefday the 4th. I hi off in the ftagc 
for Philadelphia* When I arrived there, I found 
that no (hip would fail from thence for any of the 
three kingdoms for feveral day*, or from New- 
York for a longer time. I thereK ^c refted mylelf 
contentedly in Philadelphia for nine days, and 
3id what little ^od was in tny power under the 
grace of God in that populous city, preaching 
almoR every evening, and fometimes in the morn- 
ing, and three times on the Lord's day. Our 
fociety in this place paid a pleafing mark of 
rcfpeft to the memory ofourdeardeceafed Father 
in the gofpel, by covering the pulpits of the two 
Chapels with black cloth. The fame, proof of 
regard for our much beloved friend had already 
been given by our fociety in New-York, 

On Saturday, the 14th of May, I fct off for 
^etocajlle in the State^of Delaware, accompanied 
by ieveral of my friends, to take (hipping in the 
JVilliam-Penn bound for London. That night we 
Qept at Chejter. The next day I preached at Wil- 
mington in the afternoon, and at Newcafile in the 
Evening; and lodged at the houfe of my kind 
Friends Mr. and Mrs. Bond^ late of Lambeth m 
JVeJtminJlcr, 

The next morning Mr. AJhury and fomc of the 
Preachers wlio were on their way to Philadelphia^ 
and who had received a letter from me inform in* 
them of nry route, came round to Ntwcafilt to 
take their leave of me :^ and \vi the aftctnoon ,1 
embarked.

THE 

Fifth TOUR to AMERICA. 

S E C T I Oj.N I. 

ON the fir ft of September, , 1 792, we went 
on board at Grave/end^ and next day fet 
fail. Our company in the cabbin were, the 
Captain, who is an amiable man, and I be- 
lieve, fears God ; the Mate, an agreeable, fen- 
fible man ; my friend Mr. Graham^ the Mif- 
fionary for the IVcJl- Indies^ and a few others. 
About nineteen failors with fixteen fleerage- 
pafTeiigcrs, made up the reft of the fhip's com- 
pany. One pleafing circumftance was, that the 
Captain frji dcfircd to have prayers in the (hip. 
My birth, '^as they call it. or ftatc^room, is large 
and convenient : here, I truft, I ftiall hold 
much fwect communion with God during the 
voy'igc. 

\Ve hive been long delayed (thirteen days) in 
the Channel, I now doubt whether the chief 
end of my voyage, viz. to be at the general 
Conference in Balfimarc on theift of November, 
will not be defeated. But the Lord knows 
what is beft. O that my will may be fwallowed 
up in his ! 

About the time of our leaving the E^tglijh 
channel, the Captain of a French Brig from the 
Wcji Indies took great pains to come up with us, 
in order to inq-.iire what longitude we were in. 
After receiving ihe information he wanted he 
left us. But while he was flill within hearing, 
our Mate cried out in French, ** The King is a 
prifoner ; and all the Sai/s Guards arc killed !" 
The Frenchman turned his ftiip about, and made 
after us with ah expedition. Our Captain feeing 
this, backcncd his f^ils, and gave opportunity to 

the 
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the veflcl to overtake us ; when the^ French 
Captain received full information concerning 
the ftate of France^ which he heard with all the 
eagernefs that can well be conceived. He then 
began to leave us, but, as ifrecollefting fome- 
thing he had forgot, turned again to our furprifb^ 
and afked us with all the courtefy of the French* 
malty " Whether he could be fo happy as to 
fupply us with any thing his (hip afforded ;** 
though he had been at fea about feven weeks^ 
and #e only a fortnight. 

Sept. 23. My poor dear friend Mr. Graham is 
exceedingly ill, as indeed he has been ever fince 
we firft failed. But now he looks jufl like- a 
corpfe ; and complains of excruciating pains in 
his bowels : he can hardly (it or lie down, and 
he (lands and walks almofl double. I am afraid 
he will die during the Voyage. Lord, fave his 
life, if it be only on account ofthepoornegroesf 
I find a (hip a moft convenient place tot Rudy ■: 
though it is fomctimet great exerfcifc to my tcet, 
legs and armsj to keep myfelf fteady to write* 
From the time 1 rife till bed-time, except during 
meals, I have- the cabbin-table to myfelf, and 
-work at it inceffantly. I never was accuitomed to 
dream much til) now ; but 1 feem to beat my pleaf- 
ing work even whilfl I deep. I have fix Canary- 
birds over my head, which fing moll delightfully. 
Surely they have been brought here by the kind 
hand of Providence, in order to entertain me, 
^hilR I am labouring for my Lord. 

Sept. 28. Brother Graham^ bleffed be God, is 
now recovered. I really was afraid we (hould 
have loft him. He had quite given hiuifelf up, 
and thought of nothing but going to heaven im- 
mediately. One particular pleafes me much ; I 
have obferved that the Captain enters into his 
private log«book (or account-book) our feveral 
times of holding public wor(hip : I am therefore 
in^ hopes that the owners of his (hip are piou& 
men. For^fome time paft I had given up all 
hopes of being at the general Conference ; and 

i4 ^ found 
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found much profit in the exercife of refignati^n* 
fiut now an eaUerly breeze fp rings up, which 
affoids mc lome glimmering hope. 

0£l. 6. We had this evening the mod beauti- 
ful fun-fet I ever faw, fuch as a land- vie w, I ap- 
vrehend, could not poflibly give, A great cloudy 
like a mountain of flaming fire, flood apparently 
upon and above the fun. Jufl above this cloud, 
or mountain of fire, was a fmaller one, equally 
fplondid, cxa£lly in the fhapc of a crown i and 
the horizon to the right and left, for an imttienfc 
way, fcemed all on fire. Some of the common 
men, came to the head of the (hip to view this 
lingular phoenomenon, and confelTed, that as 
many years as they had been at fea, they never 
faw fuch a feitmg fun« But when we can 
view God in all things, thefe fcenes are very 
plcahng« 

^ 0£l. 8. One of the Canary-birds, through the 
iieglc6l of the ileward, died for want of foodt 
I was really (brry, that the innocent' creature 
which had often entertained me, fhould fuffer 
fo miferable a death, for want of facrificing three 
minutes in the day, to examine the cages. For 
though none of the birds are mine, 1 poflefs as 
much property in their mufic as any one. The 
little creature fung almoft incelTantly the morning 
preceding its death, hoping, I fuppofe, to gain 
pur attention, and induce us to fill its feed-box. 
A misfortune of this kind may feem ridiculous 
to many on land : but lliofe who are furrounded 
with an immcnfe ocean, the lofs of a favourite 
bird is great : and their feelings will, at leaft, be 
excufed by ingenuous minds. 

Oft. g. On a fudden the weather is changed 
from very fair, to rainy, dark and gloomy. 
What a comfort it is to be able to retire into God 
at all times, in all places, and in all weathers I 
This is my birth-day. I am now forty-five. Let 
me take a view of my pa fl life. What is the fuin. 
of all ? What have 1 done ? And what ami? 

1 have 
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I have done nothing ; no, nothing % and I am a 
firmer ! God be merciful to me ! 

G61. t3. Now there is a change of wind in our 
favour ; and a pofTibility that I {hall gain the de- 
fired port in lime : but^nevcnhclefs, father, not 
xny will, but thine be done. 

Oft. 20. I renewed my Covenant with God 
this morning, in a folemn and happy a temperas 
ever I experienced ; my Hril efpoufals to God not 
excepted. 

Oct. 21. The comfortable frame of mind I Ex- 
perienced yefterday, ftill continues. How kind 
IS our Lord, in giving his children fuch heavenly 
cordiaU in the courfe of their pilgrimage. 

0£l. 28. I am afraid we have done but little 
good to our congregation. One of the "flee rage- 
paflTengers has beeo a member of our Society ia 
Sheffield, and all the fhip's crew fay, that man is 
certainly a Chriftian !• The Mate alio is under 
feme degree, of conviflion, and will even Ihed 
tears when he is fometimes converfing with Mr. 
Graham on religious fubjefts. Another of the 
fteerage-paflengers, whofe name is Flinty has^ 
written me a very pleafing letter of thanks for 
my minifterial labours, and expreffes himfclf aa 
truly concerned for his foul. 

A pilot is juft come on board, and in all pro- 
bability, 1 {hall be in Baltimore in time ! . The 
Lord does all things well ; glory, and honour^ b^ 
iifcribed to him for ever ! 
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ON Tuefday, Oftober 30th, 1792, I landed- *tr 
NewcafiUy in the State of Delaware, lea^ving- 
my friend Mr. Graham to go up to Philadtlphia 
m the Ihip, as he was defirous of vifiting hi§~ 

M 3; brother. 
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ArotYier^ \rho had refided in Lancafter-county^ 
Pennsylvania^ for many years. I immediately pro- 
ceeded to vxfit Mr. and Mrs. Bond^ formerly of 
•ur Society in Lambeth- Mar/h^ London^ but nov 
xeiiding on a large plantation within half a mile 
•f Ncwcaftle. I had fcvcnty miles to^ ride in the 
fpace of a day. and- a few hours, in order to be in 
time for the General Conference in Baltimore 
Mr. Lee^ however, Son-in-law^tp Mrs. Bond^ moflb 
Icindly relieved me fn my diflrefs, by lepding 
mqhis onc-horfe-chaife, and one of his fervlintsto 
drive me.. I am quite ailonifhed at the never- 
failing and complete provifion, which the Lord 
makes for me under every difficulty. O why is 
not my foul filled with gratitude : O why do t 
Kot rejoice continually with joy unfpeakable 
and. full of glory, when I have fuch an al- 
mighty Friend always to accompany mc, always 
to affifl me ! 

In the evening. I lay at a town called the 
Head'Of-Elk^ fixleen miles from NtwcafiU^ and tHe 
next morning fet off by moon-light for Baltl-' 
mort. About noon our chaife-horle began to fail: 
but flopping to dine at a little village called Me 
Bujk^ I providentially met with an old acquain- 
tance, Mr. Richard Dallam^ who with the utmoft. 
fcadinefs changed chaifc-horfes with me, which 
placed us in a condition, with the help of God, 
\o reach Baltimore by night*^ About ffeven in 
the evening, it being ^uite ,dark, our carriage 
was overturned by the flump of a tree, t 
received very little injury, but the fervant hurt 
his collar-bone, and head. We were not able 
to-raife up the chaife and horfe, but- Providence - 
brought a pciTon to the fpot at the very time, 
with whole aflillance we fet the carriage right.. 
How aflonifhing is the loving-kindnefs of my 
God ; how innumerable are the dangers feeiii 
and unfeen, from which he is continually de-^ 
iivering mc

The gratitude declare, 
That glows within my ravifti'd heart :

About nine o'clock, Wednefday ni'gh^, Ofl*. 
31, I arrived at the houfe of my friend Mr. 
FhiUp Rogers of RaUimore; juil time enough to 
iakc fome refrcQiment, and a little fleep, before 
the General Conference commenced. Mr. AJhury 
and the Preachers who were at Mr. Rogers^ 
^were furprized to fee me at that critical moment. 
They had almoft' given me up, but intended to 
fpcnd ten days in debating matters of the fmalleft 
importance, in prayer, and in declaring their 
experiences, before they entered on the weightier 
bufinefs, if I did not fooner arrive. 

Wa continued our Conference for fifteen days. 
I had always entertained very high ideas of the 
piety and zeal of the American Preachers, and 
of the confiderable abilities of many : but I had 
no expe£lation, I confefs, that the debates would 
he carried on in fo very mafterly. a manner ; fo 
that on every queflion of importance, the fub* 
jeQ: fecmcd to be confidered in every poflible 
light. 

Throughout the whole of the debates, they 
^onfidered themfelves as the fervants of the. 
people, and therefore never loft fight of them.oa 
any queftion. Indeed, the fingle eye, and fpirit 
•f humility, which were manifefled by the 
Preachers throughout -the whole of the Con- 
ference, were extremely pleafing, and afforded^ 
a comfortable profpeft of the increafeof the work^ 
of God throughout the Continent. 

They determined that the next General* Con* 
ference fhall be held on the ift. of November, 
lyqS: and that in the mean tijme the Diftrifts 
icipe6lively fhall hold annual Confierences. 

On Thurfday the 15th, after the Conference 
fnally broke up, I preached on James i.. 2^»* 

•< PurW 
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*< Pure religion and undeBled before GocI and 
the Father is thh, to vi(it the fatherlefs aad 
widows in their aSliftion, and (o keep himfelf 
unfpotted from the world.'* A folemn awe rcllod 
upon the congregation ; the meeting was coH" 
tinued till about midnight, and twelve peffonSy 
we have reafon to believe, were then adopted 
into the family of God* This was a glorious 
conclufion : a gracious feal from heavenrtoour 
proceedings. 

Next day I fet off for our College, which ii 
about twenty-five miles from Baltimore. Here 1 
fpent three days in examining the ftudents, &c* 
and tlie jprogrefs of many of them pleafcd me 
much, cfpecially thofe who fludied the different 
branches of the Mathematics. Dr. Hall, our 
Prefident, and the three Tutors, do honour to 
the Inftitution. We have now upwards of feven- 
ty Students, great and fmall, fourteen of whon* 
are upon the foundation. Many from th9 
Southern States are fending their young men 
there, to finifh their education. Some principal 
perfons of the State of Maryland have informed 
us, that the Legiflature is willing to incorporate 
the College, and to authorize us to confer "degree* 
under due limitations. But perhaps it may be 
beft for us to go on in our prefent Hitlc way. 
The Students are divided into ClaCTes, and arc 
regularly met by our Elders in their courfe ; and 
fuch inquiries are made, and advices given, as 
are mod likely to profit them. Indeed, the fear 
of God feems to pervade the whole College. 

On Tuefday the 20th, I arrived in Philadelphia^ 
and fpent eight days with that loving people* 
They are but a fmall Society for fo l^rj^c a city» 
The whole amount of the number does not, I 
think, exceed 300 : but they are in general a 
folid and eflablilhed people in the grace of God» 
Here I prepared a new Edition of our Form of 
Difcipline, with all the regulations made at tho 
Canfereuce. 
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'n Thurfday, the 29th, I preached in tM 
irch of Mr. Ogden of Newark^ New ^trfty^ a 
^ pious Clergyman of the Church of England^ 
n\ I have fpoken of in ray former journals ; 
on the next day reached Ntto-York» In the 
moon I had a deliverance never to be far- 
en. 1 v^ent to the Wharfs, to look out for 
nvenient vcflfel to carry me to the Wefi-Indies^ 
in afcending the fide of a Brig, my foot flipt* 
ghted on fomelhing at the edge of the water, 
ch fupported me; and with the alTjftance of 
e who were near, was raifed on board. But 
n I looked back on the fjtuation in which 
d been a few moments before, it was mod 
il. A pole had been tied to the fide of the 
;, to prefervc it from being •damaged by 
ing again ft the Wharf. This pole received 
n my fall, otherwifein a fecondortwo I muil 
roidably have been crufhed between the Brig 
the Wharf. Six times, I have been in the 
jaws of death, upon or near the water, and 
\m flill preferved amonununt of mercy in tvtry^

ling detained in this City for twelve days, I 
able to perform my engagement to the Gene- 
Conference, by preparing for the prcfs a Ser* 
which I had preached before them, on Rom* 
i6. '* The Spirit itfelf beareth witr^cfs with 
fpirit, that we are the children of God.** 
le courfe of near twenty Sermons which I 
ched here, my miniflry was much bleiTed ifi 
edablilhrncnt of believers. How the Lord 
hts to ufe the foolilh things of the world foe 
lory ! Some alfo were awakened : and.fomoi^ 
ieve, were juftified. In meeting. the Seleft 
sty, I was much fatisfied indeed.. But Ihad 
doubt on my mind, which I. was very de- 
s of having refdlved* The Society in this 
y before the war, confided of about 2pa 
bers : it now confiils of about 600 ; and ver^ir 
of tbe^prefent Society,, were members of the 
er* I was therefore very defiroiu to knoMC 
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in wliich oFtTie two Societies religion flourilhed 
Tni)!h Mr, Stnpds^ a native of Germany y who has 
been a Leader in our Society at Neiu York for 
about twenty yens, and is one of the mofl ex- 
cellent men upon earth, gave me full fatisfa£lion# 
lie alTiircd mc, that he bad not the ftiadowof a 
doubt, but in proportion to the numbers^ there is 
incomparably more genuine religion in the prc- 
fcnt Society, than there was in that which fub- 
fiflcd before the war : and every one th^ knowi 
Mr. StapdSy will acknowledge him a proper judge. 
There are few thin;'S more delight me, than fatis- 
faftory proofs of the increafe of Religion. 

On the 12th of December, wc failed from Ktti' 
York in the Bri^; rriciidfhip, and on the 31ft ar- 
rived at St. Euflati:zi in the I '/c/l Indies. Never 
before was I fo IvJiig a lime in the midftof dirt 
and filth. My fituation was exceedingly nafly 2 
but by the force of cuflom, I felt myfelf tempted 
to become a contented Hottentot, Mr. Blackf 
our Piefiding-Eldcr in the Provinces of Nova* 
Scotia and New^Brunfwich^ accompanied me, which 
"was fome confolation to me in my Voyage : but 
what was infinitely more, the confolations of God 
did fometimes fuperabound. Several times, when 
lying upon my bed, I felt fuch extraordinary af- 
furances of the love of God, and his care for mc, 
as enabled me to rejoice and triumph in him, and 
fweetly to retire into him as my bleflfed Affylum 
and my only Home. At the fame time I faw and 
felt fuch infinite defefts in myfelf, fuch want of 
entire purity, and fuch a fweet kind of forrowing 
before God, as far exceeded any thing of tho 
kind I had ever experienced. Filthy as the place 
was, the captain, fupercargo, mate, and a palfen- 
ger going to Santa Cruz, were very good-natured, 
and hardly ever fwore, Befidcs, I had my 
papers, and "pen and ink, and was enabled to 
collefl a large quantity of materials for the 
Magazine. 

Immediately on our arrival at St, Euft alius, wc 
waited on tho Governor (Mr, Rcnnolds) who filled 

that 



^hat place during the former peiTecutions* lie 
received us with his ufual acrimony, and feemedi 
and (poke, as if he was determined to pull down 
the work of God. The Ifland belongs to the 
Wtji-India Company of Holland, During a vacan- 
cy jn the Government, theBurgeffes of the Ifland 
have a right to ele6i a Governor ad inUrim (during 
the interval.) Mr. Retinoids was formerly Go* 
vernor, and is fo now, in this capacity. The 
Governor fent from Holland^ who was mentioned 
in my lad Weft' India Journal, was a rough, rude 
man, and would not fufFer us to preach: how- 
ever the little fociety had peace. But as foon as 
this man was re-elefted on the removal of the 
other, the flames of peifecution were kindled 
■freih. The poor flaves, from one end of the 
Ifland to the other, who met together to fing and 
pray, and converfe of the things of God, (the 
only method they had, in which to hold Divine 
vrorfhip) were cart-whipped, and many of them ^ 
imprifoned. The conlcquence has been, that 
the precious Society we had her^i is almofl dif- 
perfed. About half a dozen little clades meet in 
cbrners : and, yet, there is not a fmgle Minifter 
^f any kind in the Ifland ! What a myftery I 
that the Great Governor of the Church (hould 
fuffer it ! my grieved^ bleeding heart fays (I 
fear with fome reluttance) " thy will be done.** 
But it alfofays, with all its powers, <« How long, 
O Lord, holy and true, dolt thou not avenge our 
blood 1" And he will avenge it 1 He will turn 
the world upiide down, before he will not 
avenge it ! And his Church fliall have peace, 
yea, even in this perfecuting Ifland ! 

1 would juft add a few remarks on the heroic 
condu6t of two Negro-women, who were ordered 
among others to the* whipping-poft, foe being 
PxesBNT at a Methodist Prayer-Mietino. 
Whiiil they remained under the fevefc laihes of 
the common executioner, and great furrows 
were made in their bleeding backs,^ and for fome 
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time afterwardsi they triumphed in perfecutioiii 
and in the honour they received byiufiering in 
their Redeemer's caufe, in a manner which afto- 
n idled the numerous fpeflators. They aflured 
the multitude, in their Negro dialefl, that they 
prized the torments which they then endured 
above all the gold and filvcr in the world : ia 
fiiort, they gave fuch indubitable proofs of the 
genuine power of Religion, of patient fuHeringi 
and triumphant faith, that fome principal Gen- 
tlemen of the Ifland who were prcfent on the 
occafion, acknowledged it was a thoufand pities 
that thofe two Negroes (hould fufFer at all. But 
nothing could touch the heart of Governor 
Rennolds. I am perfuaded, that there is nothing 
but the power and the opportunity wanting, to 
make him as cruel a perfecutor as any in the pri- 
mitive times of Chriitianity. 

On Wcdncfday the 2d. of January, I failed 
for the I {land of St. Chriftopher's, in a moft 
mifcrable Schooner, and arrived there the next 
day ; when I was immediately informed by Mr*. 
Warrener, that a dreadful perfecuiion had arifen 
inSt.Vincent's,andthatMr.Lumb wasat that time 
in the common priion of the IQand, for preaching 
the Gofpel. I let ofF therefore in a Sloop (a 
pafTage boat) which failed in the afternoon for 
St. Vincent's, in order to comfort my fufferlng 
brother, and to enquire into thecaufe of this ex« 
traordinary event. 

About ten at night, we arrived in the Bay of 
Charlcdon, near the Ifland of Nevis. As we 
came to anchor my difagreeable company and 
fituation induced me to go on (hore. But my 
kind friend Mr. Ward, the Judge of the Court 
of Admiralty, being gone to bed, I lay at an Inn, 
in a room adjoining a Billiard-table ; where the 
blafpheming, difTolute, reprobate Billiard-players, 
kept mc awake till about two in the morning, . 
What a comfort is it to bz removed out of the 
reach of all connexion with fuch wretched 
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beings ! What a Blefling to be clofely united 
with the children of God ! Their horrid blaf- 
phemies tempted me to get beyond the bounds of 
chanty : they almoft made me thankful, that the 
irregular live* of thofe peft« of Society muft ne- 
cedfarily in this torrid clime, foon root them out 
of the land of the living. After fpending a lit- 
tle time in private converfation with Mr. Patti- 
fon» our Miflionary in the Ifland of Nevis-, 
who was then in Charleston, and break fad- 
ing at Mr, Ward'Sj I again fet off for St. 
Vincent's, 

The next day we touched at Rofeau in Do* 
nunica. I embraced the opportunity, and fpent 
four hours on (hore in order to fee whether I 
could find out any of the flock of my dear de- 
ceafed friend William Mc Cornock, On calling 
upon a coloured friend whofe name I ju^ re- 
collected, the report of my arrival foon circu- 
lated ; and about twenty of the fruits of that 
holy man's la[bours foon affembled. If I could 
have (laid another hour, I fhould have had a 
congregation. However, we. fung and prayed 
together ; and the power and prefence of God 
were affuredly in the midfl of us. The dear 
man, in a few months, was the means of awaken- 
ing about 150 fouls ; and then he left them 
for a better place. The fword was too fharp for 
the fcabbard. What a pity it is, that now for 
three years, they fliould have been left as (beep 
without a (hepherd. The fields are ripe for 
harvefl, but Alas J Alas I there are none to. 
reap it. 

From Dominica we again proceeded on our 
voyage. But fuch a wretched Crew, and fuch an 
infamous fet of pafTengers, I never failed with 
before* My friends had furnifhed me with a 
few bottles of excellent old rum for my voyage ; 
but after I was in bed, thefe poor creatures got 
hold of it, and intoxicated ihemfclves ; they 
fat jull under xny bed, and iuog the moll fihhy' 
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fongs I ever heard. I fcarce thought it pofiibtc 
that language could have afiporded fuch ob- 
fccnity. 

On the 6th, We landed at St. Vincen t's ; and 
I haliened immediately to vifit my imprifoned 
Brother. 1 found him in the common jail, and a 
nialcfadlor with him : afterwards another male* 
fador was added. Our kind friends fupplied 
him with proviQons fufEcient for himfelf and his 
fellow<prifoners. Soldiers guarded him : and be- 
caufe he fpoke of the things of God, through 
the grates to the poor Negroes, who continually 
flocked around the prifon, orders were given 
that he (hould be clo/ely confined. However, 
the white people were fuffered to vidt him : but 
the guards took care that no coloured perfon 
fhould fpeak to him even through the grates. 
And the poor Negroes would come up clofe to 
the grates, and while they flood filently glancing 
at him in the prifon, the tears woqld trickle 
abundantly down their cheeks. 

And all this was done, becaufe Mr. Lumb had 
preached the Gospel to the Negroes in our 
OWN Chapel, built with our own Money, on 
our own ground ! The Legiflature were fo de- 
termined to prevent the poflibility of their ne- 
groes being inftrufted, that they enafied, That 
no pet ion, the Reftors of the Parifhes excepted, 
ihould preach without a licence ; and this li- 
cence (hould not be granted to any that had not 
frevioufly refided for twelve months on the 
fland. This, they knew, militated againfl our 
Itinerant Plan. They knew alfo, that our 
Preachers would never confent to fit for twelve 
months with their hands before them, and have 
their mouths (hut, that they might afterwards 
have the liberty of preaching for a couple of 
years in the Ifland of St. Vincent. The. Aft 
therefore was completely adecjuate to anfwer all 
its infernal purpofes. 

But 
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Rwt we have good reafon to believe, that the 
Ifiajority of the white Inhabitfints reprobate the 
Aft. Indeed it was hurried through the AflTembly 
at the very clofe of the Seflion, They fat a day 
extraordinary to complete the bufinefs : and 
though the houfe was very thin, they were by 
no means unanimous. No Miflionary that had 
»cver vifited the Ifland, was more refpefted than 
Mr, Lumb. They did not attempt even^ to in- 
vent any charge againft him, except " He broke 
the Lmzi),** It is true, the very Sunday after the 
aft was paflTed, he broke the Law ; i. e, he 
preached the Gospel of Jesus Christ to the 
poor Negroes ; and on -the Thurfday following 
was committed to prilbn. * 

This infamous Law is exaftly parallel to the 
cdi^s of the ancient Roman Emperors. They 
lirft gently pinched ; and proceeded from ftep 
to ftep, till they concluded with Death, And 
here, for the firft offence, the punifhment is a 
fine often Johannes, or imprifonment for not 
more than ninety days, and not lefs than thirty. 
For the (ec^ond, fuch corporal punifhment as the 
Court fhall think proper to inflift, and banifh- 
inent. And, laftly, on return from banifhment, 
DEATH ! How unparalleled a Law in thefc 
modem times, and under a Government called 
Proteftant ; and which boafts of the liberty of its 
fubjefts. 

No I (land, for the time, afforded a more plea* 
fing profpeft of the profperity of religion, than 
that of St. Vincent's. About a thoufand of the 
poor Slaves were ftretching forth their hands 
unto God : and many more of them conftantly 
attended the preaching of the word. Indeed 
the Negroes of that Ifland, in general, feem ripe 
for the Gofpel. And (hall liell and its emiffarie* 
be fuffered to prevail ? Will God Almighty fuf- 
fcr it ? Can we find no relief? 

Our prefent gracious Sovereign, (as well at 
^is royal Grand-father before hini|} has ever been 
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a Friend of religious Liberty. He, with tBc 
advice of his Council, may give us complete re- 
lief ; and his tender heart will not refufe it t» 
fo large a body of his loyal fubjefls as the Metho« 
difls are. He cannot have a wifh in his foul, to 
fupport a perfecution againii us in all his domi- 
nions ; and if not in all, then in none* For the 
Government which would perfecute us in the 
extremes of its Empire, would undoubtedly per- 
fecute us to its centre, as foon as means and op^ 
portunity were afforded. 

Still, then, I have hope that the great door 
which the Lord opened for the propagation of 
the Gofpel in St. Vincent's, will be opened again t- 
that he who can turn the hearts of men like the 
livers of the South, will fo interfere by the mieh* 
ty Power whereby he fubdueth all things to him* 
felf, as to give us accefs to the hundreds of 
Ifrael, who are now fuffering, a famine of the 
Word. 

I had given up all thoughts of vifiting the IQand 
of Grenad a, when Mr. Abraham Biftiop, one of 
our late MifTionaries in Nova-Scotia, who came 
at my rcqueft to the Weft-Indies, arrived here. 
1 therefoie fet fail with him for Grenada in order 
to introduce him, where we landed the next 
day. The kind reception I met with during this 
vifit, as well as the laft, from all ranks of perfons, 
gives me, I confefs, a peculiar predileftion for 
ibis Ifland. We found that Mr. .Dent, the truly 
pious and worthy Rcftor of St. George, whom 
I mentioned in my former Journals, had already 
provided^ with the afliftancc of the little Society 
which Mr. Owens had left behind him, a houfe 
for Mr. Bi(hop ; as I had previoufly inforined 
Mr. Dent by Letter that he might foon expe6i a 
Miffionary. 

Mr. Dent intreated me to malce his houfe my 
home, during my rcfidence in the. Ifland. He 
Jhas lately built it on the fide of a hill, which 
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•ifords X delightful view of the towxi, harboi^:' 
and (hipping. 

I preached once in Mr. Dent's Church on A 
Sunday morning, and two or three times in Mr« 
Bifhop's houfc. When 1 met the Society (about 
thirty in number) they delighted me much. The 
experience of many was clear; moft of them en- 
joyed a llrong evidence of their intereft in the 
LiOrd Jefus Chrift. Mr. Bilhop, who is a native 
pf Jerfey, ^one of our Iflands oA the Coaft of 
France,) preached both in Englifh and French, 
"with all that fervour and zeal for the converfion 
of finners, which almod eats up his foul. 

A little circumflance happened at this time, 
\vhich fo clofely touched my feelings, that I car^- 
not forbear relating it. Mr. D. who with h;s 
stmiable Lady, lives quite a retired life, thought 
his family flood in need of another fervant gir)« 
He therefore, one day, went to a fale of Negroes, 
and fixing his eye on a girl of about ten years of 
age, faid to her, " Will you come with me ?" 
The poor child, who was totaUy unacquainted 
-with the Engliih language, feemed, neverthelefs, 
to underftand him, and nodded her head. He 
then converfed with the Proprietor about fome 
other Negroes, but afterwards, recolIe6ling him- 
lelf, turned round again to the girl, and laid to 
her, " Weir, will you come. with me ?" The little 
naked child immediately threw her arms around 
him, and burll into tears. His heart was exceed* 
ingly touched,. and hepurchafed her,, and brought 
her home. She was immediately well clothed ; 
and, before I left the Ifland, could fpeak feveral 
words of Englifh, and began to few. 

Indeed the gentlemen of Grenada, be it fpokea 
to their honour, do, I believe, treat their. Ne- 
groes better than thofe of any other illand in the 
Wcjl Indies. I'heir Law, which provides Guar- 1 
dians in every parifh, who arc, upon oath, to • 
overfee and prote6l the Negroes from injurious ^ 
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treatment, and are invefted with great powers 
and privileges for the purpofei it a demon icrative 
proof of their wifdom and humanity. This mer- 
ciful Law was (irft ena£^ed about three yean 
ago : and very foon afterwards, a Lady was fined 
£'500. for cruelty to her Negroe ; an a& of juT- 
tice, which did honour to the GuardianS| the 
Judges, the Jury, and the whole Ifland. 

On the Monday after I landed, I took Mr. 
Bifhop with me to vifit the {Ion. Mr» Smith, one 
of the Members of the Council, who lives near 
the town of Guaave. With this hofpitable Gen« 
tleman I fpent a day, and was highly delighted 
with the fweet retirement which- the woods, with 
a fine rivulet running through them, formed 
round his houfe. He has allotted a large Out- 
houfe for Mr. Bi (hop's ufe, in which he is to 
preach and inftruft the Negroes from time to 
time. From Mr. Smith's we went to the Rev. 
Mr. Carew's, the Reft or of Guaave, who received 
us with great courtely, and informed us that Mr. 
Biftiop fliiould always be welcome to his houfe ; 
and his Negroes ^about two hundred) would be 
colleded to receive inflru6lion, whenever Mr, 
Bi(hop viiited him. The view of land and fea 
from Mr. Carew's houfe, forms one of thofe 
rand profpeds which are fo common in the 

e (I- Indies. 

But I mud not pafs over the noble facrifice, 
which Mr. Owens, one of the Miflibnaries, late- 
ly made in this liland. He was highly efleemed 
by General Matthews, the Governor of the 
Ifland : and the living of Cariacou, one of the 
Grenada Iflands, being then vacant, the Ge- 
neral oflFered Mr. Owens the living, if he would 
go to England (under the General's recommenda- 
tion,] and be ordained by the Biihop of London^. 
The living is worth ^400. Currency, per annum, 
which is regularly paid out of the Treafury of 
the Ifland of Grenada « and the furpHce fces^ 
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which are very large, make nearly, as much again. 
But ^ur Brother, with all the fortitude of a man 
of God, and with the deepeil fenfe of the great 
generofity of the General, declined the offer, 
and continued a poor dependent Methodid 
Preacher ! 

After remaining about a week in Grenada, I 
fel oif in the Daihwood Packet for the IQand of 
Tortola. In our way we fpent about twenty- 
four hours at Nevis, during which time I waited 
on my conftant friend Mr. Ward, and two of 
the principal Planters of the Ifland, \vhoare very 
kind to the Mifiionarres. 

On Saturday, Jan. 26, we landed at St. Kitt' s. J'7( 
and continued at that IHand forty-eight hours: /*- 
during our ftay 1 vifited Dr. Bull , a Phyfician, 
and one of the Members of the Affembly, who 
lives on the fide of a Burning Mountain. This 
Gentleman's garden is the belt I have feen in the 
"Weft-Indies. The (ituation is fufficiently cool 
for raiting all the efculents of £ngland ; and yet 
a part of the Mountain, near the fummit, is fo 
hot, that one can hardly bear ta walk over it ; 
but there is no danger of living near it, as the 
Mountain has never thrown up any Lava fmce 
the Europeans have been acquainted with the 
Ifland. The manner in which two fhcams have 
been brought from the Burning Mountain to the 
Garden, might employ the attention of the Phi- 
lofopher, and afford him much delight for a conlt- 
derable time. While I was walking in the gar* 
den, I more than once forgot myfelf, and for 
a fecond or two, imagined 1 was in my native 
country. The elegant Bath was alfo very re* 
frefhing. At dinner, out of many dilhes, 1 pre- 
ferred the rareft 1 had ever eat under the torrid 
Zone, viz. beans and bacon. The Do6ior made 
me a prefent of green Peas, which I carried to the 
Packet, and which I think, were as good as any 
I ever met with in England* 

Sunday 
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Sunday the 27th, was indeed a refrefbin'g da^ 
to my foul and the fouls of many. I had grea( 
liberty in preaching, and every hearer feemiod to 
be watered from on high. At the Love fcaft, it 
was mod animating to hear the lively and clear 
accounts of their convcrfion, with which we wci© 
favoured by many of the Negroes. 

On the 28rh. Wc left St. Chriftopher's, wherfc 
religion flouriflies like an olive-tree in the houfc 
of God; and on the ^oth, reached Tortol a. In 
the evening I had a large and attentive congrega* 
tion. The Ifland is very fmall ; and yet on this 
little fpot, and fome other fmall Ifiands in the 
neighbourhood, we have one thoufand four hun- 
dred awakened Negroes in Society, blefScd be 
God. For a conliderabte time there was a warm 
perfecution here ; but the addrcfs and good ma- 
nagement of Mr. Owens, have, under a gracious 
providence, entirely extinguifhed it. I cannot 
help acknowledging with gratitude, the kindncfs 
and attention fhewn me by Capt. R€>berts of the 
D a (h wood Packet. Indeed, both from him and 
Capt. Bouldefton of the Halifax Packet^ with 
whom I failed two years ago, from Falmouth to 
Baibadoes, I received every degree of kindnefs 
and attention, which could poflibly be defired. 

After employing myfelf in a very comfortable 
and profitable way for three days in Tortola, I 
hired a fmall {loop, (being the cheapeft method,) 
and fet off with Mr. and Mrs. Harper, and Mr. 
and Mrs. Owens, for Antigua, where we were to 
hold our little Conference. We touched at St. 
Kitt's, and took up Meffrs. Warrcnner, Black, 
and Mq Vean. We alfo flopped at Nevis, on 
Mr. Paltifon's account ; and the night being dark, 
and the weather tempeftuous, lay at our kind 
friend Mr. Ward*s. Next morning we aaain 
weighed anchor, and failed into the Channel 
which divides the Iflandsof Nevis and St. K'itt's. 
The weather now grew fo tempolluous, and 
the ikies darkened to that degree, that by the 
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advice of the Captain, we ran into a fmall bayjr 
and anchored there ; but feeing no probability of 
the temper's abating for that day, we went up 
to the plantations, and divided ourfelves among 
our friends *■ Mr. Black went with me to the 
Manfion-houfe of Walter Nefbit, Efq; a member 
of the Council, who receives the Miflionaries, 
and whofe Negroes are conftantly inftru£ied by 
them. This benevolent Gentleman has prepared 
a very convenient chapel for us, where the Mif- 
iionary preaches to the Negroes. In the evening 
I coUeded the Blacks, and endeavoured to profit 
them as far as I was able. 

An affe^ling circumftance lately happened here, 
which may be worth relating. Mr* N. purchafcd 
a company of Negroes from a Guinea-inip ; and 
fome time after made alfo a purchafe from another 
veflel. When the Negroes who were bought in 
the lafl in (lance, were brought up to the eftatc;^ 
a young girl of that company fixed her eye in a 
moment on another of nearly the fame fize, who 
bad been purchafed in the firft inftance. Tha 
latter feemed equally affected ; and they both 
Aood Hke flatues. for a confiderable time, with 
the deepefl attentipn to each other, that can b« 
imagined* At lail, as if fatisfied with their mu- 
tual recognition, and recovered from their mute 
aflonifhment, they fprung into each other's arms^ 
kifUng and bathing each other with their tears, 
till they were difengaged with fome degree of 
violence from their mutual embraces* They were 
fillers ! 

In the afternoon of the next day, there was aa 
appearance of moderate weather, when we again 
embarked in our little vefTel, and arrived in An- 
tigua on the 8th of February. Our friends in 
that favoured Ifland rejoiced to fee us, efpecially 
as they had received intelligence of us by a ilrong, 
fwift failing velfel, which had feen us on our 
padage, and were exceedingly uneaiy on account 
of the ftorm. 

The 
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The Preachers being arrived from the Wind- 
vard lilands, our Conference begun on the qth, 
and continued five days. We examined all the 
important minutes of the preceding Conferences^ 
and left nothing unconfidered, I think, which 
would be ufeful to.each other, or to the work in 
jreneral. Our debates were free and full* All 
the Preachers feemed to fpeak their whole mind 
on every important fubje^ ; and, I believe, much 
profit will accrue to the work from the regulations 
which we then made. One of the fermons which 
I pi cached before the Conference was accompa- 
nied with peculiar un&ion* It was indeed one of 
Biy beil times.

The Blacks, who nearly make up the whole of 
this number, have been brought out of heathenifk 
darknefs, more or lefs, to a knowledge of the 
truth, and a knowledge of themfelves. They have 
left, as far as we can End, all their outward (ins, 
even Polygamy itfelf ; and a conliderable part of 
them give To clear and rational an account of their 
converlion, and of the influence of religion upon 
their hearts and lives, as is exceeding animating, 
and encouraging to their Padors, the MiQionaries* 

* There were near a thoufand in'fociety in St. Vincent's, 
when we were driven out of the Iflcind by the perfccution 
mentioned above : but near half the number ilill continue 
thdr private religious meetings, nbtwithfiandiog they are 
without a Minifter. 

+ Thefe were fome of the remains of Mr. Mc Cornock'f 
labours, as mentioned before. 

X We have no opening at prefent for a MiiCon Jri the 
Ifland of Montferat on account of the perfecuting fptrit of 
the Irifh Roman Catholics, who make a conliderable part of • 
the people^ However a little company of about twelve per- 
fons mentioned above, who are under the influences of 
divine grace, are regularly met by a pious coloured i^erfoa 
once a week. 
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Aft^r iTie Conference I rode to Englifli Harbour, 
\irhere we have a fmall Society. This harbour is 
the Bned and mofl commodious of any perhaps 
in America^ except that of Halifax in Nova- 
Scotia, I alfo preached on the eftate of Sir 
George Thomas, where I had the large Hall full 
of a fcrious praying people. 

After preaching on lome other eftates, I re- 
tbrned to St. John's, the metropolis of Antigua. 
This Ifland has been lately vilited with an epi- 
demic diforder, which carried off about fifty of 
the principal inhabitants, beddes a great number 
of Negroes, It is worthy of remark, that when- 
ever there is a large crop of fugar, the people are 
obliged to pay for it by a great mortality. The 
heavy rains neceffary for a large crop, and the 
confcquent dampnefsof the air in this low IQand, 
never fail to produce an epidemic fever. Mr. 
Pearce, one of the Miflionaries, who had before 
enjoyed a remarkable (hare of health, was (eized 
whh the reigning diforder, and brought to the 
point of death ; but the Lord has raifed him up 
again from the bed of ficknefs, and kindly fparea 
him for his ChuTch a little longer. He was given 
over by hk phyficians ; who were aftoniChed to 
find him next day entirely out of danger. Our 
dear and much refpefted brother Mr. Baxter, 
has alfo experienced fome attacks on his condi- 
tution, which have much impaired his health. 
But religion makes ample amends for all the tem- 
poral evils and incoveniences ; for genuine 
piecy has here raifed up her head, and flourifhes- 
abundantly, both among us and our Moravian 
Brethren. 

February 15th, I embarked for Barbadoe s with 
Mr. Graham, and Mr. Pearce and his family. In 
our way w« made another vifit to St. Vincent's, 
but dill found the door of ufefulnefs (hut againfl 
us -by that mofl iniquitous a6l, which has been 
already mentioned. Even fome of the Whites, 
who have no connexion with us, complain that 
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the legtllaturarare banifhing the gofpel from ihp 
lilancU However, our Societies in and neaf the 
towns of Kingfton and Calikqua, ilill aiTemble 
together in finall companies, for finging, prayer^ 
and Chriilian converfatiofi* '< O God, upon ra/ 
" bended knees,. I pray thee,, to remove the iron 
«« hand ofperfeculion, which now refti upon thy 
<< little. flock.. Can -it be conhilent with thi&0 
•* holy attributes, that ihe/e (hould pfcrifti throu^ 
** the malignity and wicked nefs of thine enemies? 
"That •he far from Thee, to do after- this manner^ 
«• to flaythe righteous with»the wicked ; and that 
«*'the righteous ihould be as the wicked,, thai be 
** far from thee : 'fliall not the Judge of all the 
" earth do right ?" 

On the 26th, we landed a^ Bridgetown, ga^ 
badoes, when my worthy old friend, Mr. Butv 
ton^ merchant, received me with great hofpita* 
lity« After, waiting on the Governor, and preach* 
ing' twice, I fet. off on my country- vifits. I had 
received intelligence that Mr. Henry, a gentleman 
of property and rerpe6lability, had made frequent, 
inquiries concerning my name^ perfc(n,.&c^ add-» 
ing^ <« Ho. certainly is my old friend Coke,, with 
whom I was fo intimate at Oxford." i.madeon^ 
df-my hrft viGts to him : and as fopn* aawccame 
in- fight' of each other, we mutually recognised 
an- old and intimate acquaintance, and^embraced 
with all that warmth of aiFe6bion which juvenile 
friendOiips infpire into the breaii. I fpent m 
great part of two days with him, repeating ohi 
adventures, and endeavouring to mix with them 
uieful obfervations* His houfe and eitate* haves 
been already opened, to th^ Mif&onaries : and^ 
I'.doubt not, he will be a real friend to them, . if 
it were only for the fake of his old acquaintance^ 
whom he has loved long and loved well. I alfa 
fpcnt a day or two at Mr ..Harding's the manager 
of a large plantation, who has bcfides.an eiiate 
of his own. He is our friend indeed-; boih'he aud 
his family are truly adu^tedhy the:fear:of^Gud9 
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and fome good bas been done among his Negroes 
by Mr. Lumb. Indeed I Kave met with but few 
familiei in the Iflands like to this. Another white 
family alfo, who refide about a mile from Mr. 
Harding, have received much benefit from Mu 
Lumb'sminiflry. After viliting Colonel Skcatc, 
Sir Philip Gibbs, «nd other gentlemen of the 
Ifland, and preslching upon many of the eftates, I 
returned to Bridgetown. 

The little Society in this town, is, I think, pro- 
portionably to its numbers, the mod devoted to 
God of any in the Windward Iflands ; for this 
there is much due, under the grace of God, to 
the labours of Mr. Pearce.* Nor muft t forget 
to acknowledge that our faithful brother Mr. 
Lumb, with his colleague Mr. Kingiton, has 
been indefatigable in his labours. The Negroes 
of Bafbadoes, for feme reafons which I cannot 
explain, are much lefs prepared for the reception 
of genvune religion than of any other Iflands in 
the Wefl-Indies: but con{lant dropping, 'tis 
faid, will wear out a itone. I therefore trult that 
the day will foon arrive, when the Lord will give 
us Tuch an accefs to their hearts and under fland- 
ings, as we have not at prefent. 

Barbadoes is the mod like England of any 
Idand I have ever feen. The inland part has 
much of the appearance of the fineft lands in the 
Weft-Riding of Yorkftiirc. The numerous houfes 
which are fcattered about, and moft of them white 
wafhed, with the hills at a little dillance,. make 
a very fine view. There arc more white inhabi- 
tants in Barbadoes than in the great Ifland of Ja- 
maica ; a confiderable part of it being broke into 
very fmall eflates of only a few acres ; fo that 
many of the whites are very poor ; nay, fome 
are even fupported by the pariih; a circumftance, 
I believe, not known in any other part of this 
Archipelago. I therefore expeO: we ftiall do 
much good among the whites in Barbadoes, tho 
luxury and intemperance of the rich not being 
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within the reach of the poor. The Lord ha» 
raifed up two Local Preachers here : one (Mu 
Brown brother in-law to Mr. Pearcej who is con- 
cerned in the Filhery-bufinefs ; and another wha 
is in the Artillery. I am in hopes that the fortnei' 
will foon give himfelf wholly to the work of a 
Miffionary : he is one of the mpll pious men I 
know. But I cannot omit mentioning Mrs. 
Shoreland, an aged widow-lady, and her fon, 
at whofe houfc I preached in the courfe of my 
tour through the I Hand. They fcem to breathe 
the fpirit of the £ngli(h Methodifis ; and made 
me feel myfelf perfectly at home. 

On the zsid of March, I fet fail, in the Duke 
of Cumberland Packet, from the Ifland of Bar- 
badoes for Kingfton in Jamaica. A French 
Count, an Englifh Officer, and myfclf, were the 
Paflcngers. The Count was a v^ry pleafing man, 
and, like his countrymen in general, all life and- 
fpirit, even in the midlt of misfortunes. He in- 
formed us that he had been a Member of the 
Affembly of the States General in Prance, and 
5:onfequently of the fird National Affembly ; but 
his feivent Loyalty for the King obliged him to- 
lly to England ; and his eflates in France, which 
were considerable,, were confifcated. He had 
two eilates in St. Domingo, and was going to 
Jamaica in hopes of procuring fome information 
concerning them. But he was dreadfully fright- 
ened when he came within light of Hifpaniola^ 
and could neither eat, drink, nor fleep, for fear 
ef being taken by a French frigate or privateer* 
At our fird meal on board, he turned rourid to 
me, and with all the pathos of the Frenchman* 
cried out, <« Sir, they have murdered my King! ^ 
Then he addreffed the company and faid, " I 
beg your pardon that I have been born a French- 
man!" 

When we were near the Ifland of St, Vincent's^ 
which lay in our way to Jamaica, the Engliflx 
Officer dedred to be fet on Hiore, in order to fee 
a friend, ta which the mafter of the packet^ 
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John Long, immedialely confcnted ; I earfiedly 
intreated the Lime favour, but the furly man re« 
fttfed, although the boat was along T\dc our 
vcdel, and 1 was deprived of the opportunity 
of taking another farewell of my friends in the 
Ifland. 

On the 29th, we arrived at Kingfton, with the 
news of war. Our Society in this town is fmall, 
in proportion to the fize of the place. It hardly 
exceeds 200: many of them, however, are much 
devoted to God. Wc have alfo fome Local 
Preachers here, both among the Whites and 
Blacks, v/ho promife to be ufcful. Mr. Forz- 
brook, a merchant's Clerk, (whofe mother was a 
member of our Society in Caftle-JDunnington, 
Leicefterftiirc,) is well qualilicd to be a Travel- 
ling Preacher. I hope, the impediments which 
his profent fituation throws in his way, will 
loon be removed. Mr. Guirey, alfo, a young 
man from America, is, I believe, a tolerable £x<- 
horter : his Father had been a refpeftable Mer* 
chant in Philadelphia, but met with miftfortunes 
in life, which the greateft integrity, and moft ge- 
nuine piety, could not prevent. O how difficult 
is it, and yet how comfortable, to believe that 
*« all things work together for our ^ood :" Mr. 
Guirey, the Father^ did thus believe ; and 
though reduced from affluence to a low cftatc;) 
continued to trud fully in the Lord. 

Young Mr. Guirey arrived lately from Cape 
1^'iancois, the Capital of the French part of the 
I (land of Hiipaniola. Soon after he landed at 
1 ape Frijiicois, he he was informed, that, being 
an American, he might fafely vifit the Negro- 
Army, lie accordingly went ; and, beiog fur- 
rounded by a body of troops, was brought before 
the General. The General was a Sam-ooy, i. c. 
the offspring of a Mulatto and a Black, with 
whom ,he dined. Several of the General Officers 
dined with him : and when one of them, whofe 
fa<:e appeared perfeflly black, accidently opened 
^is brcaftj Mr, Guirey juft obfe^vcd that (he fkip 
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was^ Vfhitc : fo that his face muft have been* 
painteid. The defcription which Mr. Guifcy 
gave of the ftate of the Country was dreadful in- 
deed. The whole fcemed to be utterly laid waftc.^ ' 
When the Cane-grounds were fet on fire, many 
of the Planters were feized by the Negro Soldiers^ 
and thrown into the fire, and burnt alive. In- 
deed, the deftruftion of property, and lofs of 
lives, is hardly to be defcribed. 

And is it to be wondered at ? For Mr. Guirey 
informed me, that the inhabitants of Cape Fran- 
cois were arrived at fuch a height of wicKednefs,. 
that Fornication was frequently pra6lifed even in. | 
thp corners of the flreets, and in the open day, ) 
without the lead infamy attending it. Agreeable- 
to this account, was that of a Counfellor in ibor 
liland of Tortola, who had received his «duca«* 
tion at Brazen-Nofe College in Oxford, and had* 
taken the Degree of Do^or of Civil Lawsin that) 
Univerfity. This Gentleman had rcfided.'for» 
few years at Gape Francois, and informed me^ 
that Father and Daughter were frequently known 
to live together in an inceduous manner; and- 
yet not the lead cognizance was taken of^t hy^ 
the ruling powers. Is it furpriztng thajf God' 
ihould fo fignally judge fuch a people as this? 

On Monday, April i, I fet off with Mr. Fifh- 1^ 
and Mr. Guirey, for Montigo-Bavy i n order to* ' 
improve th e, opening, which 1 was favoured w ith' 
about two years ago. A/ter nding in the heat 
of the fun for a whole day, we came to a place- 
called Old Harbour. When we entered the inn,, 
r* perceived that I had never been there before." 
On enquiry, I found that we had got to the very* 
oppofite fide of the Ifland to what we intended;' 
that we had travelled leeward^ inflead of wind- 
ward. However, from the Landlady's account,, 
and from a map of the Ifland, it appeared, thae' 
we had lod nothing ; it being impoflible to go- 
through the Ifland in a dired line, on account of* 
the deep and lofty Mountains ; and we only trnksi 
one fid9 of it ipftcad of. the. other,. And .that^f * 
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we croCTcd one high Mountain called M«)E*^il^ 
wc fkoulU have no more to travel one way than 
the other. The next morning Mr. Fifli -con- 
plained of a violent head-ach : and, a« he had 
lome time ago a feafoning fever, I begged of hin 
to return, left he (hould fuiFer a relapCe. 

After travelling a few miles we came between 
the high mountains, and began to enjoy the ro- 
mantic profpe^s, with which Jaroaicft abounds. 
.On our journeyi Mr. Guirey gave me the follow- 
ing account of a perfecution which happened about 
twelve months before, at Salem, in the ftate bE 
New Jerfey. 

« A mob were, feveral times, Terjr riotous in 
our Chapel : but on 'application to the magiftates, 
we obtain'ted effe^ual relief; which has been 
univcrfally and invariably the cafe in the ilatesof 
America. The rioters not behig able to difturb 
US, took another method of injuring the caule of 
Chriit. They alTembled in a place of their own, 
and aS^d Love-feafts, fiand-meetings, Clafs- 
Bieetings, &c. to the great entertainment of 
their profane auditors. One night, when they 
were performing a public fiand-mceting, a young 
\Hfoman flood up on a bench to profefs her expe- 
rience : and after fpeaking feveral things which 
commanded the mirth of the afTembly, fhe cried 
out, (at the fame time beating her breaft,) 
«( glory be to God^ I havt found ptace^ and- am 
fanSliJied, and am now fit to die :*' As foon as fhe 
had uttered thefe words, (he dropt down dead 
upon the fpot, to the exprefTible terror of the 
whole company, which immediately broke up, 
and. they dole away m the greateit conilemation, 
except a few who remained with the corpie* 
The perfecution immediately ceafed; and not 
a tongue moved afterwards againfi the Gofpei, 
or its rVicnds." 

After travelling through a champaign Coiintry, 
oiir views, near iun fet, were extraordinary ro- 
mantic. The hanging rocks and trees formed a 
jntf A jrotcfquc and awful apfcajni«ce« AU th« 
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rotlcs were white, ttid ib perforated, that liifCf 
feemed like imtnenie heaps of white iM^k Aboat 
fun-fet we arrived at a lolitary inn «n <he Midft 
of the moimtaiiis, after riding thirty ni4es in the 
heat of the day ; and made our dinner and ftippcr 
at one meal. The place w«s called the Green" 
Ponds. Next morning before fun-rifei we began 
to afcend May-hill, a vaft, fteep mountain, and 
about eleven o'clock, gained the fummit, which 
contained a few fquare miles of groimd* Hene 
we found a tavern, at which we breakfafted: 
and on enquiring the name of the Parifli ( Elisa- 
beth PariOi) I recollefted that the little hand* 
ful of Moravian Brethren who reside in thia 
I (land, could not be far diftant from me* My 
Landlord confirmed my ideas, and informed mo 
that we could eaftly reach the houfe of Mr. An* 
gel, one of the Brethren, by night. I then re- 
membered that Mr. Angel was Brother-in-law of 
Mr, Jotcph Bradford, one of our TravelliM 
Preachers. When we arrived at Mr. Angel's, it 
was juft dark: but he was from home, and the 
chief perfon in his ftorehouie informed us, that 
^ve miles further was the fettlement of the Bre- 
thren, where we (hould meet with a hofpitable 
-reception. As Mr. Angel's houfe was a l^rge 
one, 1 felt it unkind to be fent five miles through 
the dews of the night, which very few of the 
Planters through that whole Archipelago would, 
I believe, have done. 1 therefore nired a guide^ 
who brought us to the place. Mr. Lifter and 
Mr. Bowen the Minifters, together with their 
wives, received us with the utmoft courtefy ; 
and here, indeed, we found ourfelves at home. 
O iiow comfortable is it, in a country where fo 
little even of the form of religion exilis, to meet 
with pious perfons, of congenial fpirits with oui* 
felves ! The kindnefs and attention of this fim- 
pie-hearted family, made ample amends forour- 
dark and dewy ride. With them we could fweat- 
ly fpeak and fmg of the Love of Jefus ; and ouc 
Lord WM$ tnUy ptefaili WiMbi la cncrrcAtf^^tn^'k 
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•nd in prayer. After an early breakfaft, thefe 
loving people conveyed us one ft age in their one 
horfe cnair, whild the guide they had provided, 
brought our horfes. May our common Lord and 
Saviour reward them ! 

When we arrived at the end of our ftage, W45 
found that we £bould be obliged to crofs a great 
Dumber of Cattlc-pcnns and plantations, and 
flsould meet with no more inns till we reached 
Montigo-fiay. We accordingly fet off acrofs the 
Country, and arrived about noon on a Plantation, 
of which Mr. Lcard, a Scotchman, is the Mana- 
ger. This Gentleman received us. with the great- 
eft civility and politencfs ; but we had not- been 
here long, before the rains poured down like tor- 
rents, and we were thankful to divine Providence, 
and the Mafter of the Houfe,. for this comfortar 
ble afylum. Next morning I was favoured with the 
company of Mr. Leard, and twoor three of the 
principle men of the I Hand, for fifteen miles. 
One of the Gentlemen, who had an elegaiit 
faddle-horfe as well as a phaston, perceived that I 
was a little fatigued with the heat, and infiiled 
on my riding in his phaeton moft part of the way^ 
whilft he rode on horfe-back. The Gentlemen 
at parting, advifed us, by all means to ftop as 
foon as poHible, and to reft for the remainder of 
the day, left too violent exercife might bring on 
an inflammation of the blood ; and gave me leave 
to u(e their names at the penns and plantations* 
The firft at which we called, the Genlleman was 
not at home; and we were refufed admittance. 
This was the firft inftancei of the kind I ever met 
with : yet, probably, the Mafter of the Houfe, 
would have received us cheerfully : for there are 
no men I have ever been acquainted with, nH)iie 
generous and hofpitable to ftrangers, than the 
Weft-India Planters. We then retired to fome 
diftance from the houfe, and fat down on the 
grafstoreft ourfelves, whilftaurhorles were crop- 
ping the herbage around us. From thence, w^ 
went to a plantation called the Seoen fii^ers v Mr« 
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Price, the Manager, whom -I found to he niy 
Countryman, gave us a hearty welcome, fieing 
now refreOiedy we proceeded on our journey, 
and came to a plantation called ^Montpelliefy 
where we abode for the night. 

Next morning, April the 5th. we fct ofF at day* 
break, and breakfailed in Montego-Bay. Imme-' 
xiiately after I called upon my old acquaintance 
Mr. Brown, the Proprietor of the AiTembly-rocnnf 
who again generoufly gave me the free uib of it* 
The next buiinefs was to fend a Mefifeqger round 
the town from houfe.to houfe, to give notice of ^ 
jny preaching in the evenings in confequfioce of 
which I had a very confiderable congre^tioiu 
After I had enforced on the audience the great 
truths of Chriflianity, a company of rakes, with 
a printer, whofe name was T. at their head, kept 
up a loud clapping of hands for a confiderablo 
time. I then withdrew into Mr. Brown's dwell- 
jng-houfe: but my companion Mr. Guirey loft 
me, and going out of the rodm into the ftree^ 
was inflantly furrounded by the rakes, who 
{houted, and fwore they would firft begin with 
the fervant : on which an officer of the army 
drew his fword, and ilretching it forth, declarea 
he would run it through the body of any one who 
dared to touch the youn^man.; on which 'they aU 
flunk baqky and withdrew. ^— ^ 

Nes.c \nJiiimg i \Nr>rX to Church| and in tfas 
afternoon preached to a fmall, but deeply akten* 
tive congregation in the Aflembly-coom, from 
t John v. 1 2. •< He that hath the Son, haih >life i'* 
and all was peace. 

Having no engagement to dine, I'W^ntto the 
ordinary, where a gentleman took me afide int» 
another room. After many apolqgies, ^aad'C^ 
preding his great rqgard for mc^ he intimattiCi 
that he was an admirer of the Writings of Barcmi 
Swedenburgh. He likewife informed 01^9 that a 
^lot was laid, and intended to he .put in execuH 
tion againft me, at the A&mbl^-rnom in %ho 
cvcain^ and that powder wis to be uGbd* ISm^ 
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therefore advifed me to give up all thoughti ol 
preaching. I thanked h^m for his well-meant ad- 
vice, and tender feelings on my account; butob^ 
iervedy that I was in the way of duty, and if my 
great Mailer was pleafed to take me to himfelf 
that evening by the violence of wicked men, or 
in any other way, I was pcrfcftly fatisfted ; well 
knowing that it was ealy for him to raife a far 
better inflrument than I was, for his gracious 

furpofes ; and that, thro' the divine amflance, 
(hould endeavour to preach at the time appoint- 
ed. The evening came, and a crowded congrega- 
tion attended. At the beginning of the fervice 
Mr. T. b^gan to be noify, on which one of the 
Migiflrates of the town who was prefcnt, ilepped 
up to him, and fpoke fuch ftrong and authorative 
words, that Mr. T. and his crew thought proper 
to be filent from that time. 

Mr. Mountague and feveral other Gentlemeit 
Ihewed me much refpe^ during my'fhort reii^ 
dence in this town. Several of the Negroes were 
awakened by ray public Miniflry, and by calling 
upon them in their houfes; and I might have 
formed a Clafs of earned feeking fouls. I know, 
through the Grace of God, I was an inftrument 
of good. O how wonderfully gracious is he, how 
infinitely condefcending, in ftooping to^ ufe fo 
unworthy an inftriXlifrcnt for his own gwat Glorjrj, 
•nd the lalyation of fouls i 

On the 8th of April we fct off from Montcgo- 
Bay, on our return to Kingfton. I confcfs it 
would have given me pleafure, if I could have 
llaid a month longer in a place, where the Lord 
was pleafed fignally to blefs me: efpccially as I 
had no Miffionary to leave behind me, to water 
the feed which had been fown. However, the 
Will of God concerning me, was clear ; and I 
accordingly proceeded on my journey. 

Before we arrived at our breakfafting-place, 
we were joined by the Captain of a Merchant* 
(hip from Hull, who knew me well, bcingarcgu- 
lar attendant; a.t our Chapel^ when he is at homo. 
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He was a pleafing and ferious companion* After . 
breakfaft we rode together to Mart na*B rale-Poin t . 
(generally, I believe, called Falmouth ) about a 4 
miles from Montego-Bay» Here I met with Mr« 
Kitchen, the mate of a London-fhip, whofe wife 
is a pious member of our London- Society^ I be- 
lieve, he alto > when in Town, He requefled 
me to dine with him on board his ihip, which 
l^y in the Bay, to which I readily afTented : but 
before we took boat, a Captain of a London 
Merchant (hip, of the name of Ward, came up 
to me with fome other Gentlemen, and intreated 
me to favour the inhabitants of the town with a 
fermon in the evening. He was iccondcd by his 
companions, who engaged to procure for me the 
Aflembly-room, and to give general notice* I 
had intended to have rode another ftage in the 
afternoon, but thinking that this might be a pro- 
vidential call, I complied ; efpecially, as I was 
informed that there never had been a fern^y ii 1 
preached in the town lince it was built, aithougti I 
there is a regular parochial Clerp vman> with a r 
b andfome liipend, whofe folc cmpjpy ment is to 
perform the oiHces of matrimony, baptifm, and 
the burial of the dead. 

A little before preaching I returned from the 
fhip ; and at the time appointed, found a con(i« 
derable congregation colle^ed in the Aflembly- 
room, notice having been fent from houfe to 
houfe* I preached on the New Birth, from John 
iii. 3. a,nd was led to fpeak in aclofer and feverer 
manner, than I am accuftomed to do in the open* 
ing of new places. For twenty minutes a deep 
filence reigned throughout the audience, when 
the very Captain, who had in the firil inflance 
fo importunately intreated me to preach, broke 
out in the following words, " Sir, if what you 
fay be true, we mud all be danained : I do not 
like your do^lrine at all." The Bucks and 
Bloods inflantly took the hint ; and from that 
time there was nothing but confufion. How- 
everi I elevated xny voice to its higheft pitch ; 

and 
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uid continued my difcourfe for about twenty, 
minutoi Umger in the midft of noife and diftrac- 
tion. Several Ladies who fat oppofite to ine 
feemed pcrfc&ly attentive during the whole of 
the fervicc. One of them, as I was afterwards 
informed, who was the firft Lady in the town, 
addrefled herfclf, after I had retired,, to a. young 
Gentleman, who had been one of the rioters, in* 
the following manner : <* Till this time I. al- 
ways confidered you as a decent, virtuous young 
man ; but now I find you are a. vagabond; 
and 1 forbid you ever to darken ray door again." 
When I came into my chamber, my kind' 
friend Mr. Kitchen followed me, and. begged of 
ine to take a bed in his Hiip, as therewouid be no- 
thing but noife and rioting in -the Tavern tillmidf 
night. I accepted of the kind.ofFer of my friend, 
though I was rather afraid to venture, on the 
water after the violent perfpiration.I always ex- 
perience, when I preach in- the evening, and- 
more efpecially in that fuitry climate* Twoi 
' pious Captains from Livtrpo^l made me alfo a. 
/| vifit, one of whom, a Baptifl, of Mr. MedU^'s 
\\ congregation, is, I: really believe, a fhining 

IChridian. He is well known in. the northern 
parts of Jamaica under the name of the Preaching 
Captain. The generous offer of the Captain 
from Hull, whom I have mentioned abopve, viz* 
that he would give me- a pafTage-home for no^ 
thing, if 1 would fail with. him, I (hall never for* 
get ; but the delay of. waiting for a cdnvoy^. 
would, I was certain, prevent my being in. Eng- 
land in time for the Conference. Before I retired; 
with Mr. Kitchen, I called at the ftable to inquire 
after my horie, and found that he had been re* 
moved from his flail, and that his corn and fod* 
der had heen flolen from him. I immediately re* 
turned into the. Tavern, and in a circle of Gentle- 
men, who were in a jovial mood, complained 
oi the ufage I had received. Oncofthem, a.flout 
young man, abaut fix feet- high, initantly cauane: 
u|> to mO). and'.iUxiding by. xny iide, faid tbatrhe. 

would 
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^rOiuM ct6f(Micl me againft the world* Oh tlifs^ lie 
'tegan to fwear, and bawl and roar^ till the whole 
Janaily were in a perfeft conflernation* My horfe 
was immediately replaced| and frelh corn and^ 
'fodder procured for nitn. When this was accom— 

Slifhed, the younf gentleman took me afide^ and^ 
aggering, (for h% was very drunk) addrefled me* 
asfollows^ <* Siri I was once a Methodift^ o£ 
-the Countefs of Huntingdon's connexion m> 
•Btiftol } and had the honour of being for fome* 
time a fteward of that fociety; I have now in- 
tty cuftody feveral letters written with theCoun* 
tefs's own hand : thefe 1 have (hewn toi many iw 
this liland. But, O Sir, they only, laugh atr 
thexDy and at every thing which is facred. And^ 
though. Sir, I find my felf obliged to live andcon^ 
ter-fe as the reft do, or I (houul become an objeft 
of univerfal contempt and ridicule, yet, faye> 
he, heating his bread, *< I have It here,. Sir^. 
I have it here : I have faith, Sir, I have faith.'^' 
Poor young man, thought I ; if the gi'eat womaiH' 
whom you foju illy commend, and whofememor)^ 
will ever be reverenced by the truly piou9^ were« 
to hear you, (he would fay, as that eminent: 
miniiler of God, Mr. George Whitfield, obferrcd 
on a iimilar occafion,. << 1 fee clearly yoii are one 
of my converts, and not a convert of Jefuft 
Ghrift/' 

After fpendlpg a very comfortable night ia the* 
Slip, of which Mr. iCa^cAen was the mate, I return-* 
ed to ihore early in the morning of the 9th.;. and> 
proceeded on my journey. In the evening we 
reached St. Ann's Bay. Before L retired to reil^« 
the Curate of the parifh, with two otliers^ cam^- 
snto the room where I was*. Xhe Curate was ex-* 
eeedingly inqnifitive ; and^being informed by me». 
in anfwer to one of his many inquiries, that £ had^ 
been educated in the Univerfity of Oxford,, bo 
obferved << I had my education in Oxford too/^' 
Pray, Sir, faid I-, of what houfe were you ? 
•♦ Houfe, Sir, houfe,*' faid he. <« Of what Col- 
kge. Sir, &id h'i M O Sir^ of OadEoid Cc»Uegc» 



of Oxford College/' He feemiid a littk •» 
founded, apprehending he had made a fmall Uub- 
der ; and Quoted the fird line of the ^Beid<tf 
of Virgil, in Latin, and the firft verfe of the fiift 
chapter of St. John't gofpel in Greek, bat in a 
3no(t wretched manner. JHowever, finding mr 
mouth perfeAly fealed, he and hit compamoDii 
after a few more obfervations, werQ pfeafedto 
withdraw to my great joy. They were going ac- 
cording to the cuftom of that part of th^ Ifland, 
to fit up all night with the corpfe of a Lady, who 
had juft breathed out her lalt. But they took 
care, firft of all, to water their own clay with an 
abundance of rum and water. 

The next day, the loth, we travelled nearly to 
the top of Mount Diable, of the precipices and 
romantic views of which 1 have fpoken in a 
former Journal. The keeper of the turnpike-gate, 
Jiept alfo a fmall inn, where we were very com- 
fortably entertained. The following night we 
lay at Spanifh Town, and on the lath about 
noon arnved at our Chapel in Kingfion. The 
next morning I had two or three hours blefTed 
refrefhment in the public ordinances of God with 
our beloved fociety in that town. In the afteri- 
noon, Mr. Fijh^ with many of the friends, ac- 
companied me to the packet : and in the morning 
of the 14th, the packet failed for England ; and 
landed us fafe at Falmouth on the 6th of June. 

On the 4th of June, early in the morning, as 
we were entering the mouth of the £ngli(h chan* 
fiel, the failor at the mail-head gaye notice of a 
fail in view. The Captain inftantly went to the 
mail-head, and, after remaining there a confider« 
able time, came down, and informed us that wo 
were then certainly chafed by a privateer. For 
twenty-four hours the chafe continued, till tho 
privateer was within about a mile and a half of 
our packet. We had no force fufEcient to make 
any refiilance. All was defpair among the crew 
and paffengers ; till, behold ! appeared Lord Hood» 
with eleven fail of the Line^ and all their accom« 

paniments^ 
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paniments, bound for the Meditefr^neanv Jom^ 
fully did we fail into the midfl: of our frienos^ 
whilft the Privateer made the bed of her way to-^ 
wards the coafl of France. Thus did Providence 
deliver us^ Then << praife the Lord^ O ray fouly 
and all that is within me blefs his holy name*. 
Praife the Lord, O my foul : while I live, will £ 
praife the Lord ; yea, as long as I have any bt?» 
ingy will I £ng; ptailiBS K) my Goju^r*^ 
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
